Although  some 
classify  him  as  a  lunatic,  a  more  gentle  way  of  picturing  the  good 
Emperor  is  to  say  he  was  one  card  short  of  a  full  deck.  That  is,  he  was 
well  educated,  lucid,  a  good  speaker,  and,  before  his  disastrous  foray 
into  the  rice  market— where  he  lost  his  shirt  — a  prosperous  speculator. 
His  failure  in  that  1853  attempt  at  cornering  the  rice  market  seems  to 
have  unbalanced  him  somewhat.  These  promissory  notes  were  really 
nothing  more  than  printed  I.O.U.'s.  He  borrowed  small  sums  from 
friends  and  relations,  usually  to  buy  food  at  the  local 
"establishments."  Most  people  humored  him.  In  so  doing,  they  also 
threw  away  the  majority  of  his  I.O.U.'s,  making  them  quite  scarce 
today.  At  Norton's  funeral  in  1880,  it  is  said  over  10,000  San

Commonly  called  the  "Rocks  Halfpenny"  because  there  are  some 
unusual  "rocks"  or  clouds  to  the  right  of  the  seated  figure.  Extremely 
Fine  45.  One  of  the  great  rarities  in  the  Colonial  series,  this  piece  is 
listed  in  Breen's  encyclopedia  as  #143.  In  that  tome,  he  mentions  that 
the  Garrett:1265  specimen  in  Fine  to  Very  Fine  condition  brought 
$2,000.  This  example  is  clearly  much  nicer  than  Garrett,  and  should 
bring  a  correspondingly  greater  figure. 

Why  a  "Hibernia"  (Irish)  coin  circulating  in  America?  It  came  about  this 
way:  King  George  I  authorized  William  Wood  to  strike  Rosa  Americana  coins 
for  Ireland  in  1  722.  According  to  Breen,  the  King's  mistress,  "The  Maypole" 
seized  this  authorization  patent  and  Wood  had  to  ransom  it  for  reportedly 
£10,000  sterling! 

However,  this  was  not  the  end  of  Wood's  troubles,  not  by  a  long  shot. 
Breen:  "As  the  King  had  not  bothered  to  consult  the  Irish  Parliament  before 
authorizing  this  coinage,  the  Irish  took  this  as  an  insult  and  refused  to  accept 
the  new  coins  in  payments,  no  matter  how  well  designed  and  struck,  no 
matter  how  much  heavier  they  were  than  the  decades-old,  worn-out  junk 
coppers  then  in  circulation.  On  Sept.  27-28,  1723,  both  houses  of  the  Irish 
Parliament  vainly  petitioned  the  Crown  to  revoke  the  authorization.  Irish 
indignation  focused  not  only  on  the  coin's  light  weight  (60  halfpence  to  the 
pound  instead  of  the  Tower  standard  of  46)  but  on  the  role  of  "the  King's 
Whore."  Wood's  furious  reply  in  the  Oct.  8,  1723,  Flying  Post  worsened 
matters;  thereafter  almost  nobody  would  accept  the  coins  in  payments. 

"Nothing  that  Wood  or  the  royal  authorities  could  say  or  do  thereafter 
about  the  coinage  had  the  slightest  effect.  Royal  assays  (1724)  showed  the 
coins  to  be  of  honest  copper  but  variable  in  weight:  Nelson  cites  batches  of 
halfpence  coined  at  58 'h,  63,  and  68  to  the  lb. .  .  .  The  Irish  had  to  make  do 
without  official  copper  coins  until  George  II  authorized  a  new  issue  of 
halfpence  (1736).  A  year  after  the  latter,  royal  orders  withdrew  Wood's 
coins  from  circulation.  Profiteers  promptly  bought  up  the  coppers  for 
approximately  bullion  value,  shipping  out  most  of  them  to  the  American 
colonies  as  so  many  "Casks  of  Hard  Ware"  (the  usual  euphemism  in  ships' 
manifests  for  copper  coins  or  tokens).  They  stayed  in  circulation  over  here 
until  shortly  before  the  Revolution;  C.W.  Prime  said  some  were  still  current 
in  1861!" 

So  that  is  how  an  Irish  coinage  found  its  way  to  American  shores.

See  Breen, 
pp.40-1,  where  he  describes  this  as  an  "Undated  Apocryphal 
Farthing"  and  says,  "The  NEW  YORKE  IN  AMERICA  farthing  token 
first  reached  public  attention  in  the  FUstoric  Magazine  (Oct.  1861) 
through  one  of  the  lead  strikings.  Nothing  is  known  of  its  origin  or 
purpose.  Its  rev.  device  (Venus  and  Cupid  under  a  palm  tree)  suggests 
propaganda  for  the  colonies  as  a  place  to  enjoy  life.  As  the  spelling 
YORKE  with  the  final  E  occurs  intermittently  between  1664  and  the 
1770's,  this  does  not  permit  a  better  guess  about  the  token's  date. 
Two  brass  strikings  were  found  in  Civil  War  token  lots  in  the  1950s, 
which  fact  threw  needless  doubt  on  their  age;  almost  anything  of 
farthing  size  would  have  passed  in  the  1860s  as  a  cent.”

mint  "flash”  shining  through.  Everything  is  pristine  here,  nothing 
untoward,  so  should  you  be  looking  for  a  Gem  Proof  copper-nickel 
Indian  Cent,  we  direct  your  attention  to  it.

550  pieces.

1 042  1864.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Another  Three  Cent  Silver  Proof  having 

strong  cameo  contrast  and  splendid  surfaces.  The  fields  are  partially 
frosty  and  partially  mirrored,  suggesting  that  the  dies  which  struck  the 
coin  may  not  have  been  as  highly  polished  as  usual.  Low  mintage  for 
1864:  470. 


1  048  1870.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Another  lovely  Proof  Three  Center,  this 

time  featuring  steely  blue  toning  with  a  bright  golden  white  star  in  the 
middle.  Naturally,  for  this  grade  the  strike  is  bold. 

1049  1870.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Smoky  gray  toning.  The  strike  is  razor- 

sharp.  And  only  1,000  pieces  were  made. 


1871.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  gem  specimen  that  acquired  deep 
blue  to  lavender  toning  during  its  120-year  existence.

1076  1881.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Light  toning  in  the  fields,  the  devices 

piled  high  with  frost.  A  little  jewel! 


1077  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Lovely  sunset  gold  toning  brushed  atop 

the  superb  fields  and  devices.  Mountains  of  frost  grace  the  devices. 
The  fields,  they  just  fall  away,  drawn  apart  by  the  light  reflecting 
qualities  of  the  strenuous  die  polishing.

example  of  this  first  year  of  issue.  The  fields  are  lustrous. 

1117  1869,  1871,  1883  Shield  and  1883  With  Cents  Liberty  Nickel.  Very 

Fine  to  About  Uncirculated.  The  1871  is  a  key  date  and  well  worth 
examining.  Lot  of  4  coins.

An  especially  sharp  example 
of  America  s  first  Half  Dime  (spelled  Disme  on  the  coin,  although 
apparently  pronounced  as  it  is  today).  Surfaces  are  smooth  and 
attractive,  and  show  none  of  the  typically  seen  scratches  or  nicks. 
Liberty  s  portrait  is  unusually  bold.  Only  1,500  of  these  were  minted. 


HISTORIC  1792  HALF  DIME 


1  203  1792.  Very  Fine  20.  Old  silver  toning.  Well  struck  on  both  sides,  and 

displaying  typical  hairline  scratches  that  are  characteristic  of  early 
U.S.  Half  Dimes.  All  lettering  is  clear,  the  design  well  balanced,  and 
there  are  no  rim  problems.  A  coin  that  is  awash  in  history! 

Breen  suggests  this  coin's  designer/engraver  was  William  Russell  Birch, 
who  designed  the  large  copper  cents  also  named  after  him.  On  July  13, 
1792,  Adam  Eckfeldt  and  other  workmen  hired  for  the  Mint  struck  1 , 500  half 
dismes  from  Birch's  dies.  These  pieces  conformed  in  composition,  weight, 
and  designs  to  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  and  were  official  issues  of  the 
United  States,  though  struck  before  the  nation  acquired  the  site  on  which  the 
First  Mint  would  be  built.  "The  actual  striking  took  place  on  a  press  stored 
in  John  Harper's  cellar,  at  Sixth  and  Cherry  Sts.,  (Philadelphia)  a  few  blocks 
from  the  Mint  site." 


DAZZLING  1794  HALF  DIME

1204  1794.  Valentine-3.  Rarity-5.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64. 

Boldly  struck  with  each  of  Liberty's  cascading  curls  in  sharp 
evidence,  each  tiny  tap  of  the  engraver's  hammer  in  full 
display.  The  reverse,  too,  is  sharp,  the  proud  eagle,  symbol  of 
the  fledgling  nation,  puffs  out  his  chest  in  bold  defiance  of 
Mother  England.  Light  gold  toning  on  the  obverse,  somewhat 
mottled,  more  organized  on  the  reverse,  which  is  surrounded 
by  a  deep  blue  about  the  periphery.  This  one  somehow 
escaped  the  adjusters  file,  which  seems  to  have  marred  nearly 
every  1794  silver  issue  to  survive  those  heady  days.  One  need 
not  consider  waiting  for  a  better  one  to  pop  up.  In  the  five 
years  of  grading  coins,  PCGS  has  only  allotted  this  grade  to  5 
coins  for  the  year,  with  none  graded  higher.  Clearly  one  of  the 
Finest  Known  of  this  first  year  of  regular  issue  denomination. 
An  incredible  coin  that  belongs  in  an  incredible  collection,  one 
that  won't  ever  need  to  be  upgraded. 

Late  die  state,  as  are  most  seen,  with  a  faint  die  crack  from  the 
sixth  star  to  the  E  of  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  also  has  a  crack,  from 
wingtip  to  near  wingtip,  with  another  branching  down  near  the  base 
of  the  wreath. 
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1205  1794.  Valentine-2.  Rarity-4.  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine  30  but  light 

scratches  appear  when  examined  with  a  glass  on  both  sides,  some  of 
which  show  very  faint  tooling.  Overall,  better  than  we  make  it  sound, 
with  pleasant  dark  gray  toning  and  most  of  the  device  detail  visible. 
Important  as  the  first  year  of  the  issue  and  one  of  but  a  handful  of 
1794  silver  issues  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Certain  to  command  a 
premium  for  its  rare  date  and  quality  from  type  collectors. 


1206  1794.  Valentine-4b.  Rarity-3.  About  Good  3.  Possibly  repaired,  and 

with  some  damage  consisting  of  some  blunt  marks  below  the  eagle 
and  several  minor  marks  on  both  sides,  giving  a  slight  bend  to  the 
planchet.  What  is  wonderful  about  this  coin  is  the  late  die  state,  the 
obverse  has  two  cracks  through  the  first  star  to  Liberty's  lower  curls 
and  a  severe  one  from  E2  to  A2  on  the  reverse.  There  is  no  trace  of 
the  terminal  break  through  the  top  right  four  stars  though.  The  color 
is  original,  and  all  the  devices  are  sharp  except  where  damaged.  Still 
an  interesting  coin  for  study,  since  few  collectors  can  afford  several 
to  represent  each  die  state  in  this  series. 


PCGS  MINT  STATE  63  1795  HALF  DIME

1795.  Valentine-4.  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Deeply 
toned  with  blue  and  gold  on  both  sides,  the  kind  of  toning  found  on 
coins  long  held  by  collectors.  The  dies  show  signs  of  stress— several 
cracks  and  clash  marks.  These  combine  to  weaken  areas  of  the  coins 
design,  but  not  significantly.  Examination  fails  to  detect  any  signs  of 
handling,  just  a  few  scattered  marks  here  and  there,  none  of 
consequence.  Only  10  or  so  have  been  graded  by  PCGS  in  this  grade, 
with  another  11  graded  higher.  That  places  this  coin  in  the  middle 
range  of  those  available,  although  the  higher  grade  coins  cost  quite  a 
bit  more.  Be  sure  to  examine  this  one  to  see  if  it  fits  the  needs  of  your 
collection. 


1210  1805.  Valentine-1.  Rarity-4.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Some  old  scratches  on 
the  portrait  and  in  the  field,  but  as  these  are  faint  and  none  too 
numerous,  you  should  consider  the  coin  near  the  high  end  of  surviving 
1805's.  As  a  year,  1805  is  one  of  the  scarcest  Draped  Bust  Half 
Dimes;  only  one  die  variety  has  been  found  thus  far.

1213  1836.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  This  coin  is  tied  with  2  others  for 

the  Finest  Known  1836  Half  Dime.  Few  could  match  the  freshness  of 
this  magnificent  coin.  Harmonious  russet  and  gold  toning,  evenly 
distributed  about  the  surfaces,  atop  glowing  lustre.  Sharply  struck 
with  each  device  full  and  complete.  In  fact,  the  stars  each  have  full 
radial  lines  extending  out  from  the  centers.  The  curls,  too,  have  full 
bodied  appeal,  like  a  shampoo  commercial.  And  the  eagle,  well,  Old 
Pete,  as  he  was  known,  stands  bold  against  the  fields,  surrounded  by 
color  and  lustre.  An  exceptional  coin. 


1214  1836  Valentine-1.  Rarity-5.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Lightly 

toned  and  pleasing.  This  variety  has  a  sharp  bisecting  die  break  on  the 
obverse,  which  no  doubt  was  the  cause  of  the  rarity  of  this  die  pairing. 
One  for  the  specialist  or  perhaps  for  the  type  collector  who  wants  a 
coin  with  a  little  more  pizzazz.

and  scratches  on  both  sides.  Most  of  the  device  detail  is  sharp  and  the 
color  is  pleasing.  Probably  repaired  to  lessen  the  marks,  but  still 
acceptable  for  the  budget  minded  collector. 


1215  1838.  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality. 

Beautifully  toned;  and  mighty  close  to  Mint  State  65,  which  is  why  we 
added  a  PQ  label.

The  wonder  is,  why  didn't  PCGS  give 
it  a  higher  grade,  for  it  plainly  crosses  over  many  of  the  boundaries  into 
the  gem  league.

gray  toning  about  the  devices  with  lighter  color  in  the  fields  combine 
to  give  this  coin  a  cameo  appearance.  Minor  hairlines  when  examined 
in  a  light,  but  still  top  quality  for  one  of  these  issues.  Luckily  for 
collectors,  the  boys  in  Philadelphia  took  great  care  in  producing  Dimes 
during  this  year,  after  all,  it  was  a  new  denomination  and  public 
acceptance  was  at  issue.  The  result  is  clear,  most  1796  Dimes 
combine  great  strikes  with  clean  planchets,  and  the  present  coin  is  no 
exception.

Arrows  were  added  to  U  S.  coinage  pursuant  to  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873 
which  slightly  altered  the  weight  of  America's  silver  coinage.  Prior  to  1873, 
with  the  gold-to-silver  ratio  fluctuating  between  favoring  silver  and  then 
gold,  the  Mint  was  constantly  tinkering  with  the  weight  of  our  coins.  A  small 
adjustment  upward  in  the  weight  was  the  reason  for  adding  arrows  at  the 
date  of  Dimes,  Quarters,  and  Half  Dollars  in  1873  and  1874.

1297  1876-CC.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  distinctive  doubling  on  the  word  LIBERTY,  a  characteristic  of  the  16  to  18  specimens 

known.  When  it  comes  to  well  struck,  frosty  bright  Twenty  Cent  pieces,  you'll  never  see  a  more  original,  more  aesthetically  pleasing 
coin.  For  each  and  every  star  is  needle-sharp,  while  Liberty's  figure  who  sits  within  those  stars  is  as  bold  as  can  be.  The  eagle,  for 
his  part,  comes  with  both  wings  full,  and  both  legs  glinting  with  lustre  like  a  rippled  lake  glints  and  flickers  in  the  afternoon  sunlight. 
Were  this  a  common  date  issue  it  would  be  a  standout.  But  that  it  is  the  most  noble  Twenty  Cent  piece  of  them  all,  1876-CC,  make 
this  an  event  in  American  numismatics. 

Bidder  should  also  consider  these  statistics  from  the  grading  service:  PCGS  has  assigned  only  1  Mint  State  64  grade  to  an  1876-CC, 
along  with  3  higher  and  1  lower,  for  a  total  of  5. 

The  doubled  LIBERTY  on  these  comes  from  one  pair  of  dies  used:  6  obverses  and  4  reverses  were  shipped  to  Carson  City,  but  were  subsequently 
destroyed  (Jan.  20,  1877).  Breen  relates  how  "Twenty-cent  pieces  were  coined  for  circulation  in  1875-76  only,  and  for  proof  sets  1875-78 
inclusive.  Public  confusion  between  them  and  quarter  dollars  was  immediate  and  universal,  and  the  coins  were  extremely  unpopular. .  .  .  A  bill  to 
repeal  the  Mint's  authority  to  manufacture  these  coins  was  introduced  in  July  1876,  finally  becoming  law  May  2,  1878.  Coins  on  hand  in  all  mints 
had  to  be  melted  down,  by  order  of  Mint  Director  Linderman,  May  1,  1878,  for  recoinage  into  other  denominations. 

"Actually,  Linderman  had  authorized  melting  of  the  CC  stock  of  12,359  coins  (amount  on  hand  March  1,  1877)  effective  March  19,  1877.  This 
created  a  rarity:  Possibly  18  survive  of  1876  CC,  some  of  them  impounded  in  estates.  All  genuine  1876  CC's  show  doubling  on  LIBERTY,  which 
is  not  true  of  the  forgeries  created  by  adding  mintmarks  to  1876  Philadelphia  coins,  or  by  joining  split  halves  (obv.  1876  Philadelphia,  ref.  1875 
CC).  The  earliest  auction  records  were  Davis:1506  (1890)  and  Frossard  168:324  (Dec.  10,  1900)." 
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1  298  1877.  Very  Fine  30.  Key  date  in  the  series,  a  coin  struck  only  in  Proof. 

This  one  evidently  saw  a  few  short  years  of  circulation  before  being 
snapped  up  by  someone  who  recognized  that  it  was  a  rarity.  Mintage 
for  1877:  350. 


1299  1878.  IMGC  graded  Proof  64.  Deep  blue  toning  on  both  sides,  some 

russet  all  but  hidden  beneath.  Well  struck,  and  always  popular  as  a  low 
mintage  and  low  production  denomination.  A  trickle  of  600  were 
struck  as  this  denomination  faded  into  the  dust  heap  of  history.

A 
scarce  coin  which  is  available,  but  always  at  a  premium  for  a  choice 
example.  Needed  by  both  type  and  variety  collectors,  there  will  never 
be  enough  of  this  first  year  issue  Quarter  to  satisfy  the  endless 
demand.  Here  is  a  reasonable  alternative  to  a  much  more  expensive 
Mint  State  coin,  the  difference  being  only  a  whisper  of  wear. 

Early  die  state,  as  are  all  seen,  with  an  engraver's  line  from  the  rim  to  the 
top  of  the  E  in  LIBERTY  which  meanders  along  in  Liberty's  upper  curls. 


1805.  Browning-4.  Rarity-4.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Well 
struck  on  all  but  a  small  area  of  the  eagle's  shield,  as  always 
seen  on  this  die  pairing.  Elegant  color  abounds,  evenly 
distributed  on  the  surfaces.  Furthermore,  the  surfaces  are 
clean,  none  of  the  often  seen  distracting  marks  are  noted.  A 
minor  planchet  flaw  on  and  about  the  E  of  STATES  is  visible  as 
an  area  of  reddish  color  and  some  faint  adjustment  marks 
through  the  central  reverse  can  be  seen  if  one  looks  carefully. 
The  engraver  dropped  the  box  of  letter  punches  before  cutting 
this  die  as  both  the  I  and  T  are  missing  one  of  their  lower  serifs. 
Here  and  there  these  letters  have  been  corrected  by  hand 
engraving  the  missing  serif  on  the  die,  as  seen  on  several 
varieties  across  differing  denominations. 

Often  early  silver  issues,  such  as  the  one  offered  here,  have  minor 
planchet  flaws.  These  were  caused  by  improper  refining  of  the  silver 
brought  in  by  various  locals  of  the  realm.  Mint  workers  melted  the 
consigned  silver  and  cast  ingots,  which  were  then  drawn  and  rolled 
by  the  old  mint  horses,  "good  for  little  but  for  the  use  in  the  Mint" 
according  to  Bolender.  Once  rolled  to  the  proper  thickness, 
planchets  were  cut  and  prepared  for  striking.  Any  impurities  in  the 
silver,  like  lumps  in  Grandma's  chicken  gravy,  would  soon  make 
themselves  known  as  discolored  streaks  or  shallow  depressions  in 
the  otherwise  shiny  planchets. 


1302  1805  B-2.  R-4.  Good  4;  1805  B-3.  R-6  (likely  R-4  as  several  have 
turned  up)  Very  Good  8  and  1807  B-1.  R-4.  Very  Good  8.  The  second 
1805  has  some  faint  scratches,  but  overall  a  nice  lot  for  the  variety 
collector.  Lot  of  3  coins. 

1303  1806.  Browning-2.  Rarity-3.  Very  Good  8.  Lovely  gray  toning  and 
clean  surfaces,  however,  this  coin  was  used  to  turn  a  stubborn  screw 
with  resulting  rim  and  edge  disturbances.  One  of  the  best  engraving 
jobs  by  the  die  cutter,  all  the  devices  are  clear  and  the  25  C.  on  the 
reverse  manages  to  dodge  the  arrows  and  eagle's  tail  feathers  (often 
seen  overlapping  one  or  both  of  these  devices). 


1304  1818.  Browning-8.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Plenty  of 

mint  lustre  on  this  well  struck  coin;  the  fields  have  taken  on  dusky  gold 
toning  that  lends  added  charm.  Perfect  for  a  high  grade  circulated  type 
set,  or  for  the  Bust  Quarter  specialist  who  is  building  a  die  variety 
collection. 


1  305  1818.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Superb  surfaces,  color 

and  strike.  A  common  variety  in  very  choice  condition.  Light  greenish 
gold  toning. 
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1306  1820.  Browning-3.  Rarity-1.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58. 

Superb  surfaces,  color  and  strike.  A  common  variety  in  very  choice 
condition.  Light  greenish-gold  toning. 

1307  1820.  Browning-2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Premium 
Quality.  A  mix  of  gray  surfaces  and  mint  lustre  around  the  stars, 
legends,  and  devices.  Possibly  dipped  at  one  time.  Nonetheless,  the 
fields  are  immaculate  for  a  slightly  circulated  Bust  Quarter  from  this 
period,  showing  none  of  the  usual  nicks  or  scratches.  An  attractive 
specimen. 


1308  1825,  5  over  3  and  a  4.  Browning-2.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  About 

Uncirculated  55.  Delightful  original  color  with  ample  lustre  remaining 
about  the  protecting  devices.  An  arc  of  toning  surrounds  the  stars  of 
the  obverse.  Clean  fields  and  surfaces,  with  just  a  bit  of  wear  on  the 
highest  points.  Well  worth  your  consideration. 


1309  1825,  5  over  3  and  a  4.  Browning-2.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  About 

Uncirculated  55.  Lovely  color  and  surfaces  as  one  would  expect  on 
such  a  high  grade  coin.  Tough  to  find  this  nice,  and  would  make  a 
welcome  addition  to  a  Mint  State  type  set.  Not  a  rare  variety,  but 
uncommon  in  this  grade.

1311  1827.  Browning-2.  Rarity-7.  Restrike  in  silver.  PCGS  graded 

Proof  63.  Twelve  of  these  historic  restrikes  have  been  reported 
in  Breen,  and  this  is  one  of  only  3  seen  by  PCGS,  of  which  2 
are  Proof  63  and  a  Proof  64.  The  present  coin  is  from  the  1978 
A.N.A.  Sale  conducted  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  at  the 
Houston  A.N.A.  Show  from  where  we  quote:  "The  restrike  of 
circa  1858,  in  silver;  supposedly  nine  or  ten  known.  .  .struck 
as  a  Proof  but  lacking  the  characteristic  Proof  surfaces,  so  it 
looks  Uncirculated.  Late  die  state,  with  the  die-rust  marks 
especially  evident. 

Note:  Listed  as  #8  in  Walter  Breen's  Complete  Encyclopedia  of 
U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins,  page  341.  This  coin  traces  its  origin  to  the 
same  sort  of  circumstance  which  brought  the  Class  II  1804  Silver 
Dollars  into  existence;  and  it  may  have  been  struck  at  the  same  time 
by  the  same  people.  The  1827  obverse  was  muled  with  a  reverse 
of  1819,  on  which  die  the  rust  had  advanced  more  so  than  on  the 
latter,  1827  obverse  die.  It  has  been  considered  a  major  rarity  for 
nearly  a  century.

Silvery  white  with  faint  toning  just  beginning  to  form  about  the 
periphery.  Clean  rims  and  fields,  none  of  the  usual  handling  marks 
from  the  limited  circulation  this  one  saw.  Always  an  important  and 
difficult  to  find  type  coin. 

1313  1831  (2  pieces)  and  1835  (3  pieces).  Good  to  Very  Good.  Lot  of  5 

original  coins. 


1310  1825,  5  over  3  and  a  4.  Browning-2.  Rarity-2.  NGC  graded  About 

Uncirculated  55.  Delightful  old  silver  toning  common  to  the  coins  from 
the  Norweb  Collection.  Well  struck  as  the  mint  seemed  to  finally  have 
the  sharpness  of  strike  problem  resolved,  which  was  common  to 
earlier  issues.  A  lovely  coin.

1  314  1833.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Not  only  does  this  piece  have  the 

lowest  mintage  for  its  type  (156,000  pieces),  but  it  also  displays  some 
of  the  most  delightful  toning  hues  we’ve  seen  on  a  Bust  Quarter 
Dollar.  They  range  from  golds  to  reds  to  blues  and  are  matched  on 
both  sides  of  the  coin.  Furthermore,  the  devices  underneath  this  color 
are  seen  to  be  boldly  struck;  even  the  tiny  stars  come  to  needle  points. 

A  major  changeover  in  the  way  U.S.  coins  were  made  began  in  1828  when 
the  Mint  introduced  its  first  steam  operated  presses  to  strike  smaller 
denominations  (Half  Dimes,  Dimes,  etc.).  When  Quarter  Dollar  minting 
recommenced  in  1831,  this  denomination  carried  William  Kneass’s  revised 
design.  Instead  of  a  buxom  Liberty  as  had  prevailed  from  1815  to  1828,  she 
was  now  slimmed  down.  The  eagle,  too,  was  given  the  Slim  Fast  treatment. 
And  because  the  diameter  of  the  coin  was  reduced  and  its  thickness 
increased,  the  Mint  dropped  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  from  above  the 
bird  as  probably  being  too  crowded  This  motto  would  not  be  used  on  a  U.S. 
Quarter  Dollar  again  until  1892. 
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1315  1834.  Browning-lb.  Rarity-1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Silvery 
white  lustre  abounds  on  the  surfaces,  the  reverse  with  just  a  couple 
of  minor  toning  spots.  Somewhat  weakly  struck  on  the  obverse  due 
to  the  die  crack  which  extends  across  Liberty  from  the  first  to  last 
stars.  Better  than  most  seen  of  this  type. 

1316  1835.  Very  Fine  20.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  Extremely  Fine  40. 
1877-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  1909-S.  About  Uncirculated  55.  All  nicely 
toned  examples.  Lot  of  4  coins.

1853.  Arrows  and  Rays.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Razor-sharp 
devices  and  splendid  silvery-gray  and  blue  toning.  It  is  readily  apparent 
this  coin  has  been  kept  hidden  away  for  years,  for  it  is  also  readily 
apparent  it  has  never  been  cleaned.  Why?  Because  beneath  this  old 
time  toning  one  sees  original  silvery  white  lustre;  lustre  of  a  sort  that 
is  only  found  on  original  coins  that  have  never  been  dipped.  Therefore, 
it  is  easy  to  understand  why  only  5  1853's  have  achieved  such  a 
distinguished  grade  from  PCGS. 


1317  1837.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  truly  magnificent  small  size 

capped  Bust  Quarter,  with  lustrous  fields  beneath  colorful  toning.  And 
those  fields!  They  are  without  a  doubt  unimprovable.  If  you  are  a 
connoisseur  of  top  quality  American  coinage,  and  wouldn't  mind 
adding  a  knock-out  1837  Bust  Quarter  to  your  set,  why  not  examine 
this  charmer,  then  come  to  the  sale  and  place  your  bid. 


1318  1837.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Vibrant  gold,  red  and  blue  toning 
distinguishes  this  well  preserved  Bust  Quarter.  With  its  surfaces  free 
from  unsightly  marks,  and  its  strike  above-average,  it  recommends 
itself  to  astute  buyers. 

1319  1838.  Bust.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Natural  gray  toning 
reveals  a  few  fingerprints,  but  these  are  easily  overlooked.  The 
surfaces  retain  95%  of  their  mint  lustre,  and  are  surprisingly  free  from 
the  usual  marks  which  are  found  on  the  issue.

1  324  1856-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  beauty!  Fresh,  original  toning 

(smoky  golds  and  pinks)  and  exquisite  surfaces  overall.  In  addition,  the 
strike  is  next  to  none,  having  full  sharp  stars,  a  wonderful  figure  of 
Liberty,  and  an  equally  imposing  eagle.  But  best  of  all  is  the  reverse 
mintmark,  that  small  "O”  representing  coinage  at  the  New  Orleans 
facility.  For  1856-0  is  dozens  of  times  scarcer  than  one  from 
Philadelphia  Mint.  An  indication  of  this  is  seen  in  PCGS's  October 
1990  Population  Report  wherein  they  reveal  only  2  graded  in  Mint 
State  65,  with  none  higher. 


1325  1857.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Dull  gray  toning  with  iridescent 
gold  and  blue  undertones.  The  strike  is  excellent. 

1326  1857.  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  most  interesting  planchet  clip  is 
noted  at  9  o'clock  on  the  obverse  (3  o'clock  on  the  reverse).  Somehow 
this  coin  was  very  sharply  struck  with  a  full  wire  rim  about  the  edge 
on  both  sides,  the  only  detriment  was  a  brief  dipping  which  removed 
any  hint  of  toning,  but  left  some  lustre.  Free  of  all  but  the  most  trivial 
handling  marks  and  should  tone  down  if  left  out  of  a  holder  for  a  brief 
time.  Really  spectacular  and  a  worthy  acquisition  for  the  specialist.

1  327  1858.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  One  of  the  low  mintage  Proofs  from  the 

first  year  these  were  generally  available  to  the  public.  And  what  a 
delightful  coin  it  is!  Deep  lilac  and  blue  toning  covers  the  fields,  while 
the  devices  are  frosted.  A  few  lint  marks  are  noted,  but  these  are 
typical.  They  are  overshadowed  by  the  aesthetic  beauty  of  the  coin. 
Moreover,  for  census  watchers,  this  is  one  of  only  3  graded  by  NGC 
(none  by  PCGS).  Surely  such  rarity  demands  attention. 
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1328  1858.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Nicely  toned  to  hues  of  red  and 

blue.  Liberty  shows  a  few  contact  marks,  but  the  fields  are  free  of 
them.

1859.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  A  colorfully  toned  Proof,  displaying 
vibrant  blues  and  lavenders  on  the  obverse,  and  more  subdued  gray 
blue  for  the  reverse.  Strike  is  uncompromisingly  sharp  throughout;  so, 
too,  is  the  deep  mirror  field.  And  according  to  mint  records,  there  were 
only  800  Proofs  sold  this  year.

1337  1864.  Mint  State  63.  Old  cleaning  lines,  but  these  are  pretty  much 

hidden  beneath  light  golden  toning.  Not  hidden,  though,  is  the  coin's 
bold  strike,  which  stands  forth  as  sharply  as  any  seen  on  a  Proof,  let 
alone  a  Mint  State  specimen.

Most  that  are  seen  are  Proofs.  Only  17,000  business  strikes  made. 


1331  1860.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Iridescent  blue  with  mellow  gold  and 
deep  lavender  highlights.  Underneath  this  color  are  cameo  devices 
which,  because  they  were  frosted  at  the  time  the  dies  were  prepared, 
give  the  coin  its  pleasing  two  tone  contrast.  As  with  any  top-end 
Seated  Quarter  Proof,  this  one's  census  is  very  low:  2  graded,  with 
none  higher. 

1332  1860.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Mostly  subdued  mint  frost  with 
golden  brown  toning  around  the  periphery.  A  nicely  struck  example. 


1333  1861.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Light  golden  toning  and  only  a 

single  mark  on  either  side  from  perfection.  A  frosty  jewel! 


1334  1861.  Mint  State  63.  An  attractive  No  Motto  Quarter  that  has 

acquired  lovely  gold  and  blue  toning. 


1  339  1866.  With  Motto.  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  bit  weak  at  centers,  but 

this  is  normal  for  1866  business  strikes.  The  surfaces  have  acquired 
lovely  toning  which  gives  addition  charm  to  this  very  scarce  piece. 
Mintage  for  1866:  17,525. 


1340  1867.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Nicely  toned.  And  sporting  vibrant 

cameo  contrast  between  frosted  white  devices  and  dark  mirror  fields. 
Proof  mintage  for  1867  was  625,  although  we  have  found  that  most 
of  those  which  survive  are  far  inferior  to  this  piece. 


1341  1867.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Brilliant  on  both  sides  and  displaying 

characteristic  (and  beautiful)  two  tone  contrast.  Liberty  and  the  eagle 
are  richly  frosted,  and  give  a  satisfying  offset  to  the  mirror 
background. 


1  335  1862.  Mint  State  63.  Another  nicely  toned  No  Motto  Quarter;  perfect 

for  a  type  set  collection. 

1  336  1863.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Uneven  gold  and  gray  toning.  The  mirror 

fields  make  an  attractive  backdrop  for  the  frosted  figures  of  Liberty 
and  the  eagle.  They  seem  to  stand  out  from  this  background  as  if  in 
high  relief.  Proof  mintage  for  1863  was  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  series 
at  460  pieces. 


1  342  1867.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  dribbling  625  struck  in  this  post-war 

era,  few  of  which  survive  in  presentable  condition,  most  being  spent 
for  more  important  things  like  sustenance  or  shelter  and  then  staying 
in  circulation.  London  toning,  sort  of  blue  and  foggy.

1869.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  A  well  struck  coin  and  one  that  retains 
its  charming  two  tone  contrast  between  the  devices  and  mirror  fields. 
Only  600  Proofs  were  made  in  1869.

1344  1869.  Mint  State  63.  Sharp  strike  everywhere,  including  a  broad, 

square  rim  with  knife  edge  like  that  seen  on  Proofs.  However,  this  is 
clearly  a  lustrous  Uncirculated  piece,  a  piece  that  shows  minimal 
marks  (you  have  to  use  a  glass  to  find  any)  and  a  maximum  amount 
of  attractive  mint  bloom. 

There  were  only  16,000  business  strike  1869  Quarters  made  as  well  as 
600  Proofs.  Following  the  close  of  the  American  Civil  War  (1865),  America's 
finances  were  in  turmoil.  Too  much  paper  money  in  circulation  was  one 
problem.  For  the  abundance  of  greenbacks  and  fractional  currency  acted  in 
precisely  the  way  Gresham  said  they  would:  they  drove  out  any  precious 
metal  money.  Researchers  have  found  that  most  silver  coinage  struck  in 
Philadelphia  from  about  1862  to  1876  went  immediately  to  South  America 
(of  all  places!)  where  it  found  a  welcome  home  in  circulation  down  there. 
This  is  why  an  Uncirculated  1869  Seated  Quarter  is  rarely  encountered 
today. 


1  345  1871.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  scant  960  were  struck,  this  one  now 

having  become  toned  a  lovely  original  gray.  Superbly  struck,  and, 
always  in  demand  by  type  collectors. 


1  349  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  An  attractive  example  that  has  picked 

up  mottled  blue  and  lavender  toning  over  its  lifetime.  Meanwhile,  the 
devices  retain  their  razor-sharpness. 

1350  1876,  1909,  1910,  1911-D,  1914,  1915  and  1916-D  (2  pieces).  Fine 

to  Extremely  Fine.  The  1876  has  been  cleaned  with  resulting  hairlines. 
The  Barber  Quarters  are  all  rather  nice  for  our  allotted  grade  and 
should  be  examined  as  several  quality,  lustrous  pieces  are  included. 
Lot  of  8  coins. 


1  351  1877.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  coin  in  Gem  Proof  condition  that  has 

developed  smoky  lavender  and  steel  blue  toning.  The  strike  is 
immaculate.  And  the  Proof  mintage  for  1877  is  one  of  the  lowest  of 
all:  510. 

1  352  1877.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Even  gray  blue  toning  with  golden 

highlights  when  held  under  a  light.  The  fields  are  somewhat  prooflike. 


1346  1872.  Mint  State  63.  Iridescent  blue  toning  over  abundant 
“cartwheel"  mint  lustre.  The  fields  and  rims  are  almost  completely 
bereft  of  marks,  which  is  unusual  for  a  Mint  State  Seated  coin. 

1347  1873.  No  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Fully  brilliant  surfaces  on 
both  sides  give  this  glittering  coin  a  splendid  appearance.  There  were 
only  600  No  Arrows  Proofs  sold  to  collectors,  which  is  approximately 
half  the  mintage  for  the  entire  year.  This  places  the  coin  among  the 
lowest  mintage  dates  in  the  series.

1  348  1874-S.  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  superb  example 

that  features  dusky  gold  and  gray  toning  atop  immaculate  surfaces, 
with  satiny  lustre  so  smooth  and  blemish-free  that  it  puts  to  shame 
near  all  contenders.  PCGS  has  so  far  graded  13  this  nice,  with, 
interestingly  enough,  none  higher.  Bear  these  figures  in  mind  when 
calculating  your  bids. 

Breen  reports  that  “The  Mint  Act  of  Feb.  12,  1873,  in  addition  to 
abolishing  several  denominations  (2c,  trime,  half  dime,  silver  dollar),  creating 
the  trade  dollar,  and  moving  the  Mint  Directorship  out  of  Philadelphia  to  a 
new  bureau  in  Washington,  attempted  to  introduce  the  metric  system  in  our 
coinage.  Quarter  dollars  issued  after  April  1  were  to  weigh  6.25  gms.  apiece: 
an  increase  of  0.45  grs.  (0.03  gms.)  or  less  than  5%  of  gross  weight  per 
coin  — a  paper  complication. 

"For  uncertain  reasons,  the  new  coins  were  to  bear  a  distinguishing  mark; 
this  proved  to  be  arrowheads  at  the  date,  exactly  as  20  years  earlier.  We 
conjecture  that  this  was  to  enable  distinction  (at  subsequent  Assay 
Commission  meetings?)  between  coins  made  under  the  previous 
administration  and  those  made  under  supervision  of  the  new  Mint  Bureau.'1 


1353  1878.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Deeply  toned  on  the  obverse,  a  brush 

lighter  on  the  reverse.  800  rolled  off  the  presses  during  the  year,  likely 
made  before  lunch  one  day,  most  sitting  in  inventory  waiting  for  the 
few  orders  that  trickled  in  from  collectors.  This  one  quite  original, 
although  a  bit  dark.  Every  device  is  bold. 


1  354  1879.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  toning  on  the  obverse,  while  the 

reverse  is  a  bright  as  the  day  it  was  struck.  No  doubt  the  result  of 
some  pre-slab  admirer  leaving  this  coin  exposed  to  the  atmosphere, 
head  up,  for  a  sufficient  time  to  tone  down,  the  unexposed  reverse 
remaining  in  its  original  pristine  state.  One  of  1,100  coined  in  Proof, 
few  of  which  could  match  the  superb  surfaces  and  strike  of  this 
elegant  coin. 


1355  1879.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  medium  toning.  Semi¬ 

prooflike  lustre  is  revealed  underneath  this  toning,  as  well  as  excellent 
surfaces  for  the  grade.  And  because  Liberty  is  frosted,  she  lends  a 
cameo  aspect  to  the  entire  coin.  Business  strike  mintage  for  1879: 
13,600. 
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1357 
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1879.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Undoubtedly  dipped  as  the  lustre 
remains  frosty  and  uninhibited  by  toning.  Mintages  fell  off  the  charts 
in  this  year,  as  the  mint  focused  on  producing  gillions  of  Morgan  Silver 
Dollars  that  today  exist  by  the  barrelful.  Meanwhile,  Quarter 
production  slipped  to  14,700  coins,  few  of  which  could  compare  with 
the  frosty  whiteness  of  this  little  snowflake.  Well  struck,  as  the  dies 
had  no  time  to  wear  out.

And 
best  of  all,  1881  has  a  limited  Proof  mintage  of  975  pieces. 


1880.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  pleasing  brilliant  specimen  that  has 
acquired  light  golden  color  over  its  pristine  surfaces.  The  devices  are 
well  frosted.  Moreover,  1880  is  a  scarce  coin  having  a  low  mintage, 
which  is:  1,355. 


1362  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  well  struck  example  that  has 

especially  snowy  white  frosting  on  the  devices.  These  provide  a 
wonderful  offset  to  the  mirror  background,  giving  the  coin  a  decidedly 
cameo  aspect.  Everything  is  pristine  and  original  here,  and  because 
there  were  only  1,100  Proofs  made,  the  coin  is  also  scarce  in  Proof  64.

Liberty  Quarters  in  this  section.  Bid  heartily,  for  you  will  not  often  have 
a  chance  to  pick  from  so  many  dates  and  grades. 

1  364  1885.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Mirror  surfaces  somewhat  hazy  from 

the  coin  having  been  dipped  a  few  times.  Nevertheless,  1885  is  one 
of  the  uncontested  rarities  in  Seated  Quarters.  Only  930  Proofs  were 
made,  and  these  in  addition  to  a  very  low  number  of  business  strikes. 


1880.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Dull  gray  toning,  perhaps  from  an 
ancient  dipping.  Well  struck  with  frosty  devices  and  a  hint  of  blue 
about  the  reverse  edge.  A  rare  coin  struck  while  the  focus  of  the  mint 
was  on  its  large  brother,  uncle  Morgan. 


1365  1885.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Nature’s  brush  stroke  of  colors 

highlights  the  obverse  on  this  boldly  made  coin,  while  the  reverse  has 
acquired  unusually  vibrant  electric  blue  with  tinges  of  lavender.  Proof 
mintage  for  1885  came  in  at  930  pieces.

1880.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  However,  the  toning  is  of  suspect  origin.

A  worthy  prospect  for  the  advanced 
numismatist.

1886.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Very  few  Gem  Proofs  have  such  an 
intriguing  blend  of  pale  lilac,  lavender,  and  blue  toning  as  this.  As  long 
time  numismatists  know,  PCGS  is  a  stickler  for  original  toning,  which 
is  why  the  service  gives  out  so  few  high  Proof  grades.  Only  limited 
numbers  of  coins  survived  the  dipping  binge  of  the  1970's;  here  is  one. 
We  highly  recommend  it  for  the  advanced  collector. 
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1367  1886.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  One  of  the  scarcest  dates  in  the  run 

having  886  Proofs  minted.  Here,  the  surfaces  have  toned  a  deep 
blending  of  lilac  and  blue  and  give  the  coin  a  distinctiveness  seldom 
found  on  Proofs;  a  distinctiveness  of  natural  splendor  as  a  choice 
quality  Proof  was  meant  to  look. 


1  368  1887.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Satiny  frosting  on  Liberty  and  the  eagle 

give  a  handsome  two  tone  aspect  here.  Furthermore,  because  this  is 
an  1887  its  mintage  was  small  compared  to  dates  in  the  1870's.  A 
total  of  710  Proofs  were  made,  as  well  as  10,000  business  strikes. 


1369  1888.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Hairlines  are  minor  here,  while  frosty 

devices  are  in  the  ascendency.  Together  with  modest  amounts  of 
toning  on  the  reverse  this  gives  the  coin  an  attractive  appearance. 
Mintage  for  the  issue  topped  out  at  832  Proofs,  10,001  business 
strikes. 


1370  1888.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Wholly  brilliant  on  both  obverse  and 

reverse,  and  displaying  true  cameo  contrast  between  bright  white 
devices  and  deep,  deep  mirror  field.  And  best  of  all,  1888  has  a  low 
mintage:  832  Proofs. 


1371  1890.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Pleasing  blue  and  lavender  toning. 

Everything  is  pristine  and  fresh,  nothing  untoward,  only  charming 
originality  in  a  Seated  Quarter  Proof.  It  is  also  interesting  to  see  that 
Proof  mintage  for  1890  was  one  of  the  lowest  of  them  all  at  590 
pieces.

1891.  Mint  State  63.  Vibrant  gold,  red,  orange,  and  blue  toning.  A 
beauty! 


1  374  1892.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  resounding  Gem!  Superb  color, 

surfaces  and  eye  appeal. 

1  375  1892.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Mottled  gold  and  charcoal  toning, 

beneath  which  is  found  full  satiny  lustre  and  almost  no  marks  to  speak 
of.  The  strike  is  also  excellent. 

1376  1892-0.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63. 

1377  1893.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Numerous  nicks  and  marks  must  be 
mentioned  for  accuracy.  Countering  these,  though,  are  razor-sharp 
devices  and  frost  on  the  highest  points.

Other  than  a  few  marks  on  Liberty's  face,  the  surfaces  are  above- 
average  for  the  grade. 


1382  1904.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Another  Gem  Proof  Barber  Quarter 

from  amongst  a  select  assortment  of  these  important  turn-of-the- 
century  type  coins.

Incredible  satiny  lustre  that  has  picked  up  lovely  greenish  gold  and  red 
toning  around  the  periphery  (probably  from  its  years  in  the  issue  card). 
Everything  is  pristine  and  original  here.  Nothing  untoward  to  catch 
your  eye  nor  affect  its  value.  Only  4  so  graded  as  of  August  1990. 

The  reverse  of  this  piece  depicts  a  stylized  palmetto  tree,  the  State 
emblem,  with  two  bunches  of  arrows  at  its  base.  Breen  relates  that  "This 
peculiar  emblem  does  not  yield  up  its  iconographic  meaning  without  some 
background  material.  On  June  28,  1776,  General  Clinton  and  the  British  fleet 
attempted  to  seize  Fort  Moultrie  on  Sullivan's  Island  in  Charleston  (South 
Carolina)  Harbor.  Ft.  Moultrie  was  constructed  of  palmetto  logs,  in  which  the 
British  naval  missiles  buried  themselves,  so  that  after  some  12  hours  of 
bombardment,  the  score  stood  at  under  12  colonists  killed,  but  hundreds  of 
Britishers;  minor  damage  to  the  palmetto  logs,  but  drastic  damage  to  the 
British  oaken  ships  from  the  shells  continually  fired  from  Ft.  Moultrie.  So,  the 
arrows  tied  to  the  palmetto  tree  indicate  the  latter's  military  connotations."

Companion  piece  to  the  1935-D  just  offered  in  this  lofty  grade.  And 
this  one  is  a  jewel  in  its  own  right,  too!  Delicately  toned,  its  fields  are 
utterly  flawless.  Total  mintage:  2,004.  Of  which  NGC  has  graded  only 
1  other  like  it,  and  1  higher. 

According  to  Breen,  Daniel  Boone's  Shawnee  Indian  name  was  "Chief  Big 
Turtle."  The  portrait  given  to  us  by  sculptor  Augustus  Lukeman,  is  not  an 
actual  portrait  of  the  great  mountain  man,  but  an  imaginary  idealized  figure, 
"not  in  the  slightest  degree  resembling  any  of  the  four  contemporaneous 
descriptions  of  Boone,  nor  yet  Harding's  portrait  of  Boone  (made  in  1818), 
nor  even  Albin  Polasek's  bust  of  him  (ca.  1925)  in  the  New  York  University 
Hall  of  Fame.  Nonetheless,  collectors  do  not  mind."  Of  course,  what  really 
counts  is  that  this  is  one  of  the  handsomest  Commemoratives  made  during 
the  1930's,  and  will  remain  a  valued  keepsake.

The  coin  was  struck  to  commemorate  Hawaii's  first  recorded  sighting  by 
Europeans  when  Captain  Cook  and  his  lively  crew  happened  upon  the 
archipelago  one  fine  day  in  1778.  Cook  returned  to  the  islands  in  1779 
following  more  adventures  around  the  Pacific  basin.  On  this  second  visit  a 
misunderstanding  developed  between  the  natives  and  his  ship’s  crew  over 
a  lost  rowboat.  The  crew  assumed  the  Hawaiians  had  stolen  it. 
Unfortunately,  as  Cook  was  walking  back  from  the  village  where  he  had  met 
with  the  elders  to  get  at  the  bottom  of  the  story,  he  was  stabbed  in  the  back. 
His  crew  retreated  to  their  ship  (after  first  leveling  the  village  with  their 
cannons,  naturally).  Negotiations  followed;  and  the  dismembered  body  — 
missing  a  few  parts  — was  returned  to  his  dumbfounded  crew.  Cook's  second 
in  command  (Vancouver)  took  over  the  expedition  and  the  ship  set  sail  back 
to  England  for  a  sad,  but  widely  attended  funeral.

Vibrant  satiny  white  lustre  on  Liberty 
is  pleasantly  offset  by  mirror  fields  on  this  well  made,  well  preserved 
Pattern.  Look  no  further  if  you  want  only  the  cream  of  the  crop,  high 
grade  coins. 

One  of  the  proposals  making  the  rounds  during  the  late-1860's  was  for  a 
reduced  weight  (read:  debased)  silver  coin.  A  whole  slew  of  STANDARD 
Patterns  resulted  from  this  idea,  the  current  piece,  Judd-727,  being  one  of 
the  prettiest.  Nothing  came  of  the  proposal,  however,  so  the  idea  was 
dropped  in  order  to  pick  up  on  other  intriguing  schemes,  some  of  them 
equally  pie-in-the-sky.  Americans  wouldn't  be  blessed  with  a  truly  100% 
debased  coinage  until  nearly  a  century  later  when  clad  coinage  was 
introduced  in  1965.

Brilliant  Proof  63.  There  are  a  few  obverse  scratches  hidden  under  the 
mottled  toning;  nevertheless,  this  is  a  presentable  specimen  and  a 
coin  that  was  fully  struck  to  begin  with.  James  Barton  Longacre 
provided  a  number  of  Half  Dollar  Pattern  suggestions  in  1859,  along 
with  his  engraver  competitor,  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  None  of  their  models 
was  adopted,  unfortunately,  and  Liberty  seated  on  her  rocky  perch 
staring  out  vacantly  into  the  great  beyond  continued  her  reign  for 
another  32  years!

TRUST.  Colorful  toning  on  this  copper  specimen,  including  rich 
magenta  at  the  center  and  iridescent  blue  in  the  fields.  The  strike  is, 
in  a  word,  perfect.  And,  because  the  coin  received  a  Proof  66  grade, 
it  is  among  the  finest  of  the  half  dozen  or  so  Judd-392's  graded.

More  to  the  point,  its  state  of 
preservation,  its  condition,  is  more  than  "next  to  none"  for 
there  have  been  no  other  Judd-1113's  graded  by  either  service, 
and,  looking  at  the  coin  from  a  purely  numismatic  standpoint, 
it  seems  unlikely  another  one  exists  as  nice  as  this.

An  exceptionally 
beautiful  example  of  Christian  Gobrecht's  monumental  Silver 
Dollar  Pattern.  If  they  gave  an  award  for  numismatic  excellence 
in  design  and  craftsmanship,  this  particular  coin  would  surely 
win,  hands  down!  Not  only  does  it  carry  a  striking  design 
motif,  but  its  state  of  preservation  is  next  to  none.  The  13  stars 
surrounding  Liberty  are  each  needle-sharp;  Liberty,  herself,  is 
gorgeous,  with  flowing  hair,  clinging  gown,  a  rock  so  sharp  she 
must  have  been  in  agony  while  posing  for  the  artist,  and  a 
shield  worthy  of  Achilles.  Turning  from  the  obverse  to  the 
reverse,  one  finds  the  identical  situation:  Gobrecht's  famous 
eagle  soars  along  in  all  his  feather-coated  majesty;  oblivious  to 
the  cares  of  the  world,  a  master  in  his  element. 

And  it  is  to  this  coin's  masterly  condition  that  everything 
finally  boils  down.  Proof  65.  Gem.  Superb.  The  only  specimen 
graded  by  the  service,  with  none  higher!  By  the  number  of 
1838  Gobrecht  Dollars  we  have  seen  over  the  years,  there's  no 
reason  to  suppose  a  nicer  one  will  ever  come  along,  either.

To  have  earned  the  coveted 
Proof  65  designation  we  all  know  it  has  to  be  pristine  and  original. 
And,  as  any  Pattern  perfectionist  can  tell  you,  it  is  that  and  then  some! 
Broad  square  rims  frame  the  coin  admirably.  And  if  picture  hangers 
made  frames  for  PCGS  coins,  they'd  have  to  put  this  one  at  center 
stage. 

If  you  will  take  time  to  scan  the  various  Pattern  coins  Judd  lists  between 
1868  and  1871  you  will  see  a  large  expansion  in  the  numbers  of  varieties. 

It  seems  officials  at  the  Mint  were  petitioned  (behind  closed  doors?)  by 
collectors  who  wanted  a  piece  of  the  Pattern  action.  They  had  heard  how 
selected  individuals  were  recipients  of  these  rare  and  beautiful  coins.  And 
naturally  they  wanted  some  of  their  own.  However,  things  got  out  of  hand 
as  they  are  wont  to  do  in  such  circumstances,  and  a  big  stink  was  raised  over 
providing  ready  made  pieces  to  collectors.  The  practice  was  halted  abruptly. 
Apparently,  very  few  Judd-1011  Dollars  were  made,  and  fewer  yet  survive. 
This  is  the  highest  graded  example  as  of  October  1990.  There  are  no  others 
in  its  grade  column.

This  is  another 
of  Bailly's  coins,  the  reverse  of  which  features  a  small  eagle  perched 
on  a  shield  and  rearing  back  with  his  wings  spread  as  if  to  challenge 
some  interloper.

Regular  dies 
trial  piece  struck  in  copper.  While  Pattern  Three  Dollar  pieces  in  copper 
are  available  from  time  to  time  dated  in  the  1860's  and  1870's,  it  is 
almost  beyond  belief  that  an  1889  in  copper  exists!  For  very  limited 
numbers  of  Patterns  were  struck  late  in  the  century;  and  most  that 
were,  were  immediately  destroyed  by  the  Mint.  We  have  never  heard 
of  another  1889  $3  in  copper,  and  suggest  you  consider  this  specimen 
Unique.  Consider  your  bids  carefully. 

During  the  1860's  and  1870  s  a  whole  carnival  of  Pattern  issues  came 
streaming  off  the  Mint's  dies.  These  found  their  way  into  privileged 
collections  for  the  most  part;  the  public  barely  knew  they  existed  But  soon, 
word  got  out  and  a  hue  and  cry  went  up.  The  non-privileged  mass  of 
collectors  grew  jealous,  as  people  are  prone  to  do  when  seeing  someone  else 
with  a  pretty  trinket  that  they  cannot  own.  So  to  muzzle  their  protest,  the 
Mint  scaled  back  Pattern  coinage  By  the  1880's  it  became  a  mere  trickle  of 
its  former  deluge.  If  you  examine  Judd  you  will  notice  that  most  are  Rarity-8 
items  after  about  1884.

This  may 
have  been  in  response  to  problems  with  shady  characters  and 
unsavory  folk  splitting  $20  gold  pieces  in  two,  scraping  out  some 
metal,  and  replacing  it  with  a  disk  of  platinum  (then  a  cheaper 
substitute).  The  Mint  thought  that  using  a  thinner  planchet  would 
dissuade  these  naughty  coin  shavers.  Nothing  came  of  the  proposal, 
however.

1  631  1796.  Overton-101.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Dipped  long 

ago  and  starting  to  retone  about  the  obverse  periphery.  The  balance 
of  the  surfaces  are  clean,  with  no  distracting  marks  or  abrasions.  A 
prodigious  examination  discovers  faint  adjustment  marks  on  the 
obverse  periphery.  Al  Overton,  who  wrote  the  definitive  work  on  this 
series,  believed  a  scant  1,400  were  struck  of  this  fifteen  star  variety, 
with  a  mere  3,918  struck  for  the  entire  draped  bust,  small  eagle  type. 
Few  graded  in  the  Population  Report  as  so  few  survived  the  ravages 
of  time.  Needless  to  say,  an  extremely  rare  item  in  any  grade,  and 
seldom  found  anywhere  but  deep  in  the  bowels  of  famous  collectors 
safe  deposit  boxes.  Highly  desirable  in  this  state  of  preservation. 

Light  die  cracks  from  the  rim  to  Liberty's  drapery  and  the  final  stars. 
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EXCEPTIONAL  1797  HALF  DOLLAR 


1  632  1797.  Overton-101.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40. 

Boldly  impressed  with  all  of  Liberty's  tresses  and  each  of  the 
proud  eagle's  wing  feathers  clearly  visible.  All  is  toned  that 
familiar  "old  silver”  color  so  near  and  dear  to  the  hearts  of 
collectors  of  early  Federal  coinage.  Free  of  rim  bruises  or  other 
detractions  that  so  often  mar  this  important  and  scarce  type 
issue.  Furthermore,  PCGS  was  rather  harsh  in  their  grading  of 
this  coin,  for  Liberty's  curls  show  virtually  no  wear  aside  from 
her  upper  temple,  but  was  likely  downgraded  because  the 
eagle  has  little  definition  on  his  breast,  caused  by  the 
weakened  state  of  the  severely  cracked  reverse  die  —  and  not 
from  circulation.  In  other  words,  this  coin  is  nearly  as  struck, 
save  for  delightful  toning.  Only  2  have  been  so  graded  by 
PCGS,  with  a  scant  3  graded  higher,  including  a  Mint  State 
example.  Al  Overton  believed  that  around  1,600  were  struck  of 
both  varieties  of  1797.  We  doubt  if  200  could  be  located 
today,  without  digging  up  all  of  the  East  coast  where  they 
circulated,  and  often  lost  or  melted  into  oblivion  soon  after  the 
time  of  issue.  Very,  very  few  of  the  known  ones  approach,  let 
alone  equal,  this  grade.  Collectors  with  years  of  experience 
have  always  sought  this  type  coin  and  are  rarely  successful  in 
locating  a  decent  example.  In  good  markets  and  bad  markets, 
a  premier  coin  like  this  will  always  command  attention  from 
knowledgeable  numismatists. 

Usual  obverse  crack  from  the  rim,  through  the  second  star  to 
Liberty's  curl,  while  the  reverse  is  cracked  between  the  D  and  S  to 
the  eagle,  the  second  T,  the  0  and  second  A  of  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA.  Other  lesser  cracks  are  visible,  all  of  which  contribute  to 
the  weakened  breast  feathers  of  the  eagle  and  the  rather  harsh 
grade  alloted  by  PCGS.  Collectors  who  have  long  studied  such  coins 
know  their  true  grade  and  need  not  be  tutored  on  the  differences  of 
condition  of  the  coin  and  the  condition  of  the  dies  and  the  resulting 
characteristic  weakness.

1639  1815.  Overton-101.  Rarity-4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Hair 

so  sharp  you  could  cut  yourself  on  it,  and  an  eagle  so 
outstanding  it  almost  seems  alive.  Everyone  knows  1815  is  the 
key  date  in  this  handsome  series.  Few  were  made  — 47,150  to 
be  exact— and  only  a  handful  survive  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  However,  in  choice  Uncirculated  grade,  in  Mint  State 
64,  the  date  is  akin  to  a  great  movie  star:  everyone  yearns  to 
get  near  to  him,  but  few  succeed.  That  is  why  NGC  has  graded 
only  3  specimens  so  far,  with  none  higher.  Curiously  enough, 
PCGS,  for  its  part,  has  never  graded  any  higher  1815  than  Mint 
State  63,  which  merely  confirms  what  we've  said  above.  Take 
heed  and  bid  liberally. 

Because  of  the  War  of  1812  against  Great  Britain,  which  ended 
in  1815,  American  finances  were  up  in  the  air.  Our  soldiers  were 
fighting  battles  throughout  the  New  England  and  middle  Atlantic 
region,  and  at  one  point  the  scurvy  English  torched  America’s 
recently  completed  Capitol  building.  Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  why 
only  a  few  coins  were  struck  in  1815,  a  few  Quarter  Dollars,  Half 
Dollars,  and  Half  Eagles;  it  took  several  years  after  hostilities  ceased 
for  things  to  return  to  normal. 


1640  1815.  Overton-101.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Natural  old 

silver  toning  and  a  very  bold  strike  for  the  date  means  this  is  a 
handsome  specimen  for  someone  looking  for  the  most  difficult  date 
to  find  in  the  series.

This  one  no  doubt  spent 
most  of  its  early  years,  deep  in  the  vault,  propping  up  some  shaky 
bank  collateral,  hence  its  remarkable  condition.

A  single  faint  mark  on 
either  side  save  the  collector  several  hundred  dollars  from  what  a 
notch  higher  grade  coin  would  command,  yet  with  far  more  eye  appeal 
and  original  surface  than  that  seen  on  higher  grade  coins.

The  field  areas  between  the 
shield  stripes  show  prooflike  surfaces  as  are  often  seen  on  Proofs  of 
the  era,  although  they  do  reveal  signs  of  an  old-time  cleaning 
underneath  the  toning.

Deep  steel  gray  to  russet  toning,  rather  somber  overall,  struck  from  a 
late  die  state  with  several  obverse  stars  drawn  to  the  dentils. 

1682  1833.  Overton-109.  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Lightly  toned  over  frosty  surfaces,  well  struck  and  most  pleasing  to 
the  eye,  and,  best  of  all,  won't  clean  out  your  wallet. 

1683  1833.  Overton-110.  Rarity-1.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Lightly  cleaned  on  the  obverse,  although  the  lustre  remains  pretty 
much  undisturbed,  while  the  reverse  has  some  staining.

Nice  lustre  and  excellent  color  abound.  Lots  of  bloom  remaining.

Frosty  and  white,  like  the  new  fallen  snow.  Graced  with  a  faint  band 
of  golden  toning  about  the  periphery.  Struck  well  after  these  dies  had 
seen  their  prime.

Light  russet  toning  atop  gleeming  white  lustre.  Remarkably  well 
preserved  compared  to  others.

of  toning  about  the  periphery.

Bright  lustre  with  some  mottled  toning  scattered  about,  but  no 
handling  or  other  problems.  A  bit  weak  on  one  area  of  the  scroll,  as 
is  common  to  this  type. 

1835.  Overton-103.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Well  struck  for  the  variety,  with  most  of  the  stars  sharp  and  all  other 
devices  clear.  Most  of  the  lustre  is  present,  hidden  by  moderate 
toning. 


1836.  Overton-11 3a.  Rarity-5.  Lettered  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 

63.  Mottled  gray  toning  with  some  lustre  visible  beneath,  but  overall 
not  the  color  one  does  somersaults  for.  However,  what  die  state  nuts 
will  find  exciting  is  the  compete  obverse  die  break  from  star  thirteen 
through  Liberty  to  the  rim  at  the  sixth  star  and  the  reverse  die  break 
through  TATES  to  the  to  of  the  eagle's  wing.  This  die  states  actual 
rarity  has  probably  dropped  a  notch  or  two  since  Al  Overton's  book 
came  out,  but  it  certainly  is  not  common  in  Mint  State.  Worth 
examining  if  you  need  this  one  in  high  grade.

that  boasts  excellent  lustre,  beautiful  golden  color  with  hints  of  blue, 
and,  best  of  all,  a  sharp  strike.  A  perfect  coin  to  represent  the  close 
of  this  series,  one  that  was  preserved  carefully  since  its  value  was 
recognized. 

The  obverse  die  crack  is  visible  from  star  thirteen  to  Liberty,  but  stops 
before  crossing  her  face. 

1  709  1836.  Overton-114.  Rarity-3.  Lettered  Edge.  PCGS  graded  About 

Uncirculated  55.  Rather  pleasant  for  this  scarce  variety,  original 
toning,  clean  surfaces  and  well  struck  on  all  but  the  scroll  on  the 
reverse,  which  is  all  too  common  on  several  varieties  of  this  rip-roaring 
era. 

1710  1836.  Overton-112.  Rarity-1.  Lettered  Edge.  PCGS  graded  About 
Uncirculated  55.  Bright  lustre  on  mostly  untoned  surfaces,  save  for  a 
band  of  gold  about  the  outer  reaches  of  the  edge.  Flatly  struck. 

171 1  1836,  8  over  3.  Overton-108.  Rarity-2.  Lettered  Edge.  PCGS  graded 
About  Uncirculated  55.  A  few  trivial  marks  can  be  seen  scattered 
about  Liberty,  but  on  balance,  a  rather  nice  example  of  this  popular 
miscut  date  variety.  Shiny  lustre  adds  to  the  appeal,  as  does  the 
original  color. 

1712  1836.  Overton-104.  Rarity-3.  Lettered  Edge.  PCGS  graded  About 
Uncirculated  50.  Medium  silver  toning,  deeper  on  the  obverse  and  a 
few  handling  marks  here  and  there.  Sharply  impressed  everywhere, 
one  of  the  few  varieties  found  thus. 


1713  1836.  Reeded  Edge.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  well  balanced  coin  that  was 

sharply  struck  and  still  retains  much  of  its  original  lustre.  Mintage  for 
1836  is  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  entire  Half  Dollar  denomination, 
1794-present,  with  1,200  struck. 

Some  collectors  consider  1836  Reeded  Edge  to  be  a  pattern,  while  others 
disagree  with  this  opinion  and  place  it  in  the  regular-issue  camp.  Its  1,200 
mintage  causes  us  to  lean  towards  the  latter.  This  is  the  first  Half  Dollar  issue 
struck  on  the  Mint's  new  steam  coining  press.  "Steam  coinage  had  been  a 
goal  of  successive  Mint  Directors  ever  since  1797,"  says  Breen,  "when 
Matthew  Boulton  originally  demonstrated  its  value  by  coining  over  34  million 
pennies  for  the  government  of  George  III.  more  nearly  identical  (and  more 
frustrating  to  counterfeiters)  than  any  similar  quantity  of  coins  had  ever 
been."  Steam-struck  coinage  here  in  the  U.S.  began  November  8,  1836. 
This  may  explain  why  the  Mint  had  only  enough  time  to  strike  1,200  Half 
Dollars  before  calendar  1837  began.

Superbly  toned,  glittering  with  showy  mint  lustre  underneath 
the  toning,  and  having  fields  that  are  a  joy  to  behold.  Putting 
the  results  in  a  word,  the  coin  is  magnificent.  And  putting 
1837's  PCGS  census  in  its  proper  light:  this  is  one  of  only  2 
specimens  graded  by  the  service  as  of  October  1990,  with  1 
higher.  None,  however,  can  hold  a  candle  to  this  one's  glorious 
originality,  its  stunning  color  and  lustre. 


1715  1837.  Reeded  Edge.  JR-15a.  Rarity-5.  Mint  State  60.  Some  minor 
contact  about  the  face  and  probably  cleaned  long  ago,  still  well  worth 
examining  as  it  now  has  lovely  color  about  the  periphery. 

1716  1837.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Somber 
gray  toning  on  both  sides,  which  accents  the  sharp  devices.  Several 
minor  contact  marks  are  visible,  and  poor  striking  is  noted  about  the 
periphery.  The  mint  was  still  tinkering  with  the  new  steam  coining 
press  and  had  the  power  set  a  touch  low  when  this  one  came  down 
the  line.  Nevertheless,  an  important  type  coin  and  worth  your 
consideration. 


1717  1838.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  well  struck  example  that  acquired 

pleasant  blue  and  red  toning  in  its  march  down  through  the  years.  The 
fields  underneath  this  toning  are  impeccable,  as  well,  so  give  it  a 
strong  bid.

1718  1839.  Seated  Liberty.  No  Drapery.  Mint  State  62  or  better.  We 

are  proud  to  offer  an  example  of  this  famous  rarity,  in  Mint 
State,  and  as  such,  highly  desirable.  Long  recognized  as  a 
variety,  Martin  L.  Beistle  expounded  on  its  rarity  in  1929. 
Today,  with  legions  of  prying  collectors  uprooting  every  Seated 
Liberty  Half  Dollar  to  cross  the  market,  it  remains  firmly 
established  as  a  great  rarity  in  high  grade  and  nearly 
unobtainable  in  Mint  State,  a  noteworthy  fact  with  the  passing 
of  sixty  years  since  its  discovery.  Walter  Breen,  the  great  living 
repository  of  variety  populations,  notes  that  this  variety  is 
"prohibitively  rare  in  UNC.;  many  of  the  better  ones  have  been 
drastically  cleaned."  This  one  is  the  clear  exception,  it  has 
been  dipped,  but  ample  lustre  and  original  surface  remain, 
unlike  those  that  have  been  deleteriously  cleaned  or  otherwise 
damaged. 

This  example  has  a  very  sharp  strike,  each  star  boasts  full 
radial  lines,  even  Liberty's  tiny  sandal  can  be  discerned,  the 
reverse  has  minor  weakness  on  the  eagle's  right  leg  and  claw, 
but  still  has  more  definition  than  one  normally  encounters  on 
this  issue.  There  is  even  a  partial  wire  edge  driven  up  as  the 
mint's  new  steam  press  strained  the  collar  during  its  coining. 
Such  frost  as  this  coin  possesses  is  rarely  encountered,  it 
literally  dances  across  the  surfaces,  surfaces  free  of  all  but  the 
most  trivial  contact.  These  attributes  place  this  coin  at  the 
high  end  of  the  handful  of  Mint  State  survivors,  likely  well  into 
the  Condition  Census  for  this  important  Redbook  variety. 
Recently,  we've  seen  many  generic  coins  garner  high  prices, 
while  great  rarities  have  languished  on  the  sidelines.  Perhaps 
now  is  the  time  to  purchase  one  of  these  singular  rarities  for 
your  collection.

1721  1847.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  The  Garrett  Specimen.  A  broad 

square  rim  acts  to  frame  the  entire  design  on  this  razor-sharp 
Proof.  Every  star  comes  to  six  needle-like  points,  while 
Liberty's  hair  tresses  and  drapery  folds  are  unimprovable  for 
sharpness.  The  eagle  is  also  majestic  looking  as  he  poses  on 
the  reverse,  his  head  to  the  left,  mouth  open,  screaching 
defiance,  no  doubt.  Mintage  figures  are  a  moot  point  for  such 
a  rare  coin.  Since  none  were  officially  sold,  the  Mint  was  not 
required  to  keep  accurate  records  until  1858.  Typical  of  the 
1840's,  however,  we  can  guess  they  struck  10  or  20 
specimens.  These  were  distributed  to  valued  visitors  to  the 
Mint  facility,  then  handed  down  through  the  family  or  through 
major  coin  collections  to  today. 

As  we  said  above,  this  particular  specimen  resided  in  the 
famous  Garrett  family  collection  until  it  was  sold  by  Stack’s  of 
New  York  City  in  1976  (price  realized:  $2,300).  We  expect  to 
see  it  bring  many  multiples  of  that  price  today! 


1  722  1850.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  scarce  coin  in  higher 

grades,  and  particularly  desirable  when  as  attractive  as  this  one  is! 


1  723  1852.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  very  rare  date,  however,  this  one 

was  tragically  scratched  across  the  lower  obverse,  now  partially 
hidden  by  the  original  toning.  Great  lustre  and  eye  appeal. 


1  724  1853.  Arrows  and  Rays.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Moderate  gray

1  726  1857.  Brilliant  Proof  61.  A  coin  with  fields  that  reflect  light  in  the  same 

way  a  high  quality  mirror  does.  In  addition,  the  strike  is  bold;  other 
than  for  minor  weakness  on  one  of  the  eagle's  legs,  everything  is 
needle-sharp,  down  to  and  including  a  distinct  wire  edge.  We  have 
graded  the  piece  on  the  conservative  side,  which  is  why  we  hope  you 
will  have  a  chance  to  view  it  in  person.  For  when  you  do  you'll  want 
to  increase  your  estimate  some. 

Prior  to  1858  the  Philadelphia  Mint  did  not  make  its  Proof  coins  available 
to  the  public  at  large.  Only  those  fortunate  enough  to  stop  by  the  Mint  could 
request  Proofs.  And  very  few  knew  they  could  do  this  or,  perhaps,  choose 
to  do  so.  Thus,  1857  estimated  Proof  survivor  number  is  extremely  low  at 
20  to  25  individuals.

A  nice 
selection  of  various  dates  for  the  collector,  most  original  and  pleasing.

1728  1860.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  lofty  grade  for  a  Seated  Half 

Dollar:  Mint  State  66.  And  what  makes  this  piece  something  extra 
special  is  its  rich  blend  of  golds  and  reds  and  blues  intertwined  with 
frosty  white  mint  lustre.  The  fields  are  outstanding.  So,  too,  is  the 
strike,  with  each  and  every  star  bold  and  all  of  Liberty's  flowing 
drapery  distinct.  We  don't  think  you  could  find  a  more  handsome  No 
Motto  type  if  you  searched  for  a  year.  But  in  the  end  it  is  your  estimate 
of  the  coin's  grade  that  sets  its  value;  therefore,  come  to  the  sale 
prepared  for  competition  on  this  Lot. 

By  a  wide  margin,  Philadelphia  Mint  Halves  from  the  1860s  and  early 
1870s  — like  this  1860  — are  scarcer,  grade  for  grade,  than  their  San 
Francisco  Mint  counterparts.  Out  West,  silver  coins  stayed  around  and  did 
what  they  were  supposed  to:  they  circulated.  (And  numbers  of  them  survive 
in  Mint  State  condition.)  But  in  the  East,  because  we  were  on  a  fiat  money 
system  from  1862  to  1878,  nearly  all  silver  issues  left  the  country 
immediately  upon  being  issued,  never  to  return. 
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1729  1860.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Silvery  gray  toning  over  lustrous 
surfaces  on  this  well  struck  Seated  Half.  Issues  from  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  are  scarcer,  grade  for  grade,  than  those  from  San  Francisco  Mint. 
Here  is  an  1860  that  should  be  examined. 

1730  1861.  Mint  State  62.  Light  and  possibly  not  original  toning  greatly 
enhances  the  surfaces,  in  fact  it  almost  hides  the  contact  marks 
which  peppered  this  coin  over  the  last  130  years.  No  doubt  squirrelled 
away  by  some  skittish  citizen  as  the  country  began  to  crumble,  and 
held  there  with  due  respect  to  this  very  day.

1739  1884.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  splendid  example  with  its  satiny 

The  reverse  is  slightly  foggy,  but  elsewhere 
the  coin  is  fresh  and  original.  Only  875  Proofs  struck. 


1  732  1871.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time  resulting  in 

subdued  cameo  contrast  between  devices  and  mirror  fields. 
Nonetheless,  1871  is  scarce  in  Proof  since  there  were  only  960  made. 

1  733  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Signs  of  minor  handling  in  the  fields  and 

on  Liberty's  figure.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  untoned,  with  two 
tone  contrast  giving  them  an  added  bonus.  Only  1,150  Proofs  struck. 


1  740  1884.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Delicate  toning.  The  surfaces  are 

immaculate  for  a  coin  in  this  grade,  with  no  marks  and  only  scattered 
light  hairlines.  But  best  of  all  is  the  coin's  date:  1884.  Anyone  who  has 
flipped  through  the  Red  Book  is  aware  that  Seated  Halves  from  1879 
to  1890  have  added  charisma  because  of  their  low  mintages.  Well, 
1884  is  one  of  the  favorites  since  only  5,275  were  made,  lowest  total 
in  the  series. 


1734  1876-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  frosty  example  that  was 
sharply  struck  on  the  legends  and  devices.  Characteristic  of  1876-S, 
the  mintmark  is  extremely  small,  as  if  it  belongs  on  a  Dime  rather  than 
a  Half  Dollar. 

1735  1877-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Subdued  mint  lustre  with  a 
minimum  of  break  from  handling  marks.  Liberty's  figure,  in  particular, 
is  bold,  with  her  drapery  folds  razor-sharp  and  her  shield  glowing 
serenely.

1  736  1879.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  Unlike  99%  of  all 

other  Seated  Halves  of  this  vintage,  this  piece  is  incredible  for 
its  state  of  preservation.  Its  surfaces  are  radiant  through  and 
through,  with  iridescent  blue,  pink,  and  gold  toning  competing 
for  your  attention  with  the  creamy  white  lustre  underneath. 
There  are  very  few  1879  Halves  which  approach  it— 10  others 
to  be  exact,  for  that  is  how  many  Mint  State  66's  have  been 
graded  so  far.  None,  however,  can  equal  its  magnificent  strike 
and  glow  and  color. 


HIGH  GRADE  1885  PROOF  HALF 


1  741  1885.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Almost  gun-metal  blue  toning  with  soft 

lilac  in  the  centers.  The  strike  is  superb,  as  are  the  mirror  fields  in 
lacking  hairlines.  Only  a  few  Seated  Halves  were  sold  in  1885  —  930 
to  be  exact— and  very  few  now  retain  their  fresh  surfaces.  This  one 
does,  and  should  be  bid  on  accordingly.

it.  Liberty's  delicate  figure  is  graced  with  satiny  frost,  while 
surrounding  her  are  deep,  "watery"  mirror  fields.  In  addition  to  this 
cameo  appearance,  collectors  like  best  1886's  low  mintage:  886 
Proofs  and  5,000  business  strikes.  Here,  indeed,  is  a  sharp  one!

1747  1888.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Natural  medium  toning  atop  splendid 

surfaces  on  this  well  preserved  Seated  Proof.  All  devices  are 
impressive,  sporting  razor-sharp  detail  and  frosty  elegance.  Best  of  all, 
1888  has  a  low  mintage  in  Proof:  710  pieces. 


1  750  1892.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Mostly  brilliant  surfaces  which  display 

the  coin's  frosted  devices  in  their  true  light.  Quite  attractive. 

1751  1892.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Dark  charcoal  toning.  The  strike 
underneath  is  extremely  bold,  as  befits  a  Proof. 

1752  1892.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Curiously  mottled  toning  with  bright 
white  centers  that  reveal  snowy  frosting  on  the  devices  (Liberty  and 
the  eagle).

and  a  pleasing  appearance.  Only  846  of  these  were  mint,  though  few 
have  this  one's  attractiveness.

frosted  devices  on  this  well  struck  coin.  Hairlines  are  at  a  minimum.

with  each  device  boldly  impressed.  Natural  mottled  toning  on  both 
sides,  often  seen  on  this  variety.  Collectors  often  notice  how  certain 

varieties  have  the  same  character— color,  planchet  quality  etc .  .  .  This 
obverse  die  was  used  to  strike  the  Bolender-3,  9  and  11  varieties,  all 
of  which  tend  to  come  on  streaky  planchets.  This  variety  is  commonly 
seen  with  sharp  clash  marks  in  the  obverse  fields  from  the  eagle's 
wings.  Indeed,  the  obverse  die  shows  signs  of  great  stress,  numerous 
patches  of  die  roughness  are  visible  in  the  obverse  fields.  This  die  was 
likely  discarded  or  lapped  soon  after  this  coin  left  the  press.  As  a 
variety,  the  Bolender-9  is  rarely  encountered  in  higher  grade,  most 
being  well  circulated.  Also,  as  a  rarity-5,  collectors  can  be  assured  that 
legions  of  other  Bolender-9's  simply  have  not  been  found  during  the 
intervening  196  years,  the  total  population  being  short  of  100  coins. 


1  950a  1795.  Bolender-15.  Rarity-3.  Mint  State  60+.  The  surfaces  have  been 

retoned  to  a  somber  black  and  dull  gray.  Close  examination  reveals 
clean  surfaces  and  exceptional  fields  that  boast  a  special  look  which 
must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse 
show  evidence  of  tooling  to  remove  surface  evidence  of  rim  bumps. 
Extremely  well  struck  as  the  mint  struggled  to  find  a  popular  rendition 
of  Liberty,  most  of  their  initial  efforts  resulted  in  a  public  uproar  which 
demanded  immediate  changes  in  the  coin  designs.  Imagine  the 
struggle  unfolding  off  Sugar  Alley  in  Philadelphia:  every  denomination, 
from  Half  Cent  to  Eagle  launched  during  the  twilight  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  faced  a  complete  design  revision  within  two  years  of  its 
appearance.  The  popular  Draped  Bust  design  was  first  used  on  a  Silver 
Dollar,  this  being  one  of  two  die  pairings  used  to  produce  the  new 
Gilbert  Staurt  design  late  in  1795.  An  important  type  coin. 


1  951  1795.  Draped  Bust.  Bolender-14.  Rarity-3.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Sharply 

impressed  with  Gilbert  Stuart's  new  rendition  of  Liberty  and  the  proud 
bald  eagle  which  made  its  debut  with  this  die  pairing.  Over  the  years, 
graceful  steel  gray  toning  has  been  added,  imparting  this  coin  with  a 
regal  appearance.  The  reverse  has  minor  adjustment  marks,  while  the 
obverse  has  a  single  (and  tiny)  rim  mark,  just  before  Liberty's 
amplitude.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  reverse  die  was  married 
with  no  less  than  five  obverse  dies  over  a  span  of  four  years!

Extremely  Fine  40/40  cleaned  and  retoned.  The  cleaning  on  such  a 
coin  is  common  enough,  but  the  retoning  leaves  something  to  be 
desired  on  this  example.  Now  toned  a  foggy  blue  and  gray.  What  is 
wonderful  about  this  coin  is  the  late  die  state  of  the  obverse.  Several 
cracks  are  visible,  as  well  as  clash  marks  (from  the  opposing  eagle's 
tail)  which  have  pounded  the  E  of  LIBERTY  nearly  into  oblivion  as  well 
as  a  few  patches  of  dentils  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  All  in  all, 
worthwhile  for  the  interesting  die  state  and  clean  surfaces. 


1959  1800.  Bolender-19b.  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  The 

AMERICAI  variety.  Remnants  of  lustre  adhere  to  the  fields  near  the 
devices.  Well  struck  although  from  a  rather  late  die  state,  with  delicate 
toning  enhancing  the  overall  product.  The  prominent  engraver's 
scratch,  after  the  last  A  of  AMERICA,  is  bold  and  easily  visible  to  the 
naked  eye.  Excellent  quality  for  the  issue. 

Late  die  state  with  all  cracks  mentioned  by  Bolender  plus  an  additional  faint 
one  from  the  rim  through  the  eagle's  tail,  shield,  branch  and  terminating  near 
the  R  of  AMERICA.  This  crack  is  similar  to  those  often  found  on  Silver  Dollars 
and  Dimes  of  the  Draped  Bust  type.  Apparently,  something  in  the  design 
designated  the  area  from  the  rim  through  the  olive  branch  to  be  weak  and 
numerous  dies  show  cracks  from  the  rim  to  the  shield  through  the  olive 
branch. 


RARE  PROOF  1802  SILVER  DOLLAR

I960  1802.  Bolender-8.  Rarity-7.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Restrike. 

Likely  one  of  half  a  dozen  known  in  all  of  this  most  interesting 
Proof  restrike.  This  one  rather  darkly  toned  on  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  One  sees  a  deep  midnight  blue  in  the  fields  and 
devices,  with  hints  of  russet,  scattered  about.  The  fields  show 
the  heavy  polishing  imparted  by  the  dies.  Furthermore,  the  2 
in  the  date  is  a  ''fancy  2",  like  that  used  on  the  1825-7  Half 
Dollars.  Probably  struck  in  the  late  1850's  though  few  people 
are  around  who  remember  precisely,  and  always  in  great 
demand  today.  In  fact,  the  reverse  die  was  used  to  create  the 
type  I  1804  Silver  Dollar,  likely  at  the  same  time  this  was 
produced.  Collectors  were  popping  up  in  small  single  digits, 
but  when  they  all  wanted  Proof  Draped  Bust  Dollars,  none 
were  to  be  found,  the  mint  production  records  stated  that 
small  numbers  of  1804  and  1805  silver  Dollars  were  produced, 
so  collectors  eagerly  sought  examples  of  each.  Mint  officials, 
subject  to  nominal  remuneration,  found  that  collectors  would 
pay  a  premium  for  certain  dates.  In  no  time  at  all,  the  mint  was 
striking  up  a  plethora  of  strange  issues,  including  this  1802 
and  the  1804  Silver  Dollars.  Collectors  went  wild,  trading  early 
coins  to  the  Mint  for  these  “early  Proofs"  without  knowledge 
that  they  were  still  warm  from  striking.  Therefore,  the  mint 
was  able  to  round  out  its  collection,  now  housed  in  the 
Smithsonian,  yet  for  a  nominal  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 
Eventually,  Congress  got  wind  of  this  practice,  and,  with 
whirlwind  speed,  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  problem. 
Heads  and  eyes  rolled.  Further  special  srikings  were  completed 
under  the  quiet  of  nightfall  and  without  great  notice.  So  there 
you  have  it,  one  of  the  great  American  classics,  struck  under 
dubious  conditions  at  the  Mint,  released  well  after  its  stated 
date,  but  nevertheless  greatly  appreciated  as  a  fantasy  piece, 
one  which  all  Silver  Dollar  collectors  covet.  The  obverse  has 
some  minor  scattered  marks,  dull  hits  that  can  be  used  to  trace 
the  pedigree,  one  on  either  of  the  upper  parts  of  Liberty's 
exposure,  near  the  drapery  line.  A  foremost  rarity  and  certain 
to  attract  lots  of  attention. 
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HANDSOME  1802  BUST  DOLLAR 


1961  1802.  Bolender-6.  Rarity-2.  About  Uncirculated  58.  And  an 

impressive  Bust  Dollar  it  is:  bold  detail  on  Liberty’s  hair  curls  and 
drapery  is  complemented  by  an  equally  sharp  eagle.  A  small  defect  is 
noted  above  the  beak,  and  two  small  rim  marks,  but  otherwise  the 
coin  is  immaculate;  immaculate,  and  quite  scarce  for  an  early 
American  Silver  Dollar.  Furthermore,  its  surfaces  are  awash  in  lustre. 
And  there  are  almost  no  breaks,  we  should  add,  no  unsightly  handling 
marks.  Therefore,  when  it  comes  to  originality  you  will  have  to  search 
long  and  hard  to  find  another  example  that  is  this  one’s  equal. 


HIGH  GRADE  1803 


1962  1803.  Bolender-6.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Prooflike  fields  dance  beneath  the  dark  toning  of  the  obverse  and 
lighter  toning  of  the  reverse.  One  of  last  Silver  Dollars  struck  until 
Gobrecht  resurrected  the  denomination,  the  basic  unit  of  coinage  in 
this  country,  in  1836.  This  is  quite  a  coin  too,  with  just  a  whisper  of 
wear  to  keep  it  from  Mint  State,  the  fields  have  abundant  glow  and 
display  none  of  usual  cleaning  lines  or  other  detractions.  On  balance, 
the  color  can  be  called  a  dusty  rose  on  the  obverse,  silvery  gray  on  the 
reverse.  Imagine  being  a  mint  worker,  the  House  of  Representatives 
had  voted  you  out  of  a  job  in  early  1802,  however,  the  Senate  upheld 
the  coinage  act  of  1791,  keeping  the  mint  operating,  subject  to 
renewal  every  five  years.  Is  it  any  wonder  why  errors,  misstrikes, 
misengravings  and  mistakes  were  rampant?  Here  is  a  pleasant 
exception,  squeezed  in  between  yellow  fever  epidemics  which 
frequently  closed  the  mint  and  the  final  blows  of  the  Silver  Dollar  press 
before  it  was  put  out  to  pasture.  The  next  regular  issue  large  size  coin 
being  struck  on  the  new  steam  equipment  in  1836.  This  is  the  highest 
grade  awarded  by  PCGS  aside  from  two  Proof  restrikes  for  the  year. 
Needless  to  say,  fully  Mint  State  1803  Silver  Dollars  are  not  common, 
and  this  is  certainly  one  of  the  best  survivors  around. 

The  obverse  die  has  a  faint  die  crack  connecting  all  of  the  right  hand  stars, 
while  the  reverse  has  numerous  die  cracks  acquired  during  its  three  years  of 
coining  use  from  1801  to  1803. 


1963  1803.  Bolender-1.  Rarity-3.  Good  4.  Cleaned  a  bit  bright  and  with  a 

single  rim  bump  on  the  reverse.  Heavily  hairlined  on  both  sides,  but 
may  recover  if  properly  toned. 


1964  1842.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  An  early  date  issue  that 

has  far  fewer  than  the  usual  number  of  bagmarks  and  far  more  lustre 
than  most  Seated  Dollars  from  this  period.  Would  make  a  splendid 
addition  to  a  type  set. 

1  965  1842.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Charcoal  gray  color;  the 

surfaces  underneath  are  excellent  for  a  Seated  Dollar  of  this  vintage. 

1966  1844.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Lightly  cleaned,  but  still  very  attractive.  A 

scarce  date  having  an  even  20,000  minted. 

1967.  1847.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  choice  example  that  is  naturally  toned. 

Perfect  for  a  type  set. 

1968  1847.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  and  pleasing,  although  the 
toning  may  not  be  original,  and  this  coin  should  be  examined  by 
prospective  bidders.  No  marks  or  bumps  worthy  of  note.  Still  an 
excellent  type  selection  of  this  ever  popular  Seated  Liberty  style. 

1969  1849.  Very  Fine  35.  Small  mintage  this  year:  62,600. 

1970  1855.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Dipped,  but  now  retoning.  A  very  scarce 
date  with  its  low  mintage  of  26,000.  This  one  is  sharply  struck  (which 
1855  usually  isn't)!

VERY  RARE  1856  PROOF  SEATED  DOLLAR 


1971  1856.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  Only  the  faintest  of  hairlines  noted. 

Otherwise,  no  detractions  of  any  kind,  only  positives,  such  as: 
full  stars,  gown,  hair  detail,  and  eagle;  pleasing  two  tone 
contrast  between  frosted  devices  and  mirror  background;  and 
glittering  mint  brilliance.  In  other  words,  a  coin  you  should 
think  about  bidding  on. 

As  we  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  sale  in  connection  with  a  Proof 
1857  Seated  Half  Dollar,  all  Proof  Seated  coins  prior  to  1858  are 
undeniable  rarities.  Few  were  made  in  any  one  year  (20  or  30  at 
best),  and  only  a  portion  of  these  remain  in  acceptable  collector 
condition  Breen  lists  12  pedigreed  specimens  and  remarks  he's 
seen  eight  others.  All  1856  Proofs  have  slanting  5  in  date,  and  a 
date  larger  than  on  any  other  denomination,  even  the  $20. 


1 972  1856.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Weakness  at  some  of  the  stars. 

Liberty's  upper  torso  and  head,  and  portions  of  the  eagle.  However, 
this  is  typical  for  dates  in  the  mid-1850's.  What  is  not  typical,  though, 
is  an  1856  with  as  much  lustre  as  this  one  has;  lustre,  and  a  near¬ 
absence  of  handling  marks.  For  icing  on  the  cake,  how  about  this  low 
mintage:  63,500.

1973  1859-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  above-average  specimen 
which  has  extra  bold  detail  on  the  eagle.  Oftener  than  not,  the  eagle's 
on  Seated  Liberty  Dollars  come  weakly  struck.  This  eagle  is  a  pleasing 
exception  to  that  rule. 

1974  1859-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Pale  gold  toning. 

During  the  Treasury  disbursals  of  the  early  1960's,  when  hundreds  upon 
hundreds  of  bags  of  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars  were  released  at  face  value, 

3  bags  of  1859-0  Seated  Dollars  (3,000  coins)  came  out.  In  the  years  since 
these  have  been  widely  dispersed.  That  offered  here  probably  traces  to  one 
of  those  bags. 

1975  1859-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Frosty,  bright,  and  very 
attractive,  with  a  minimum  of  contact  marks.  No  doubt  from  the 
Treasury  disbursal  of  1962-3. 

1  976  1859-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Subdued  mint  lustre  and  normal 

bagmarks  for  the  type.  A  presentable  coin  for  the  type  set  collector 
of  moderate  means. 


1  977  1860.  Mint  State  62.  Satiny  mint  lustre  with  full  "chartwheel”  effect. 

A  minimum  of  marks  are  noted,  and  these  mostly  hidden  in  Liberty's 
drapery  folds,  while  the  fields  show  faint  hairlines.  Quite  presentable 
in  this  high  grade  and  recommended  for  someone  building  a  19th 
Century  type  set. 

1 978  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Lightly  toned.  The  lustre 
displays  silvery  white  radiance  where  it  shines  through. 

1979  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Another  pleasing  Uncirculated 
1860-0,  and  one  that  has  acquired  some  toning.  The  rims  are  rough 
in  areas. 

1  980  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Flashy  bright  and  attractive.  The 

surfaces  literally  glow  with  silvery  white  lustre  here;  and  although 
there  are  the  normally  seen  bagmarks  for  1860-0,  nonetheless  the 
coin  is  a  standout  for  its  lustre. 

1  981  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Typical  bagging  for  the  type  and 

grade,  which  makes  it  ideal  for  the  budget  conscious  collector  who 
needs  one  for  his  type  set. 

1982  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Extensive  bagging  on  both 
sides.  According  to  Breen,  1860-0  is  common  in  nicked  mint  state 
from  6  Treasury  bags  (6,000  pieces)  released  in  1962-63. 

1983  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Especially  bright  lustre  for  the 
grade,  and  only  normal  contact  marks. 

1984  1862.  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Possibly  retoned  as  the  surfaces  have 
unnatural  red-blue  color;  nevertheless,  the  coin  retains  its  splendid 
''watery''  mirror  fields  and  razor-sharp  strike.  Only  550  Proofs  were 
issued  in  1862. 
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1  985  1863.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Excellent  color  and  contrast,  and  as 

always  for  this  date  in  Proof,  a  bold  strike.  Some  minuscule  initials  (AT) 
have  been  faintly  added  beneath  the  6  of  the  date,  and  some  similar 
monkey  business  has  occurred  above  the  right  wing  of  the  eagle, 
neither  of  which  detract  measurably  from  the  grade  assigned  by 
PCGS.  Only  460  struck  in  Proof  as  collectors  scattered  with  the 
various  armies  and  few  remained  home  to  buy  this  issue. 


1989  1868.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Gold  to  golden  brown  toning  near  the 

periphery,  bright  and  flashy  elsewhere;  furthermore,  the  devices  are 
especially  white,  extra  frosted,  and  so  give  the  coin  a  charming  cameo 
appearance.  This  is  just  the  sort  of  appearance  collectors  love  in  their 
Proof  coins.  And  when  it  is  remembered  that  only  600  Proof  1868 
Seated  Dollars  were  issued,  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  there  are 
very  few  around  to  match  it. 


1986  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  55.  Signs  of  light  circulation.  Nicely  toned.  A 

scarce  coin  no  matter  what  grade  it  is  in;  only  4670  Proofs  were  made. 
This  one  has  no  damage  whatsoever. 


SCARCE  PROOF  65  1866  SEATED  DOLLAR 


1987  1866.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  smoke  colored  toning  on 

both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  strike  is  razor-sharp;  so  sharp 
that  each  and  every  star  comes  to  six  needle-like  points,  while 
Liberty's  gown  shows  all  of  its  delicate  dips  and  folds  as  it  was 
meant  to.  Finally,  the  eagle  has  complete  feather,  leg,  and  claw 
detail.  Seated  Liberty  Dollars  are  few  and  far  between  in  this 
condition  nowadays.  And  if  it  takes  a  coin  that  looks  like  this 
to  make  the  grade,  we  can  understand  why!  Accordingly, 
PCGS  has  graded  only  12  this  nice  as  of  October  1990. 
Examination  recommended. 


1988  1867.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Minor  hairlines  can  be  found  beneath 

the  auburn  toning  with  a  strong  glass.  Only  625  struck,  most  of  which 
fall  measurably  short  of  this  coin,  only  a  few  found  a  notch  better.  An 
important  type  coin  and  worthy  of  any  Seated  Dollar  collection. 


1990  1870.  Very  Fine  35.  Cleaned  and  retoned. 

1  991  1870-CC.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Dipped.  Will  retone  in  time.  1870-CC  has 

always  been  a  popular  date;  mintage  for  the  Silver  Dollar  was  12,462. 


1992  1871.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  nicely  toned  specimen  that 
escaped  the  ravages  of  time  and  today  displays  only  a  scattered  mark 
or  two;  nothing  like  the  usual  heavy  bagging.  And  because  it  is  nicely 
toned,  it  would  fit  into  any  choice  or  gem  quality  set  being  assembled. 

1993  1871.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  No  toning  on  this  well  struck 
example. 

As  with  1859-0  and  1860-0,  collectors  had  a  field  day  in  1962-63  when 
the  U.S.  Treasury  released  at  least  2  Treasury  bags  (1.000  each)  of  1871 
Seated  Dollars.  Most  have  a  normal  amount  of  bagmarks. 

1  994  1872.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Pleasing  two  tone  contrast  and  nicely  colored 

toning.  The  strike  is  razor-sharp  throughout,  including  a  broad,  square 
rim.  Only  950  Proofs  struck  this  year. 

1  995  1872.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  A  few  heavy  marks  in  the  obverse 

field.  Frosty  and  well  struck,  nonetheless,  with  toning  at  the  periphery. 

1  996  1872-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  One  of  the  lower  mintages  in  this  series; 

9,000.  Here  is  a  nice  one. 

1  997  1873.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Lustre  beneath  original  toning.  The  surfaces 

are  outstanding,  making  this  an  ideal  choice  for  the  collector.

2000  1873-S.  Trade  Dollar.  Mint  State  60.  Not  a  date  you  normally  find  in 
Uncirculated  condition;  rather,  since  most  1873-1875  Trade  Dollars 
found  their  way  to  the  Orient,  they  are  nowadays  found  either  well 
worn  or  heavily  chopmarked.  This  handsome  1873-S  is  an  exception. 
And  we  hope  that  you  will  make  an  exception  and  give  it  added 
attention. 


2001  1874.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Medium  gold  to  charcoal  blue  toning 

lends  a  touch  of  class  to  this  well  preserved  Trade  Dollar  Proof. 
Because  it  is  a  Proof  it  is  razor-sharp  throughout,  including  wire  rim. 
If  you  are  building  a  Proof  Trade  Dollar  set  of  your  own,  you  might  want 
to  consider  this  one,  since  it  is  far  and  away  nicer  than  what  is  usually 
encountered.

2002  1875-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Shaaazam!  A  wintry 

blast  of  snowy  white  lustre  greets  your  eye  and  leaves  icicles 
hanging  from  your  lashes  when  first  you  espy  this  lovely  frosty 
1875-S  Trade  Dollar.  Its  fields  are  so  creamy  smooth  and 
glowing,  so  fresh  and  blemish-free,  one  wonders  why  it  rates 
nothing  higher  than  Mint  State  65.  For  after  you  see  it  you'll 
decide  as  we  did  that  it  obviously  deserves  a  very  premium  bid. 
Otherwise  there  is  no  hope  of  being  its  winning  bidder.  PCGS 
population  for  this  date  and  grade:  9. 

Listen  to  Breen  deride  this  handsome  coin  (shame  on  you,  Walter, 
may  your  beard  frizzle  up  and  give  you  static  electric  shocks!):  “The 
issue  of  this  coin  was  an  expensive  mistake  — its  motivation  mere 
greed,  its  design  a  triumph  of  dullness,  its  domestic  circulation  and 
legal-tender  status  a  disastrous  provision  of  law  leading  only  to 
ghastly  abuses,  its  repudiation  a  source  of  hardship  for  Pennsylvania 
coal  miners  and  other  laborers  held  in  virtual  peonage  by  company 
stores,  its  recall  a  long  overdue  but  very  mixed  blessing,  and  its 
collection  a  source  of  decades  of  frustration." 

Albeit,  there  are  some  valid  points  here  in  Citizen  Breen's 
argument;  but  politics  is  politics  and  greed  is  greed,  and  that  is  how 
many  of  our  coin  issues  came  about  in  the  first  place,  regardless  of 
the  later  ramifications  to  the  forgotten  “common  man."  Witness 
our  late  Susan  B.  Anthony  mini-dollars  .  .  . 


2003  1875-S.  Mint  State  63.  Possibly  retoned;  now  a  blend  of  gold,  golden 
brown,  and  reddish  hues.  The  fields  underneath  this  toning  are  freer 
from  marks  than  you  might  expect  for  the  grade. 

2004  1875-S.  Mint  State  60.  Pale  golden  color  with  subdued  mint  frost 
underneath.  The  fields  are  relatively  free  from  handling  marks 
(bagmarks). 

2005  1875-S  and  1876-S  both  grading  Very  Fine  30.  However,  both  have 
been  cleaned  with  resulting  hairlines.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2006  1876.  Brilliant  Proof  50.  Deeply  toned;  lustrous  on  the  reverse,  full 
mirrors  on  the  obverse. 

2007  1876.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Very  well  struck  for  a  Trade  Dollar. 
Square  rims  provide  a  frame  around  the  central  devices,  making  the 
coin  as  splendid  as  a  picture.  Here,  the  effect  is  further  enhanced  by 
vibrant  lustre  and  bold  detail  on  Liberty  and  the  eagle. 


2008  1876-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  exceptionally  nice,  frosty 
white  example  that  retains  its  mint  bloom  in  all  of  its  original  glory. 
Trade  Dollars  are  seldom  found  this  bright  and  lustrous,  since  most 
saw  circulation,  others  have  been  cleaned,  and  still  others  have  deep 
toning  which  hides  or  subdues  the  lustre.

2014  1880.  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb.  Wow!  Color;  strike; 

originality— if  ever  there  was  a  perfect  Proof  Trade  Dollar,  this 
is  it.  Deep  iridescent  blue  and  lavender  toning  on  both  sides  are 
further  enhanced  by  the  coin's  razor-sharp  figures  of  Liberty 
and  the  eagle.  Should  you  be  a  connoisseur  of  top-quality  U.S.

2010  1878.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Deep  iridescent  toning  on  both  sides  of 
this  outstanding  Proof.  The  surfaces  are  immaculate,  and  so,  too,  is 
the  strike.  In  fact,  you'd  have  a  difficult  time  finding  a  better  struck 
Proof  Trade  Dollar.  1878  is  something  of  a  notoriety  in  having  been 
struck  solely  in  Proof  condition;  there  being  900  Proofs  made  and  no 
business  strikes,  thus  placing  greater  pressure  on  the  coin  from 
collectors  and  investors.  Because  this  one  is  especially  attractive  and 
unimpaired  you  should  consider  giving  it  a  premium  bid. 

201 1  1878-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Probably  dipped,  but  still  bright 
and  flashy.

2012  1879.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Pleasing  original  color  as  acquired  over 

many,  many  years;  the  surfaces  are  pristine  and  "deep”  with  mirror 
reflectiveness.  As  we  see  it  you  can  buy  a  choice  quality  Trade  Dollar 
which  will  suit  your  needs,  or  stretch  a  little  more  and  pick  up  this 
outstanding  Gem  and  be  happy  for  years  to  come.  Only  1,541  were 
struck  in  1879,  all  Proofs,  no  business  strikes.  And  this  is  one  of  the 
handsomest  around. 


2013  1879.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Strong  cameo  contrast  between  frosty 

white  devices  and  deep,  extra  "watery"  mirror  surfaces  places  the 
coin  among  the  front  ranks  of  Proof  survivors.  It  is  a  beautiful  coin. 
And  it  is  also  a  rare  one  in  having  a  mintage  limited  to  Proofs  only 
(1,531  pieces). 


201  5  1880.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  handsome  specimen  having  devices 

that  are  sharp  as  the  cutting  edge  of  a  knife.  Each  star  is  complete; 
Liberty's  flowing  gown  is  fully  formed;  and  the  eagle  is  perfect.  The 
surfaces  have  acquired  medium  steel-blue  color  which  gives  the  coin 
a  very  distinguished  look,  a  look  of  old  time  elegance  and  splendor. 
Only  1,987  Trade  Dollars  were  struck  in  1880,  all  of  them  Propfs. 

TWO  TONE  1881  PROOF  TRADE  DOLLAR 


2016  1881.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Light  to  medium  natural  color.  The 

devices  received  a  strong  dose  of  frost  from  the  dies  which  makes 
them  stand  out  like  cameo  jewels  against  the  fields.  Judged  from  any 
angle,  the  coin  is  an  undeniable  Gem,  and  would  make  a  splendid 
presentation  piece  for  your  collection.  (Proof  mintage:  960) 
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2017  1881.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Somewhat  hazy.  Fields  are  almost 

completely  free  of  hairlines,  however,  and  the  entire  coin  was  sharply 
struck.  Only  960  Proofs  were  made. 

Proof  coins  are  struck  twice  by  the  dies,  without  the  coin  being  annealed 
(heated  to  resoften  it  after  striking)  between  blows.  Because  they  are  double 
struck  they  leave  the  dies  razor-sharp,  often  with  a  knife  rim,  usually  with 
cameo  contrast,  and  always  beautiful.  However,  the  double  striking  takes  its 
toll  on  the  dies.  The  mint  claims  its  Proof  die  life  is  only  5%  or  so  of  that  of 
regular  coinage  dies! 


2018  1881.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Steel  blue  toning  on  both  sides, 

underneath  which  one  finds  pleasing  cameo  contrast.  There  are  no 
untoward  marks,  nor  are  their  any  disturbing  hairlines,  only  smooth, 
sleek,  mirror  radiance,  a  radiance  that  has  “depth"  to  it.  As  with  the 
other  Proof  Trade  Dollars  listed  in  this  section,  this  Proof  64  is 
conservatively  graded.  It  should  be  examined  beforehand  and  a  strong 
bid  submitted. 


201  9  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Lightly  speckled  on  the  obverse,  deeper 

blue  and  gold  on  the  reverse.  A  rare  coin  with  just  1,097  struck  for 
collectors  of  the  day,  with  only  a  handful  surviving  in  this  state  of 
preservation.  A  superb  coin.

2021  1878.  8  Tail  Feathers.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Of  500  of  these  8  Tail 

Feather  Dollars  produced,  we  can  count  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand  the 
number  of  specimens  we've  seen  over  the  years  that  sport  such 
original  toning.  Both  sides  show  a  mixture  of  deep,  dusky  lilac  and  gold 
with  areas  of  gold  seemingly  thrown  in  by  Nature  to  further  tickle  your 
eye.  Liberty's  cheek  shows  a  few  minor  contact  marks  and  a  dark 
toning  streak;  otherwise  she  is  pristine  and  razor-sharp.

A  lovely  Proof  example 
of  this  first  year  issue.  Surfaces  have  toned  an  irregular  browning  gray 
and  blue.  There  were  only  500  of  these  8  Tail  Feather  Proofs  made, 
although  many  are  now  either  damaged  or  lost  altogether. 

In  1878  the  Mint  tinkered  with  George  T.  Morgan's  Silver  Dollar  design 
until  they  got  it  "just  right."  Originally,  Morgan's  eagle  sported  8  feathers 
in  his  tail.  Later  it  was  decided  a  7-tail-feather  bird  was  more  appropriate. 
However,  since  a  number  of  8-tail-feather  reverse  dies  were  then  on  hand 
(they  hadn't  been  hardened  yet  in  preparation  for  striking  coins)  they  were 
"corrected”  by  having  7  feathers  punched  in  over  the  original  8.  Finally,  a 
new  series  of  dies  with  7  clean  tail  feathers  made  their  debut.  As  mentioned 
above,  only  500  Proofs  of  the  8-tail-feather  variety  were  struck. 

2023  1878.  8  Tail  Feathers.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Frosty  white  cheek 
on  Liberty  and  glowing  lustre  throughout. 

2024  1878.  Seven  Tail  Feathers.  Reverse  of  1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 
63.  Prooflike.  1878.  Seven  Tail  Feathers.  Reverse  of  1879.  PCGS 
graded  Mint  State  63.

2025  1878-CC.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Dusky  gold  toning  atop 
lustrous  surfaces.  The  strike  is  excellent  for  Carson  City  Mint.

In  short,  a  Gem  coin  worthy  of  a  first 
class  set.

2028  1879.  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  As  you  can  imagine  by  its  PCGS 

grade,  the  coin's  state  of  preservation  is  right  up  there  among 
the  finest  Proofs  known.  For  instance,  the  strike  is  bold:  each 
design  detail  is  as  sharp  as  can  be,  from  Liberty  to  the  eagle. 
Then,  too,  the  fields  are  immaculate,  completely  free  from 
hairlines  and  deep  with  mirror  reflectiveness.  For  the  toning 
lover  there  is  something  here  for  you  as  well,  since  it  has 
acquired  pleasing  colors  running  from  lavender  to  blue.  It  goes 
without  saying  the  cheek  is  perfect.  How  about  rarity?  Well,  of 
1,100  Proof  Morgans  made,  PCGS  has  graded  only  3  in  Proof 
67,  and  this  one  is  at  the  head  of  the  line  when  it  comes  to 
condition  rarity.

2114  1892.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Uneven  toning  on  this  well  struck  Proof. 

The  hair  over  Liberty's  ear  is  complete,  as  are  the  feathers  on  the 
eagle's  chest.

2120  1892-S.  Mint  State  61.  With  medium  blue  and  gold  toning  that  grows 

duskier  near  the  rim  in  the  characteristic  way  original  toned  coins  do. 
The  strike  is  bold  throughout,  including  the  hair  over  Liberty's  ear  and 
brow,  and  the  eagle's  finely  detail  breast.  Complementing  the  strike  is 
complete  lustre,  lustre  with  no  signs  of  break  on  the  highpoints, 
implying  the  coin  was  protected  from  the  ravages  of  time  almost  from 
the  day  it  was  made.  If  you  have  been  hunting  for  exactly  the  right

2133  1895.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  The  King  of  the  Morgan  Dollars. 

A  very  sharply  struck  example  with  splendid  eye  appeal.  Bright 
surfaces  and  two  tone  cameo  contrast  give  this  key  piece  a  leg 
up  on  the  few  other  1895's  currently  available.  The  reverse  is 
especially  striking.  Records  show  that  880  Proofs  and  12,000 
business  strikes  were  made  in  1895;  however,  none  of  the 
latter  are  known,  leaving  only  those  880  Proofs  to  supply 
collectors'  growing  needs.  Here  is  a  handsome  specimen 
awaiting  your  bid.

George  T.  Morgan  designed  this  coin.  He  portrayed  Miss  Anna 
Witless  Williams,  a  schoolteacher,  as  Liberty.  Breen  says  that 
"Morgan,  with  difficulty,  had  persuaded  her  to  become  his  model, 
and  she  sat  for  him  five  times  at  the  home  of  the  illustrious  painter 
Thomas  Eakins,  under  promise  of  strict  secrecy.  The  cover  story 
represented  her  head  as  that  of  'a  Greek  figure'  at  the  Philadelphia 
Academy  of  Art:  others  noticed  a  resemblance  to  Oudine's  head  on 
French  coins.  Despite  all  precautions,  some  years  later  a 
newspaperman  recognized  her  as  the  model,  thought  'Aha!'  (thus 
exhausting  his  stock  of  bright  ideas  for  the  year),  and  (over  protests) 
published  the  story;  whereupon  Miss  Williams,  as  she  had  feared, 
did  lose  her  job.  In  those  days  respectable  ladies  could  not  be  artists' 
models,  nor  vice  versa.''

The  devices  are 
resplendent  with  frost,  and  are  offset  by  the  mirror  background.

For,  as  a  glance 
at  the  recent  PCGS  Population  Report  states,  only  2  have  been 
graded  a  notch  higher  and  this  one  sits  alone  in  the  Proof  67 
slot.  What  this  low  population  means  is  that  only  3  coins 
remain  in  top  grade  from  the  original  mintage,  3  coins  to 
spread  around  the  numbers  of  collectors,  and,  as  you  can 
guess,  3  coins  don't  go  very  far.

2200  1856.  Mint  State  63.  A  very  presentable  example  of  engraver  James 
Barton  Longacre's  Type  3  motif.  Everything  is  bright  and  frosty,  placing 
the  coin  far  in  advance  of  more  ordinary  specimens.

2202  1858.  Mint  State  60+.  Well  struck  with  semi-prooflike  surfaces.

Dahlonega  Quarter  Eagle  from  this  period!  The  strike  is  excellent;  the 
surfaces,  smooth  and  blemish-free,  and  the  overall  appearance  is  such 
that  even  the  pickiest  U.S.  gold  coin  collector  would  be  proud  to  show 
it  off  to  his  friends.  Mintage  for  1843-D  was  a  respectably  low  36,209 
pieces.

time  but  now  retoned  in  orange  and  yellow  gold  hues.  There  are  a  few 
marks  on  the  reverse  rim  and  a  light  scrape  from  rim  through  mintmark 
to  eagle.

While  events  in  Georgia  were  lolling  along  in  their  sleepy,  laid-back  fashion 
in  1845,  way  out  West,  in  Southern  California,  a  great  battle  was  taking 
place.  Never  mind  if  you  are  unfamiliar  with  the  colorful  history  of  our  Golden 
State;  all  you  need  to  know  is  that  the  Californios  la  break  away  group  of 
Mexicans  who  were  siding  with  the  Franciscan  missionary  forces)  went  head 
to  head  against  some  Mexican  government-backed  troops  near  Los  Angeles. 
One  fine  day  these  two  awesome  armies  met  just  north  of  what  would  later 
become  Hollywood.  On  the  hill  where  Hollywood’s  famous  sign  now  sits  (Mt. 
Hollywood),  the  Battle  of  Cahuenga  Pass  took  place.  Several  hundred 
Californios  had  the  high  ground  with  one  rusty  cannon,  while  the  Mexicans 
were  dug-in  near  Universal  Studios  backlot.  The  battle  raged  all  day.  Smoke 
clouded  the  skies.  When  evening  came  the  two  sides  counted  up  their  losses: 

1  mule  for  the  Californios  and  1  horse  from  the  Mexican  contingent. 
Thereupon,  both  parties  called  it  a  draw  and  went  home  for  two  more  years 
before  the  real  Mexican-American  war  broke  out!

Remarkable  1845  Gold  Proof  Set 


For  the  first  time  in  over  a  decade  this  astounding  set  of  American  gold  Proofs  is  making  an  appearance  at  auction.  It  last  sold  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy's 
The  Paul  D.  Williams  Collection,  February  1979,  Lot  1818.  There  is  only  one  other  set  of  these  rare  gold  coins  known.  And  since  that  set  is,  for 
all  intents  and  purposes,  impounded  for  the  foreseeable  future  in  a  New  York  State  specialist's  collection,  you  have  before  you  a  prime  opportunity 
to  acquire  an  original  1845  gold  Proof  set  as  acquired  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1845,  and  not  an  assembled  set. 

How  did  such  an  extraordinary  find  come  to  be?  We'll  quote  our  friend  Dave  Bowers,  who  last  sold  the  set  in  his  Paul  Williams  sale: 

''James  Knox  Polk  commenced  his  term  as  president  the  year  these  gold  pieces  were  struck.  America  was  expanding  rapidly  after  the  1837  depression 
setback.  Internal  improvements  such  as  highways  and  railroads  were  in  the  forefront  of  the  expansion,  with  waterways  beginning  to  take  a  back  seat. 
Texas  joined  the  union  this  year  as  the  28th  state.  Being  in  the  South,  it  joined  as  one  of  the  'slave  states.'  The  mood  of  the  country  was  positive, 
with  the  only  undercurrent  of  trouble  being  the  slowly  simmering  slavery  issue. 

"Coinage  amounts  were  modest-with  only  hints  of  increasing  demand  for  coinage  by  commerce.  Collectors  were  few  and  far  between  in  1845  America. 
Mickley  was  perhaps  one  of  the  most  notable-having  started  his  hobby  in  1816. 

"The  lack  of  demand  from  collectors  of  the  period  for  representative  coinage  of  the  nation  explains  the  minute  mintage  figures  of  Proof  gold  pieces. 
Did  the  Philadelphia  Mint  strike  as  many  as  six  Proof  gold  sets  for  1845?  No  one  knows.  Less  than  this  number  of  each  denomination  is  accounted 
for  today,  so  whatever  the  figure,  it  had  to  be  small.  According  to  well-known  early-Proof  authority,  Walter  Breen,  only  two  complete  gold  Proof  sets, 
consisting  of  $21/2,  $5  and  $10  exist!  The  first  is  housed  at  the  Smithsonian  Institute  (sic],  on  loan  from  the  Mint  Cabinet  collection.  The  other  set 
is  described  as  residing  in  a  'New  York  State  Specialist  coll,  in  original  case.  .  .'  This  is  a  third  set,  a  set  which  has  reposed  in  a  bank  vault  in  England 
for  over  a  century. 

"What  we  do  know  for  certain,  however,  is  that  this  is  an  original  set,  as  acquired  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1845,  and  not  an  assembled 
set."

2595  1845.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Cameo  Contrast.  Or  make  that  rich  "cameo 

contrast"  since  the  coin's  rich,  frosty  devices  would  place  it  near  the 
front  of  the  line  for  later-date  Proofs.  But  this  isn't  some  later-date 
Proof,  scarce  though  they  may  be;  no,  indeed!  It  is  an  extremely  rare 
pre-1858  United  States  gold  Proof,  one  of  only  4  Proof  1845  Quarter 
Eagles  known  to  Walter  Breen  (America's  preeminent  walking  library 
on  coinage).  It  is  listed  as  example  No.  4  in  his  mammoth  Complete 
Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins,  p.496,  "Set  of  3  gold 
denominations  in  Paul  Williams:1818 ."  For  more  than  a  decade  this 
exciting  Proof  and  its  partners,  the  Half  Eagle  and  Eagle  in  the 
following  two  Lots,  has  remained  off  the  market  in  a  major  collection, 
seemingly  lost  to  numismatics,  until  it  was  consigned  to  Superior 
Galleries  for  the  fall  of  this  sale.  It  last  sold  as  part  of  the  3-piece  set 
mentioned  above  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy's  September  1979  The  Paul  D. 
Williams  Collection. 

Tiny  reverse  rim  indentation  can  be  used  in  the  future  for  tracing  this  coin's 
pedigree.

2596  1845.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Lovely  cameo  contrast  on  this,  the  middle 

denomination  in  one  of  the  most  remarkable  U.S.  gold  Proof  Sets  ever 
offered.  Liberty's  portrait  and  the  eagle  device  offer  a  true  cameo 
aspect.  They  received  a  rousingly  good  dose  of  frosting  at  the  time  the 
mint  technician  prepared  their  dies.  Because  the  finished  dies  were 
then  given  a  high  polish  on  their  highpoints  (in  other  words,  the 
resulting  coin's  field),  this  frosting  provided  the  end  product  its  two 
tone  or  "cameo”  contrast.  Breen  lists  4  Proofs  in  his  encyclopedia, 
this  Half  Eagle  being  No.  4  as  part  of  the  3-piece  Paul  Williams  Proof 
set.  Since  No.  1  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian,  that 
leaves  only  3  collectible  specimen! 

A  few  reverse  flyspecks  do  not  impair  the  coin.

2597  1845.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  Again,  a  lovely  Proof  issue  with  two  tone 

contrast  between  the  mirror  fields  and  frosted  devices.  In  this 
instance,  as  in  the  lower  denominations,  the  devices  — Liberty,  the 
stars,  the  eagle,  and  the  legend  — are  all  razor-sharp.  They  are  so  sharp, 
we  could  not  believe  a  bolder  set  of  Proofs  could  exist.  There  are  a  few 
minor  hairlines  on  this  Eagle,  which  is  why  we  graded  it  more 
conservatively  than  the  Quarter  Eagle  and  Half  Eagle.  Nevertheless,  it 
has  no  impairments  of  any  kind.  And  that  is  why  you  should  seriously 
consider  coming  to  the  sale  and  bidding  in  person!  One  of  4  examples 
known  to  Breen,  and  from  the  Paul  Williams  set  of  3  coins. 


2598  1845  Gold  Proof  Set,  as  heretofore  listed.  It  is  the  consignor's  wish

finish  ("Roman  Gold")  and  matte  texture  characterizes  this 
impressive  Proof  Quarter  Eagle.  Although  there  are  several  variants  of 
matte  finishing  on  1910,  none  can  deny  that  all  are  exquisite.  The 
present  coin  shows  complete  design  detail,  blemish-free  surfaces,  and 
light  golden  color.  There  were  a  reported  682  Proofs  struck,  but 
numismatic  scholars  question  this  figure  as  a  typographical  error; 
after  all,  Matte  Proof  1910s  seem  as  rare  as  other  dates  in  the  Indian 
Head  series,  and  those  range  from  100  to  236  mintage.

3  pieces  in  this  handsome  set,  the  Double  Eagle  is  a  treasure  all  its 
own:  satiny  textured,  boldly  defined,  and  immaculate;  so  close  to 
being  a  gem  that  we  were  sorely  tempted  to  call  it  a  '65.  But  you  be 
the  judge.  Examine  it  for  yourself  since  you  are  the  one  you  have  to 
satisfy.  And  after  you've  examined  it,  be  sure  to  prepare  for  stiff 
competition.  It  will  be  well  worth  the  extra  effort  it  takes  to  capture 
this  jewel  for  your  collection. 

Proof  mintage  was  smaller  than  the  other  three  denominations  in 
1910,  coming  in  at  167  pieces.  Very  few  survive  in  high  grade, 
however. 

The  final  coin  in  this  original  1910  Proof  Set.  Back  in  1910,  a  collector 
could  order  individual  pieces  for  his  collection  — say,  two  Quarter  Eagles  and 
a  Double  Eagle,  but  no  Half  Eagle  or  Eagle.  This  is  why  mintages  varied 
between  denominations.  Logic  tells  us  that  Quarter  Eagles  would  be  the  most 
common,  since  their  total  cost  (face  value  plus  proofing  charge  plus  postage) 
was  a  small  fraction  of  the  higher  denominations.  Only  wealthy  collectors 
could  afford  Proof  Double  Eagles.  Which  explains  the  167  mintage  figure

Dave  Akers  describes  1856-D  in  his  study  on  the  series:  "This  date  is 
invariably  weakly  struck.  This  date  is  certainly  in  the  same  rarity  class  with 
the  more  heralded  1861-D,  although  for  some  reason  it  has  neither  gained 
the  fame  nor  the  higher  price  of  the  1861-D.  In  fact,  it  brings  about  the  same 
as  1860-D  and  yet  in  my  estimation  is  probably  twice  as  rare."

1855.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  One  of  two  Mint 
State  66  examples  graded,  with  none  higher.  And  when  you 
examine  this  piece  you  will  understand  why  there  could  never 
be  any  higher!  For  it  is  a  gorgeous  specimen;  replete  with 
satisfying  mint  frost,  boldly  struck,  and  completely  lacking  any 
of  the  usually  seen  nicks  or  scratches.  But  best  of  all,  this  is 
the  scarce  Type  2  Gold  Dollar,  one  of  the  shortest  lived  series 
in  American  numismatics.  Even  among  great  collections,  there 
is  rarely  a  Gem  Type  2  included.  Therefore,  if  you  are  putting 
together  the  quintessential  set  of  American  gold,  whether  that 
be  a  type  set  or  a  date  and  mint  collection  of  Gold  Dollars,  you 
simply  must  examine  this  handsome  coin. 


2617  1855-D.  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A 

quality  coin  for  the  grade,  most  of  the  original  surface  has  been 
circulated  away,  but  remnants  still  cling  near  the  devices.  Well 
struck  for  one  of  these,  all  but  the  8  is  sharp.  Some  clash 
marks  are  visible  as  the  various  mints  had  trouble  getting 
these  tiny  planchets  fed  into  the  coining  presses,  allowing  the 
dies  to  frequently  clash.  Few  high  grade  Type  2  pieces  survive, 
even  fewer  of  this  date  than  the  comparatively  common  1854 
or  1855.  There  are  a  few  in  Mint  State,  but  they  require  quite 
a  troughful  of  cash  to  acquire,  while  this  one  is  still  in  the  price 
range  of  a  serious  collector.  Profoundly  rare,  and  worth  a 
strong  bid  from  a  knowledgeable  numismatist. 
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2619  1859-D.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Well  struck  for  this  date.  We  might 

even  say  exceptionally  well  struck  for  an  1859-D,  having  a  sharp 
portrait  to  Liberty,  full  wreath  and  full  rims.  Best  of  all,  the  fields  show 
abundant  frost.  Gold  Dollars  from  this  mint  and  from  this  period  just 
prior  to  the  American  Civil  War  were  struck  in  limited  numbers.  And 
because  many  were  consumed  in  that  dire  conflict,  only  a  relative  few 
first  rate  pieces  survive.  This  is  one  of  those,  and  deserves  a  place  in 
an  appreciative  home.

2620  1860.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Believe  us  when  we  say  that 

this  is  one  of  the  freshest,  most  original  Gem  Cameo  Proof 
1860's  we  have  ever  auctioned.  It  is  a  distinct  pleasure  to  see 
such  a  beautiful  coin.  From  its  frosty  head  of  Liberty  down  to 
its  lightly  toned  mirror  fields  this  one  speaks  quality.  Where 
was  it  kept  for  so  many  years?  How  did  it  escape  harm?  Only 
it  knows  and  it  isn't  telling.  Nevertheless,  its  PCGS  grade 
unveils  the  mystery  of  1860's  rarity  in  high  grade.  For  whereas 
there  are  a  handful  of  lower  graded  Proofs  enumerated  by 
PCGS  in  their  October  1990  census,  this  is  one  of  only  2 
graded  Proof  65,  with  absolutely  none  graded  higher! 

With  the  approach  of  hostilities  between  the  North  and  South, 
American  collectors  had  little  time  and  fewer  dollars  to  spare 
pursuing  their  coin  hobbies  in  1860.  That  is  why  the  Mint  was  only 
able  to  sell  154  Proof  Gold  Dollars  to  collectors.  And  from  our 
observation  of  things,  most  1860  Proofs  were  later  mishandled; 
today  they  show  everything  from  hairlines  to  downright  wear.  This 
one  is  different.  This  one  is  a  Gem. 


RARE  1861  PROOF 


2621  1861.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  splendid  cameo  Proof  having  contrast 

between  nicely  frosted  devices  and  deep  mirror  fields.  Other  than  for 
a  stray  hairline  or  two  we  feel  certain  PCGS  would  have  given  it  a 
higher  grade.  1861  is  rare  in  Proof.  Certainly  business  strikes  abound, 
but  Proofs  are  almost  never  found  nowadays.  Out  of  an  original 
mintage  of  349,  only  3  have  been  graded,  plus  1  higher.  This  low  rate 
implies  that  not  all  349  reported  struck  were  sold.  Indeed,  experts 
believe  a  number  were  returned  and  melted  as  unsold.  Factor  this  in 
when  bidding.

"cameo"  contrast  between  its  devices  and  mirror  background. 
Because  1862  saw  the  country  mired  in  a  noxious  Civil  War, 
there  were  few  collectors  for  Proof  coinage;  in  fact,  only  35 
stepped  up  to  the  counter  that  year  to  buy  a  Proof  Gold  Dollar. 
This  makes  1862  an  acknowledged  rarity.  And  in  Proof  64 
quality,  like  the  one  presented  here,  it  probably  ranks  in  the  top

2623  1874.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb.  Variety  with  the  word 

LIBERTY  missing  from  Liberty's  headband  (caused  by  die  lapping). 

No  other  term  comes  close  to  describing  this 
coin's  quality,  its  surface  texture,  its  action  upon  the  eye.  And  because 
PCGS  has  graded  only  2  this  high  as  of  October  1990,  with  none 
higher,  it  is  also  incredibly  high  up  the  condition  rarity  scale.

Dollar  Proof  has  several  of  its  grading  toes  into  the  next  higher 
grade  shoe  size,  we've  added  a  plus  sign  to  its  Proof  63 
designation.  When  you  examine  it  you  will  see  what  we  mean. 
Be  sure  to  notice  its  bold  detail.  Witness  its  strong  cameo 
contrast;  contrast  that  gives  it  the  look  of  a  rare  jewel.  And 
then  notice  how  few  hairlines  there  are  in  the  deep  mirror 
fields.  They  are  so  faint  as  to  be  almost  nonexistent.  Finally, 
we  direct  your  attention  to  the  coin’s  overall  appearance,  to  the 
way  it  sparkles  in  your  eye  when  light  is  reflected  from  it.  For 
such  sparkle  denotes  freshness  and  originality.

The  majority  of 
which  were  business  strikes  (400).  And  of  the  20  Proofs 
made,  collectors  over  the  years  have  mishandled  enough  of 
them  to  make  choice  examples  very  rare.  Therefore  it 
behooves  you  to  quit  procrastinating  and  place  your  bids  today. 


A  SECOND  RARE  1875  GOLD  DOLLAR

2626  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  61.  As  rare  and  desirable  as  the  preceding 

example,  and  only  one  or  two  notches  below  it  on  the  grading 
scale.  There  are  a  few  minor  hairlines  on  each  side,  though  no 
nicks  or  scratches.  And  because  it  is  a  Proof,  it  is  razor-sharp 
on  the  devices,  the  legends,  and  around  the  rims.  Total  mintage 
for  1875:  420.  Of  which.  Proof  mintage:  20. 

In  the  early  to  mid-1870's  America's  Mints  were  busy  cranking 
out  Double  Eagles  for  use  in  funding  the  nation's  exports.  There  was 
little  call  for  smaller  denominations  since  gold  wasn't  circulating  at 
the  time.  Only  after  greenback  paper  money  went  to  par  against 
gold  in  January  1878  were  gold  coins  seen  in  circulation  again. 
(Before  1878  nearly  all  small  denomination  gold  left  the  country.) 


RARE  1875  MINT  STATE  DOLLAR 


2627  1875.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Close  to  Gem.  Its  strike, 

surfaces,  color,  and  two  tone  contrast  make  it  over  the  line  in 
many  ways.  Moreover,  the  fields  have  mirror-like  polish  from 
the  dies,  making  them  a  nice  backdrop  to  Liberty's  frosty 
profile.  Only  400  business  strike  Gold  Dollars  were  made.  And 
of  these,  only  a  few  high  quality  examples  survive.  Since  PCGS 
employs  strict  graders,  it  is  understandable  why  only  2  Mint 
State  64's  have  been  graded  so  far,  plus  1  higher.  The 
numismatic  enthusiast  who  wants  a  gold  dollar  in  outstanding 
condition  grade  would  do  well  to  bid  liberally  on  the  present 
coin;  once  it  crosses  the  auction  block  it  may  be  decades 
before  it  appears  again!

Finally,  1883  has  a  very  low  mintage  of  11,007  pieces.

Just  in  case  you  checked  up  on  us  to  see  whether  we  goofed  or 
not  in  saying  this  is  the  only  Proof  67  graded,  be  advised  there  is 
only  this  one  piece.  It  was  first  submitted  to  PCGS  where  it  earned 
a  Proof  67  grade;  then,  our  consignor  resubmitted  it  to  the  other 
service,  NGC  (hoping,  no  doubt,  for  an  even  loftier  designation), 
where  it  also  received  a  Proof  67  label.  As  a  consequence,  there  is 
only  one  coin.  Two  grades  in  the  record  books,  but  one  coin.

Dollar,  and  a  coin  which  is  right  up  there  among  the  finest  known.  The 
Mint  minted  11,007  of  these  in  1883,  although  little  could  they 
imagine  that  only  a  handful  would  survive  in  tip-top  condition  a  scant 
century  later.  PCGS  has  graded  28  as  of  October  1990,  plus  13  higher.

2635  1885.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Lightly  toned.  Under  the  toning  one

Proofs  in  1885.  Few  of  them  survive  this  nice,  few  are  this  Gem 
quality.

2646  1796.  No  Stars.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  The  mint's  dusty 

old  records  enumerate  963  coins  as  being  struck  without  stars 
during  1796.  However,  most  of  these  have  long  since  been  lost 
or  melted.  Today,  few  remain  of  this  important  first  year  type 
coin.  Unlike  other  denominations,  the  obverse  stars  were  not 
added,  leaving  Liberty  to  withstand  the  rigors  of  circulation 
unsupported.  Late  that  year,  the  obverse  stars  were  added  (see 
the  next  lot),  giving  Liberty  much  needed  protection  for  her 
delicate  golden  surfaces.  This  coin  is  not  considered  the  finest 
around,  but  then  again,  it  is  much  more  affordable  than  those 
that  nudge  newness.  Yet,  the  surfaces  are  quite  pleasing,  free 
of  detractions  such  as  adjustment  marks  or  serious  circulation 
marks.  An  important  one  year  type  coin  that  will  certainly 
attract  attention,  and  numerous  tales  from  the  barrel  of  history 
this  one  represents.

DELIGHTFUL  1796  WITH  STARS  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2647  1796.  With  Stars.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Long  compared 

with  the  preceding  lot,  this  coin  represents  the  "new  and 
improved"  model  from  1796.  For  the  mint  found  that  without 
stars,  Liberty  took  quite  a  beating  from  circulation,  the  stars 
affording  quite  a  bit  of  protection  for  her  delicate  cheek.  The 
improvement  worked,  the  public  applauded  and  this  design 
stayed  pretty  much  status  quo  until  1807.  Meanwhile,  back  at 
the  mint,  little  gold  was  forthcoming  from  the  populous  in 
1796,  precious  little  to  coin  into  Quarter  Eagles  after  the 
general  shutdown  from  the  just  ended  yellow  fever  epidemic, 
which  closed  the  mint  annually  from  August  through  the  first 
frost  of  winter.  It  is  generally  believed  that  these  were  coined 
in  December  of  that  year,  an  entire  dribble  of  432  sent,  as 
ordered,  probably  to  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  or  the  Bank  of 
the  United  States.  During  this  time,  as  Walter  Breen  so 
eloquently  reminds  us,  the  bulk  of  the  Mint's  production  was 
focused  on  "Cents,  Half  Dollars  and  Half  Eagles;  all  other 
denominations  had  a  kind  of  poor-relative  status  — seldom 
called  for,  few  made,  little  welcome".  We  believe  that  most 
collectors  find  this  denomination,  and  particularly  this  issue,  in 
greater  demand  now.  Today,  this  choice  example  retains  ample 
eye  appeal,  lovely  coppery  toning  about  the  periphery,  giving 
the  well  earned  appearance  of  a  regal  age,  only  a  pair  of  minor 
surface  depressions  in  the  left  obverse  field,  to  remind  us  that 
this  precious  little  jewel  was  actually  used  to  purchase  wares 
two  centuries  ago.  PCGS  has  graded  an  entire  4  coins  of  this 
issue,  fast  approaching  1%  of  those  struck,  in  the  flash  of  the 
last  five  years.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  collectors,  those  who  have 
to  pleasure  to  examine  such  a  coin,  always  do  so  with  the  awe 
and  respect.  Be  sure  to  take  the  time  just  to  pay  your  respects 
with  a  visit  at  lot  viewing,  for  in  a  market  where  "rare"  coins 
are  commonplace,  too  often  a  major  opportunity  like  this  is 
passed  over. 

Struck  from  clashed  dies,  as  are  most  seen.  Perhaps  the  mint 
workers  tried  to  keep  warm  by  striking  the  dies  without  planchets, 
thereby  keeping  up  their  activity  and  the  appearance  of  being  busy, 
while  the  mintmaster  prepared  a  few  more  planchets,  as  the  fading 
December  light  waned  through  the  dusty  window.

weakness  at  centers.  The  fields  are  lustrous,  however,  and  show  only 
normal  — that  is,  light  — circulation  marks.  Quarter  Eagles  were  to 
American  gold  coinage  what  Half  Cents  were  to  our  smaller 
denominations:  little  Cinderellas  who  were  destined  to  remain  in  the 
shadows  while  their  big  sisters  got  the  attention.  However,  because 
of  this  they  were  made  in  very  limited  numbers.  This  means  that  today, 
when  low  mintages  and  rarity  are  "in”,  early  Quarter  Eagles  are  also 
"in";  they've  blossomed  out  like  Cinderella  did  in  the  story.  Today, 
collectors  must  vie  with  one  another  for  the  few  acceptable  pieces 
coming  on  the  market. 

For  these  reasons,  we  recommend  a  liberal  bid  on  this  scarce  (1,136 
minted)  1806  Quarter  Eagle. 


2650a  1808.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  lovely  example 

with  reflective  surfaces  especially  on  the  reverse.  Well  struck 
for  this  date.  Capped  bust  to  left  style,  large  diameter.  Breen-1. 
The  famous  one-year  type,  1808,  of  which  only  2,710  pieces 
were  struck.  On  its  own,  the  mintage  figure  would  make  the 
1808  Quarter  Eagle  elusive,  if  not  outright  rare.  This  gold  coin 
has  aquired  a  special  fame  as  it  is  absolutely  essential  for  the 
completion  of  a  United  States  coin  collection  by  design  types.

1808.  About  Uncirculated  50.  The  coin  was  first  struck  about 
20%  off  center,  then,  the  coiner  having  noted  the  blunder,  put 
the  coin  back  into  the  press  for  another  striking.  The  result  is 
spectacular,  Liberty  is  two-faced;  that  is,  she  has  two  noses 
and  two  left  eyes.  The  reverse  too,  is  completely  double  struck, 
evidence  of  two  left  wings  on  the  eagle,  two  shields,  two 
mottos  etc. .  .  .Were  this  just  a  common  quarter  eagle  it  would 
still  command  great  attention,  that  it  is  an  1808,  well,  needless 
to  say,  we  feel  it  is  Unique.  Only  2,710  were  struck,  few  of 
which  survive  today  of  this  important  one  year  type  coin. 
Furthermore,  this  is  one  of  the  most  sought-after  dates  in  the 
entire  Quarter  Eagle  series.  A  few  minor  marks  are  scattered 
about,  as  well  as  minor  adjustment  marks  and  light  cleaning 
lines,  but  these  are  the  norm  on  early  gold  coins.  Based  on 
wear,  we  feel  it  actually  approaches  Mint  State,  but  with  the 
double  striking,  several  devices  are  not  as  fully  struck  as  is 
required  for  this  category.  A  coin  which  will  always  receive 
ooohs  and  aaahs  from  even  non  collector  friends,  for  such 
doubling  is  almost  unheard  of  on  any  gold  coin  from  the  mint. 
If  you  want  the  bluest  of  blue  chips  in  numismatics  then  rare 
date  gold  errors  are  clearly  the  place  to  be.

2652  1825.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  From  an  original  1825 

mintage  of  4,434  pieces,  subtract,  say,  97%  for  meltage  and  loss  and 
you  get  an  idea  how  few  pieces  have  survived  down  through  the  years. 
Next  consider  that  of  those  3%  of  survivors,  perhaps  only  one  in  10 
are  About  Uncirculated  or  above.  Finally,  mark  this  Lot  in  your 
catalogue  with  "must  see"  since  it  is  an  extremely  agreeable 
specimen  and  deserves  a  place  in  your  collection. 

After  a  brief  hiatus  (1809-1820)  coinage  of  Quarter  Eagles  resumed  in 
1 82 1 . The  diameter  was  reduced  from  earlier  issues  but  the  weight  remained 
the  same,  resulting  in  coins  with  thicker  planchets  than  before.  Akers 
considers  1825  the  most  common  date  of  the  run  — common  being  a  relative 
term,  naturally  —  meaning  it  is  a  perfect  date  for  inclusion  in  a  type  set. 
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SHARP  1829  QUARTER  EAGLE  RARITY

2653  1829.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Lustrous,  well  struck,  and 

very  presentable.  Although  often  lumped  together  with  the  type 
struck  from  1821  to  1827,  the  Quarter  Eagles  from  1829  to  1834  are 
distinctly  different.  The  borders  are  now  beaded  and  the  head  of 
Liberty  has  been  modified.  The  1829  is  the  first  date  to  sport  Liberty's 
fashionable  (for  the  time)  new  figure.  By  1834,  when  William  Kneass 
redesigned  her  yet  again,  she’d  gone  on  a  reducing  diet.  Mintage  for 
1829:  3,403. 


2655  1831.  Very  Fine  25.  An  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  issue, 

showing  only  moderate  amounts  of  wear,  and  this  is  evenly 
distributed.  The  surfaces  are  quite  nice  for  a  Very  Fine  grade  gold 
piece,  making  this  an  excellent  choice  for  your  set.  Mintage  for  1831 
was  limited  to  4,540  pieces.

2654  1830.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  This  lustrous  example  has  a 

satisfying  look  to  it;  a  look  of  quiet  dignity.  The  fields  show  only 
minimal  marks,  and  none  of  these  are  important  enough  to  point  out. 
Best  of  all,  1830  continues  the  trend  of  low  mintage  and  even  lower 
survival  ratio  Quarter  Eagles.  There  were  4,540  struck,  but  only  a  few 
score  exist  today.  Bearing  that  in  mind,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  PCGS  has 
graded  only  2  Mint  State  60's,  plus  15  higher,  for  a  total  of  17  Mint 
State  specimens. 

Breen  states  that:  "After  Robert  Scot  died  in  1823,  the  Mint  hired  William 
Kneass,  a  local  engraver  of  bank-note  plates,  as  his  successor.  Kneass's 
special  assignment  was  not  to  create  new  designs  but  to  improve  existing 
designs  of  all  series  in  his  spare  time,  by  mechanically  multiplying  working 
dies  from  current  device  punches.  This  project  yielded  modified  designs  for 
dismes  [sic]  in  1828,  followed  in  1829  by  similar  improved  versions  of  half 
dismes,  quarter  eagles,  and  half  eagles,  and  in  1831  by  their  counterparts  in 
half  cents  and  quarter  dollars.  Cents  and  half  dollars  would  not  be  attempted 
for  several  years:  there  was  still  too  much  demand  for  coinage  in  these 
denominations  to  afford  time  to  create  new  device  punches."

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THE  RENOWNED  GARRETT  1834  WITH  MOTTO  PROOF

2656  1834.  With  Motto.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  The  Garrett  Specimen.  A  sparkling  two  tone  Proof  featuring  contrast  between  the  frosted  bust 

of  Liberty  and  of  the  eagle  against  mirror  fields.  Everything  is  needle-sharp  as  befits  a  well  made  Proof,  and  there  is  even  a  high  wire 
edge  in  areas  indicative  of  the  fact  the  coin  received  multiple  blows  from  the  dies.  The  mint  issued  4,000  pieces  before  stopping 
production.  However,  most  of  these  were  immediately  melted,  resulting  in  one  of  America's  prime  golden  rarities,  the  1834 
With  Motto. 

Numismatic  scholars  estimate  that  only  1  2  to  1  5  specimens  remain  — in  all  grades,  business  strikes  as  well  as  Proof,  thus  making 
this  a  classic  in  numismatics.  For  comparison  purposes,  let  it  be  said  there  are  15  examples  of  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  known  — a 
landmark  in  American  numismatics. 

Here  is  how  Dave  Bowers  described  the  coin  when  it  sold  in  the  Garrett  Sale  Part  2: 

"The  present  piece  was  struck,  in  our  estimation,  as  a  Proof.  There  are  some  minor  contact  marks  and  light  evidence  of  friction, 
so  the  piece  is  no  longer  perfect.  However,  the  original  sharpness  does  remain  as  nearly  all  of  the  original  Proof  surface.  Considering 
the  rarity  of  the  piece  and  the  extreme  difficulty  of  finding  pieces  in  any  grade,  this  piece  certainly  is  a  milestone  which  will  be  forever 
remembered  by  specialists  of  the  quarter  eagle  series."

2657  1834.  No  Motto.  Plain  4  in  date.  Small  head  variety.  Brilliant 

Proof  62+.  So-called  "small  head"  variety  with  the  date  away 
from  the  curls.  A  few  scattered  marks  (the  most  prominent 
one  being  on  the  reverse  beneath  the  T  of  STATES)  and  two 
small  rim  nicks  flanking  star  3.  The  devices  are  aglow  with 
mint  frost.  Against  them,  a  miles-deep  mirror  field  — so  deep  it 
is  almost  black  with  depth  — provides  a  stunning  backdrop. 
Such  cameo  contrast  is  an  endearing  trait  of  well  preserved 
United  States  gold  Proofs. 

Companion  piece  to  the  With  Motto  Proof  just  offered,  and 
a  rarity  in  its  own  right,  as  well!  Scholars  believe  upwards  of 
10  Proofs  are  known  to  exist,  with  the  assumption  being  they 
were  made  to  observe  the  changeover  to  Kneass's  new  type. 
The  law  authorizing  them  went  into  effect  August  1,  1834; 
therefore,  it  is  presumed  Proofs  were  made  around  that  time. 

In  redesigning  America's  Quarter  Eagle  denomination  to  conform 
with  the  new  Act  of  June  28,  1834  reducing  their  weight,  engraver 
William  Kneass,  for  reasons  which  may  have  had  to  do  with 
uniformity  of  design  in  all  denominations,  chose  to  copy  the  old 
John  Reich  "Classic  Head,"  first  seen  on  cents  of  1808-1814,  later 
on  half  cents,  1 825-36.  His  eagle  was  a  somewhat  modified  verson 
of  one  Reich  had  used  for  gold  coins  in  1807. 

The  flood  of  gold  deposits  anticipated  by  Mint  Director  Moore 
from  the  new  Act  of  1834  began  that  summer  and  increased  during 
the  next  two  years;  issues  of  quarter  eagles  (beginning  officially 
August  1)  exceeded  all  expectations,  according  to  Breen:  "From 
then  through  1839,  over  910,000  came  from  Philadelphia  bearing 
this  design,  plus  some  57,475  from  the  newly  built  Southern 
branches  at  Charlotte,  N.C.,  Dahlonega,  Ga.,  and  New  Orleans,  La., 
all  with  mintmark  above  date  (1838-39).  The  Philadelphia  total  for 
1834-36  alone  is  over  10  times  the  total  old-tenor  quarter-eagle 
coinage."  Proofs  were  made  in  very  limited  numbers.  And  only 
dignitaries  or  important  visitors  to  the  mint  received  them.  There 
was  no  collector  distribution  at  that  time,  nor  until  many  years 
thereafter. 


2658  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  One  of  several  frosty 

Uncirculated  examples  consigned  to  the  sale.  The  present  coin  has  an 
appealing  look  to  it  resulting  from  warm  golden  color  and  fresh,  never- 
been-cleaned  surfaces. 


2659  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Somewhat  prooflike  and 

therefore  showing  minor  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Notwithstanding  these, 
the  entire  coin  is  well  struck  and  presentable,  fit  for  any  choice  quality 
type  set. 


2660  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  A  lovely  example  that 

is  frosty  and  orange-gold  toned.  Liberty's  visage  is  much  nicer  than 
you  would  expect  for  Mint  State  60,  being  smooth  and  lustrous. 


2661  1836.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  lovely  example  that  is  fully 

struck,  shows  needle-sharp  stars,  and  is  bright  and  glistening. 
Liberty's  face  has  one  small  mark  on  it,  though  is  otherwise  frosty  and 
free  from  blemish.

2662  1839.  9  over  8.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  The  discovery  coin.  A  truly 

wonderful  early  Proof  U.S.  gold  piece  which  last  sold  in  our 
Buddy  Ebsen  sale  in  1987,  where  we  described  it  as  "A 
remarkable  Brilliant  Proof  specimen  exhibiting  a  needle-sharp 
strike  with  the  hair  so  sharp  that  Liberty  appears  to  have  just 
had  a  permanent.  The  stars  and  denticles  are  completely 
defined  and  needle-sharp  as  well.  Full  mirror  surfaces 
throughout,  including  the  area  within  the  vertical  stripes  on 
the  shield.  Light  hairlines  are  noted  from  cleaning  long  ago." 
According  to  Breen,  1839,  9  over  8  is  prohibitively  rare  in 
Uncirculated  condition,  and  only  3  proofs  are  known  to  him. 

Because  of  this  low  population,  the  coin  is  clearly  an 
underrated  Quarter  Eagle.  Auction  records  indicate  the  1839, 
9  over  8  is  nearly  as  rare  as  the  lower  mintage  1838-C  or  the 
1839-D,  9  over  8,  neither  of  which  is  known  in  Proof.  Having 
that  in  mind,  this  exciting  coin  ranks  in  a  class  by  itself  and 
may  well  set  a  record  price  for  the  type.

2663  1839-D.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Other  than  for  a  few 

faint  pin  scratches  in  the  obverse  field,  the  coin  is  fresh  and  lustrous, 
well  struck  and  a  joy  to  behold.  Kneass's  charming  design  is  here 
furthered  along  by  the  addition  of  Dahlonega  Mint's  desirable  "D" 
mintmark  between  the  truncation  of  Liberty's  neck  and  the  date.  Only 
13,674  of  these  were  minted. 

Although  PCGS  does  not  mention  it  on  their  holder,  all  1839-D  Quarter 
Eagles  have  the  9  in  the  date  cut  over  an  earlier  8.  After  digging  through  the 
Archives  like  a  mole  digging  through  your  wife’s  carrot  patch,  Breen  has 
unearthed  the  following  die  information:  "2  pairs  of  dies  shipped  Jan  10, 
only  one  obv.  used;  one  rev.  has  small  thin  claws,  letters  spaced  apart 
(heavily  lapped  die,  ill  Akers  { 1 9758} ,  p.41);  the  other  (ill.)  has  normal 
(heavy)  claws,  letters  more  closely  spaced.  Both  vars.  are  prohibitively  rare 
UNC."

2664  1841 .  Brilliant  Proof  60  +  .  One  of  the  Finest  Known.  Full  Proof  surfaces  and  delicate  contrast  between  devices  and  fields.  Light  signs 

of  handling  fail  to  detract  from  the  coin's  overall  appeal.  One  of  the  best  known  examples  of  this  famous  rarity. 

We  are  proud  to  present  another  American  gold  "classic,"  a  coin  that  has  earned  a  reputation  for  charm  and  rarity.  No  collection 
of  U.S.  Quarter  Eagles  is  complete  without  1841.  Yet,  with  only  12  or  15  accounted  for,  advanced  collectors  often  have  to  wait 
many  years  between  appearances.  And  even  when  an  1841  pops  up  (usually  at  auction),  five  times  out  of  10  it  has  been  well 
circulated  or  harshly  cleaned  or  is  defective  in  some  way.  Not  so  here!  No  indeed  — this  "Little  Princess"  lives  up  to  her  charming 
nickname.  She  is  trim  and  attractive,  well  centered  and  well  struck,  and  presents  herself  with  poise  and  dignity. 

Now,  there  is  some  question  whether  the  mint  made  any  business  strike  1841s.  Breen  implies  in  his  description  of  the  piece  that 
all  were  originally  made  as  Proofs.  In  his  enumeration  of  12  specimens  he  lists  certain  lower  grade  examples  in  Fine,  Very  Fine,  and 
other  worn  grades  without  identifying  them  as  business  strikes. 

David  Akers  straddles  the  issue  somewhat  in  saying  "Most  numismatists  and  cataloguers  feel  that  this  is  a  Proof-only  date  and 
that  all  known  specimens  were  originally  struck  in  Proof  for  inclusion  in  presentation  sets.  This  seems  unlikely  to  me  and  I  am  not 
convinced  that  the  1841  is  a  Proof-only  date.  First  of  all,  there  are  far  too  many  specimens  known  when  compared  to  other  Proof 
quarter  eagles  (or  Proof  gold  of  any  other  denomination)  of  the  same  period.  Fewer  than  five  Proofs  are  known  of  every  other  quarter 
eagle  from  1840  to  1848,  and  yet  I  would  estimate  that  at  least  12  and  possibly  as  many  as  15  1841s  are  known.  Only  a  few  of 
them  are  clearly  and  unequivocally  Proofs  (the  coin  offered  here  is  one)  .  .  .  Most  of  the  others  are  well  circulated  and,  in  fact,  grade 
from  Very  Good  to  Extremely  Fine." 

Countering  this  statement,  however,  he  goes  on  to  say  that  all’  pieces  may  indeed  have  been  struck  as  Proofs:  "All  known 
specimens  of  the  1841  were  apparently  struck  from  the  same  dies.  Some  pieces  are  obviously  Proofs.  This  would  normally  indicate 
that  they  were  all  struck  as  Proofs  since  I  know  of  no  other  non-Proof  gold  coins  of  any  denomination  or  date  that  were  struck  from 
the  same  dies  as  Proofs  of  the  same  year.” 

The  1841  remained  pretty  much  of  a  mystery  coin  in  the  early  days  of  coin  collecting.  Although  it  was  illustrated  on  a  plate  in  the 
first  book  published  in  America  for  coin  collectors  in  1842  by  Eckfeldt  and  DuBois,  A  Manual  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  of  All  Nations, 
Struck  Within  the  Past  Century,  it  received  only  scant  notice  between  then  and  1909.  James  Ross  Snowden's  A  Description  of 
Ancient  and  Modern  Coins  in  the  Cabinet  Collection  at  the  Mint  of  the  United  States,  published  in  1  860  even  goes  so  far  as  to  assume 
that  1841  Quarter  Eagles  were  made  as  "patterns"  (unless  he  was  referring  to  the  fact  they  were  issued  only  as  Proofs  and  none 
were  made  for  circulation).  Still  and  all,  the  1841  "Little  Princess"  remained  unknown  to  collectors  outside  the  Mint  Cabinet  until 
Edgar  Adams  publicized  the  date  in  1909. 

What  this  delightful  Proof  specimen  brings  is  up  to  you.  The  cultivated  collector  will  quickly  see  this  as  a  wonderful  opportunity 
to  acquire  onne  of  the  nicest  1841's  available;  a  coin  that  retains  its  mirror  polish  and  two-tone  contrast  better  than  the  majority  of 
specimens  offered  at  wide  intervals.  America's  one  and  only  "Little  Priness"  coin! 


RARE  MINT  STATE  1843  C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2665  1843  C.  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Very  few  of 

the  typically  seen  handling  marks  for  this  grade;  moreover,  the 
devices  are  well  struck  and  lustrous.  And  because  this  is  a 
Charlotte  Mint  piece  it  carries  with  it  added  charm  for 
numismatists;  a  charm  which  bring  to  mind  a  bygone  era  in 
American  history  when  old  Southern  plantations  were  the 
center  of  a  laid-back  agrarian  economy  and  the  slavery 
mechanism,  while  still  firmly  functioning,  was  nonetheless 
experiencing  the  first  grits  of  sand  in  its  gearbox.  The  South 
was  probably  90%  rural  in  1843.  Consequently,  there  were 
probably  few  if  any  "coin  collectors"  around  to  save  a  brand 
new  Charlotte  Quarter  Eagle.  It  was  only  through  blind  luck 
that  this  coin  survives.  Which  is  why  a  glance  through  NGC  s 
Census  Report  shows  there  have  been  only  this  single  Mint 
State  63  example  graded,  with  none  higher. 


2666  1845.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  The  year  1845  is  not  one  you 

commonly  see  in  Mint  State  condition— far  from  it.  And  this  one  is  a 
charmer  with  its  smooth  surfaces  and  above-average  strike.  Only 
91,051  pieces  were  struck,  of  which  PCGS  has  graded  3  this  high,  and 
none  higher.

2667  1846.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Cameo.  The  Eliasberg  Specimen. 

Variety  with  recut  date.  A  glittering,  two  tone  coin  which  is 
very  attractive.  Only  four  specimens  are  listed  by  Breen  in  his 
monumental  encyclopedia,  including  one  piece  permanently 
ensconced  in  the  collection  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and 
another  for  all  intents  and  purposes  "off  the  market"  in  a 
major  New  York  state  collection.  The  ANS  has  a  third. 
Therefore,  this  is  the  only  one  available  to  collectors!  Dave 
Akers  was  able  to  trace  the  auction  appearance  of  just  one 
coin,  the  piece  offered  here. 

And  it  goes  without  saying  the  desirability  of  this  Proof  is 
further  enhanced  by  the  relative  unavailability  of  business 
strikes  in  higher  grade.  Here's  an  item  that  will  forever  be  a 
landmark  offering.

2668  1847-C.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  splendid  example  featuring 

striated  lustre  characteristic  of  full  Mint  State  gold  pieces  from  the 
1840's.  The  strike  on  this  Charlotte  Mint  piece  is  as  sharp  as  any  seen 
on  a  Philadelphia  Mint  coin;  which  means  that  it  is  sharp.  Akers 
considers  1847-C  the  most  common  Charlotte  Quarter  Eagle,  but  then 
lists  only  10  in  Uncirculated  grade  (some  of  which  may  be 
duplications).  So  it  may  actually  be  underrated  in  this  condition. 
Certainly,  PCGS's  October  1990  population  of  1  Mint  State  62  and 
2  higher  seems  to  confirm  this  assumption.  We  recommend  that 
prospective  bidders  examine  the  coin  carefully.  Since  if  you  do,  you 
will  see  how  nice  it  is  and  increase  your  bids  as  a  result. 


EXCITING  1848  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE

2669  1848.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  Bold  detail  and  light  two  tone  contrast 

between  the  devices  and  mirrored  background.  A  small  frosty 
area  below  Liberty's  hair  bun  can  be  used  for  future 
identification.  Any  hairlines  are  faint  and  widely  scattered,  and 
none  of  them  take  away  from  the  coin's  sharp  appearance  as 
an  extremely  rare  early  American  Proof. 

When  one  considers  that  even  business  strikes  are  as 
scarce,  the  significance  of  this  Proof  expands  immensely. 
Breen  lists  four  examples: 

1.  Mint,  SI. 

2.  Woodin,  Boyd,  "Melish,"  pvt.  coll. 

3.  Davis-Graves,  Tex  coll.,  Davies-Niewoehner:495, 
$60,000. 

4.  Pvt.  coll,  impaired. 

Two  or  three  others  have  also  been  reported. 

Proofs  of  1 848  have  a  tiny  die  chip  on  Liberty's  neck  which  shows 
up  as  a  raised  dimple;  also,  the  final  8  is  midway  between  truncation 
and  border  (on  business  strikes  the  final  8  is  nearer  truncation  and 
a  line  slants  up  to  1 ). 


2670  1848.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Although  overshadowed 

by  its  "CAL."  cousin,  1848  is  an  elusive  coin  in  its  own  right.  Its 
mintage  was  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  series  (7,497),  while  survival 
rates  in  high  grade  are  hit-or-miss.  Breen  considers  the  date  Extremely 
Rare  in  About  Uncirculated  condition.

2671  1848  CAL.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  exceptionally 

choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  example  of  America's  most 
storied  Quarter  Eagle  from  the  1840's.  Rarely  does  this  historic 
coin  display  such  needle-sharp  detail  as  this  one  does;  not  only 
is  Liberty's  cheek  nearly  perfect,  not  only  is  this  one  of  the 
most  gorgeous  CAL  Quarter  Eagles  you  will  ever  see  offered, 
but  because  the  fields  have  semi-prooflike  reflectiveness,  they 
act  as  a  background  for  the  lightly  frosted  devices.  How's  that 
for  an  unusual  happenstance?  Two  tone  contrast  on  a  CAL 
1848!  Such  two  tone  contrast  is  rare  enough  on  a  business 
strike.  Adding  even  more  weight  to  the  coin's  abundant  charms 
is  its  census  in  Mint  State  63.  As  of  October  1990,  NGC  had 
graded  2,  with  4  higher,  while  PCGS  had  graded  1  Mint  State 
63  and  2  higher. 

Therefore,  for  those  collectors  searching  out  the  finest, 
rarest,  prettiest,  and  most  significant  American  classics  in  the 
rare  coin  field,  you  have  before  you  in  this  single  coin  a 
confluence  of  stunning  attributes  seldom  seen  and  even  more 
rarely  available  at  auction.  We  suggest  a  liberal  bid  to  ensure 
this  handsome  coin  finds  a  home  in  your  collection. 

The  tiny  letters  CAL.  were  punched  into  the  field  above  the  eagle 
to  designate  that  these  coins  were  minted  from  the  first  gold  sent 
to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  California's  gold  fields.  Breen  says  that 
''In  1848,  some  230  oz.  of  native  bullion  from  the  new  California 
bonanzas  came  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  Secretary  of  War 
William  L.  Marcy,  who  had  received  them  from  Col.  R.B  Mason, 
then  Military  Governor  of  California.  Marcy  instructed  Mint  Director 
Robert  Maskell  Patterson  to  have  the  gold  coined  into  specially 
marked  quarter  eagles,  over  and  above  the  amount  needed  for  the 
Congressional  medals  just  authorized  for  Gens.  Zachary  Taylor  and 
Winfield  'Old  Fuss  and  Feathers'  Scott.  These  orders  yielded  some 
11,3891,  Dec.  1848,  each  one  counterstamped  CAL.  above  eagle; 
survivors  have  become  highly  coveted  rarities."

1848  D.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Low  mintage  for 
1848-D  of  13,771.  Because  this  particular  example  retains  more  than 
50%  of  its  original  mint  bloom,  it  provides  an  unusual  opportunity  for 
some  astute  numismatist  who  recognizes  its  true  value.

2673  1856.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Only  two  known.  With  leanings 

toward  the  high  end  of  its  grade  classification  because  it  is  so 
bright  and  fresh,  and  because  its  cameo  effect  is  stunning. 
Every  device  is  needle-sharp,  including  all  13  stars,  Liberty's 
hair  curls,  and  the  eagle's  tiny  wing  and  leg  feathers  — these 
being  ample  evidence  of  the  extra  care  taken  in  striking  the 
coin.  In  brief,  the  coin  is  gorgeous. 

And  speaking  of  brief,  its  known  population  is  just  about  as 
brief  as  they  come;  2  reported.  This  is  the  Eliasberg  specimen. 
The  other  coin  listed  by  Breen  appeared  in  the  Reimers, 
Newcomer,  Boyd,  "Memorable,"  Wolfson,  and  Ullmer 
collections.  As  Dave  Bowers  said  in  his  description  of  the  coin 
in  1982: 

"Whatever  price  is  paid  for  this  coin  it  will  be  a  bargain,  for 
once  sold,  a  bid  of  five  times  the  amount  would  not  readily 
secure  a  duplicate.  A  condition  classic;  an  item  for  the 
connoisseur."

1873.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  One  of  only  2  so  graded  with 
none  graded  higher  by  PCGS  and  a  scant  3  graded  a  notch 
below,  this  represents  the  total  population  of  this  rare  date  that 
have  waltzed  with  the  graders  of  PCGS.  Any  why  so  rare  you 
ask?  Well,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  squeezed  off  25  coins  in  proof 
to  supply  the  raging  demand  of  collectors  during  1873.  For  the 
public  at  large  was  experiencing  yet  another  protracted 
contraction,  or  panic,  as  they  were  so  named  by  the 
governmental  statisticians  of  the  day.  For  business  was  tailing 
off,  sales  were  down,  bankruptcies  were  up,  and  what  money 
there  was  became  very  near  and  dear  to  the  few  souls  who  still 
had  any.  Flence,  little  was  left  for  the  extravagance  of  Proof 
Quarter  Eagle.  In  fact,  soon  after  they  were  struck,  it  seems 
likely  that  a  majority  of  the  25  carefully  produced  little  jewels 
soon  found  their  way  to  circulation,  spent  by  their  would-be 
keepers  as  the  money  panic  grew  into  a  general  conflagration. 
So,  there  you  have  it.  Perhaps  a  dozen  or  so  are  known  that 
retain  some  measure  of  their  original  glitter.  A  meager  dozen 
to  represent  the  entire  year  of  1873.  Of  those,  this  one  is 
certainly  one  of  the  best,  and  very  likely  tied  for  the  Finest 
Known.  NGC,  for  its  part,  has  only  graded  2  coins  in  lower 
grade.  The  fields  reveal  some  light  toning,  attesting  to  the 
undisturbed  nature  of  the  coin.  And,  of  course,  the  PCGS 
grade  says  it  all.  Proof  64.

HISTORIC  1875  QUARTER  EAGLE

2675  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Strong  cameo  contrast.  Barring  a  few 

minor  hairlines  this  example  nudges  into  the  gem  category  on 
many  fronts.  As  we  said,  its  cameo  contrast  is  something  else 
again:  rich  frosting  on  the  devices  (much  more  so  than  is  usual 
for  the  period)  is  complemented  by  and  enhances  the  deep 
mirror  field.  The  rims  have  characteristic  Proof  wire  edges. 

Of  all  Quarter  Eagle  dates  1875  comes  just  after  1863  in 
terms  of  the  respect  accorded  to  issues  of  this  type  produced 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  19th  Century.  There  were  20 
Proofs  struck.  Our  observation  is  that  perhaps  10  survive.  This 
alone  would  make  the  issue  an  incredible  rarity— along  with 
several  other  dates  of  which  only  a  few  Proofs  are  known, 
such  as  the  1834's,  1839,  1841,  1846,  and  1848  just  offered. 
However,  the  fame  accorded  to  1875  arises  because  of  its 
connection  with  business  strikes.  While  not  a  Proof-only  issue, 
1875  certainly  comes  close,  since  only  400  pieces  were  made 
for  circulation.  Why  400  pieces  and  no  more?  No  one  seems 
to  know;  the  reason  may  be  lost  to  history,  as  was  why  400 
Gold  Dollars  were  also  struck  along  with  20  Proofs. 

A  perusal  of  mintage  figures  reveals  only  one  other  Quarter 
Eagle  with  a  lower  production  number,  1854-S.  No  one  can 
honestly  deny  that  all  other  Proof  gold  coins  of  1875  are  rare, 
with  the  Gold  Dollar  being  a  major  rarity  and  the  $3  piece 
having  legendary  status  along  with  the  Half  Eagle  and  Eagle. 

A  marvelous  example  of  a  very  famous  coin.  What  more 
could  be  asked?

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2677  1877.  Mint  State  63.  Prooflike.  A  sparkling  example  from  this 
interesting  period  in  our  history.  The  1870s  were  called  the  Age  of  the 
Robber  Barons  by  those  who  considered  the  primordial  grasping  for 
money  and  power  by  America's  industrialists  akin  to  piracy.  Gold 
pieces  like  this  1877  helped  to  “grease"  the  wheels  of  commerce  in 
those  days,  and  are  a  stunning  reminder  of  days  long  forgotten  by 
most. 

Small  mintage  for  1877:  1,632  business  strikes  +  20  Proofs. 

2678  1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Pinkish  gold  planchet  and 
abundant  mint  frostiness. 


GLITTERING  PROOF  1893  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2682  1893.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Especially  bright  and  glittering,  with 

satisfying  cameo  contrast  between  fields  and  devices.  The  cheek  is 
immaculate.  Proof  mintage  for  1893  was  106.  PCGS  census  for  the 
grade  is  4,  with  7  higher.

1884.  Mint  State  63.  Prooflike.  Another  sharp  Quarter  Eagle  having  a 
very,  very  low  mintage  total:  1,950  business  strikes.  Few  choice 
Uncirculated  specimens  exist,  so  do  not  pass  up  an  opportunity  to  bid 
on  this  handsome  Mint  State  63.

War  I. 

In  this  period  the  best  known  rarities  are  some  of  the  Matte 
Proofs:  ultrasharp  medallic  impressions,  struck  twice  or  more  from 
the  dies  and  given  special  finishes  for  collectors.  These  are  much 
sharper  in  central  detail  than  are  business  strikes,  and  their  borders 
and  lettering  are  noticeably  squared  off.  often  with  pronounced 
sharp  knife  edge.  Many  were  mistakenly  spent. 
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2717  1908.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  well  struck  specimen  that 

features  a  bold  strike  on  the  Indian  and  eagle  as  well  as  satiny  smooth 
lustre  throughout.  Well  within  the  gem  class  and  deserving  of  a  home 
in  a  first  class  set. 


CHOICE  PROOF  1909  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2718  1909.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  This  coin,  with  its  charming  Roman 

Gold  finish,  gives  the  surfaces  a  smooth,  velvety  look  that  is  further 
enhanced  by  orangish  gold  toning.  As  befits  a  Proof,  everything  is 
needle-sharp,  including  the  tiniest  feathers,  wing  tips  and  star  points. 
One  of  but  139  struck  in  Proof,  and,  under  normal  market  conditions, 
scarcely  found  at  all.

2719  1910.  Matte  Proof  63.  Or,  more  properly,  “Roman  Finish" 

Proof,  since  this  is  the  adopted  name  for  the  finish  applied  to 
1909  and  1910  Proofs,  as  opposed  to  the  deeper,  duller  matte 
texture  seen  on  other  dates  in  the  Indian  head  run.  Putting  the 
results  in  a  word,  this  1910  is  beautiful.  All  of  the  engraver's 
craftsmanship  and  all  of  the  designer's  genius  is  proudly 
displayed  in  the  Indian's  composed  face  and  in  the  eagle's 
defiant  pose.  What  more  could  a  student  of  numismatics  ask 
for  than  this? 


GEM  MATTE  PROOF  1914 


2720  1914.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Superb.  Yes,  this  piece  is  superb 

in  every  way,  shape  or  form;  from  center  to  periphery  the 
matte  surface  is  fresh  and  undisturbed.  There  are  no  marks; 
nor  are  there  any  hairlines  to  catch  your  eye,  just  smooth- 
textured  brownish  gold.  Of  117  Proofs  minted  in  1914,  barely 
10%  retain  their  freshness,  their  originality,  like  this  one  does. 
And  because  it  is  so  nice,  we  recommend  it  to  any  collector 
advanced  enough  to  understand  its  golden  mystique  in  the 
numismatic  scheme  of  things. 


ALLURING  1915  MATTE  PROOF 


2721  1915.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Lighter  in  texture  than  the 

1908's.  Apparently  the  mint  varied  its  "matting”  technique 
from  issue  to  issue.  Breen  suggests  these  received  their 
uniformly  granular  or  dull  matte  surface  at  the  time  they  were 
struck  at  the  Mint  by  pickling  the  planchet  in  acid  (a  European 
technique  adopted  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1907,  but 
abandoned  before  1936). 


HANDSOME  1915  MATTE  PROOF 


2722  1915.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  matte  texture  like  that 

found  on  1908  and  1911,  and  darker  than  the  PCGS  Proof  65 
offered  a  moment  ago.  Surfaces  are  outstanding.  And  the 
strike  is  needle-sharp  throughout.  View  one  of  these  under  a 
low  power  magnifying  glass  and  you  will  be  amazed  at  its  vivid 
detail  and  graceful  appearance.  Matte  Proofs  are  America's 
noblest  gold  coin  rarities.

1926.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Bright  and  attractive,  and  sporting 
orange-gold  toning.  Almost  everyone  will  agree  this  is  an  outstanding 
Gem.

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2725  1854.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Bright  mint  lustre  compares 

favorably  with  examples  much  higher  up  the  grading  scale.  And  of 
equal  merit  are  the  coin's  two  main  devices,  Liberty's  head  and  the 
reverse  wreath,  for  both  of  these  are  as  bold  as  any  seen  on  a  gem 
specimen,  with  no  weak  areas  to  mar  the  coin's  value. 


2726  1854.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Companion  piece  to  the  Mint  State 

62  just  offered,  and  a  well  struck,  frosty  coin  in  its  own  right.  Liberty's 
cheek  is  particularly  nice  here,  for  she  has  no  unsightly  marks  to 
blemish  her  golden  blush. 


RARE  1854-D  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


2727  1854-D.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Above-average  strike  for  the  issue 

with  only  the  denticles  being  weak,  and  this  is  usual  on  90%  of  the 
specimens  seen.  There  are  no  nicks  or  scratches  to  impair  the  coin's 
value.  Dahlonega  Mint  struck  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces  in  1854  and 
then  ceased  minting  the  denomination;  just  1,120  pieces  were  made, 
however,  of  which  perhaps  100  or  so  remain  today.  Very  Fine  and 
Extremely  Fine  grades  are  typical. 


FAMOUS  1857  PROOF  $3  GOLD

2728  1857.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  You  do  not  need  a 

magnifying  glass  to  see  this  is  a  high  quality  coin.  It  is  well 
made  and  had  deep  reflective  fields  which  are  hairline-free.  A 
small  mint  made  lint  mark  is  seen  on  the  chin,  and  another 
above  the  3  on  reverse.  However,  these  are  overshadowed  by 
the  first  thing  which  hits  your  eye:  the  striking  beauty  of  the 
frosted  devices.  NGC's  terse  "CAM”  label  could  be 
lengthened  to  read  MAGNIFICENT  CAMEO  APPEARANCE,  for 
it  is  all  that  and  then  some.  As  with  other  early  date  U.S.  gold 
Proofs  it  it  is  unknown  how  many  Proof  1857's  were  made. 
Our  guess  is  from  6  to  8  pieces  (one  of  which  is  impounded 
in  the  Smithsonian).  We  find  it  hard  to  believe  that  a  finer  piece 
exists  or  will  be  offered  in  years  to  come.  So  take  heed  when 
you  consider  bidding.

2729  1857.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  Strong  cameo  contrast.  The  devices, 

being  well  frosted,  give  the  entire  coin  a  charming  appearance, 
an  appearance  of  having  been  carefully  made  in  the  first  place 
and  thereafter  carefully  preserved  down  to  today.  Had  this 
been  a  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece  from  the  1870's  or  1880's  its 
splendid  aspect  would  recommend  itself  to  you.  But  it  is  more 
than  this.  It  is  one  of  the  keys  to  the  set  should  you  be  a 
specialist  in  the  series.  For  without  a  doubt,  a  Proof  1857  is  not 
an  everyday  occurrence;  far  from  it.  Instead,  we  can  liken  the 
appearance  of  a  Proof  to  an  event! 

Rare  coinage  expert  Walter  Breen  knew  of  5  specimens, 
which  is  par  for  the  course  since  Proofs  were  generally 
unavailable  to  collectors  until  the  next  year’s  issue  (1858). 
From  a  standpoint  of  quality,  this  one  surely  ranks  among  the 
finest  known.  Therefore,  if  you  are  fortunate  to  be  this  coin's 
successful  new  owner,  your  collection  will  have  its  prestige 
value  increased  by  a  quantum  leap  through  owning  it. 


2730  1860-S.  ANA  cachet  About  Uncirculated  55.  Excellent  surfaces  and 

abundant  mint  lustre  for  the  grade.  Everything  is  as  sharp  as  a  tack, 
including  Liberty's  hair  waves  and  the  wreath.  About  the  only  sign  of 
weakness  is  on  the  bow.  The  mint  struck  7,000  Three  Dollar  gold 
pieces,  but  after  melting  some,  there  were  a  net  4,408  issued.  Few 
remain  as  frosty  and  original  as  this  one. 

Breen  reveals  why  some  were  melted:  "In  all  (7,0001,  of  which  2,592 
were  found  lightweight  and  remained  unissued  until  Dec.  1869  when  they 
were  melted  for  recoinage  into  other  denominations.”  Why  wait  until  1869? 
Why  not  melt  them  immediately?

A  stunningly  beautiful  1861  having 
slightly  two  tone  frost  between  Liberty  (frostier)  and  the  field  around 
here  (which  is  more  lustrous).  The  effect  this  make  is  unusually 
beautiful.  Also  beautiful  is  her  cheek,  which  is  free  from  marks.  1861 
saw  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece  mintage  limited  to  6,072  pieces.

2732  1862.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Strong  cameo  contrast.  And 


extremely  bright  mint  bloom  it  is,  we  might  also  add.  The  fact 
is,  the  coin  looks  like  it  left  the  mint  only  yesterday,  since 
everything  is  vibrant  and  "alive"  as  it  were.  Early  Proof  Three 
Dollar  Gold  pieces  were  minted  in  very  limited  numbers. 
Although  collectors  were  then  able  to  purchase  specimens 
direct  from  the  mint  (sales  officially  began  in  1858),  few  had 
the  foresight  to  buy,  so  few  pieces  were  struck  off.  An 
indication  of  this  is  seen  in  1862's  minuscule  mintage  figure: 
only  35  Proofs! 

Fortunately  for  bidders,  this  is  a  dandy  specimen.  It  is  a  coin 
that  could  easily  fit  into  a  gem  set  and  feel  right  at  home.  So 
bid  accordingly  and  enjoy  your  new  ownership. 

Breen  suggests  the  number  extant  at  between  15  and  20.  Ail 
were  minted  on  February  16,  1862  from  a  single  pair  of  dies,  the 
obverse  having  been  used  earlier  in  1861  and  the  reverse  having  the 
date  to  left  and  the  6  not  beyond  the  second  L  in  DOLLARS. 


BEAUTIFUL  CAMEO  PROOF  1864 


2733  1864.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  A  sparkling  beautiful 

coin  that  is  as  fresh  as  the  day  it  was  struck.  Its  cameo  effect 
is  strong  here,  while  the  fields  have  an  endearing  orange  peel 
texture  typical  of  well  made  gold  Proofs.  Mintage  was  limited 
to  50  pieces  in  1864;  not  surprisingly,  then,  this  is  the  only 
piece  graded  by  NGC.  In  olden  days,  say,  in  1979,  no  one 
would  have  demurred  if  you  had  called  this  a  "Spectacular 
Cameo  Gem"  etc.  After  all,  it  is  superb.  Notwithstanding,  in 
today's  more  scientific  environment,  the  best  NGC  could  see 
fit  to  call  it  was  an  uninspiring,  unadjectival  "Pr64  Cam." 
Perhaps  you  should  examine  this  one  for  yourself  and  see  as 
we  did  that  it  is  a  gorgeous  coin! 


EXCEPTIONALLY  NICE  1865  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD

2734  1865.  Original,  with  low,  level  date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

64.  This  is  most  probably  the  Finest  Known  specimen.  Not 
only  is  it  extremely  well  struck  in  the  centers,  but  it  also  has 
partial  knife  rims.  A  mix  of  satin  and  somewhat  prooflike  lustre 
is  enhanced  by  magnificent  orange  gold  toning  which  deepens 
to  a  pale  coppery  shade  in  areas.  The  surfaces  are  especially 
clean,  with  a  virtual  absence  of  marks.  1865  is  extremely  rare 
in  any  condition  as  only  1,140  business  strikes  were  coined. 
We  believe  that  only  75  pieces  or  so  are  known  in  all  grades, 
most  of  which,  though,  are  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  only  four  strictly  Uncirculated  examples  are 
known,  one  of  which  barely  qualifies  as  such.  This  is  the 
highest  graded  by  either  service,  with  little  chance  of  a  better 
one  now  appearing. 


LEGENDARY  1875  $3  GOLD

2735  1875.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  The  Garrett  Specimen.  Only  a 

few  faint  hairlines  away  from  being  a  full-fledged  gem. 
Liberty's  portrait  received  a  light  dusting  of  frost  at  the  time 
the  dies  were  prepared,  thus  rendering  her  in  satiny  relief  on 
the  finished  product.  The  wreath,  too,  was  delicately  frosted. 
Best  of  all,  both  the  devices  are  razor-sharp;  there  are  no  areas 
of  weakness  seen  anywhere. 

This  is  the  famous  Garrett  Specimen  sold  by  Stack's  in  1976 
(Lot  455)  where  it  realized  $91,000  when  common  date  gems 
were  bringing  $5,000  to  $6,000.  As  Norman  Stack  said  then, 
this  piece  is  "superb  with  the  usual  halo'  effect  about  the 
head."  It  has  beautiful  light  to  medium  orange  gold  toning  with 
just  a  trace  of  the  light  haze  that  is  so  common  to  original, 
uncleaned  gold  Proofs  of  this  era. 

Next  to  the  legendary  1870-S  Three  Dollar  gold  piece  now 
in  the  Harry  Bass  Jr.  collection,  1875  is  the  most  desirable  and 
valuable  Three  dollar  gold  piece.  Mint  records  indicate  that 
only  20  Proofs  of  this  date  were  issued.  More  importantly, 
there  were  no  business  strikes  made.  This  probably  accounts 
for  the  date’s  extreme  popularity  and  rarity.  T.  Harrison  Garrett 
purchased  this  coin  from  W.  Elliott  Woodward  in  1883  and  it 
resided  in  his  collection  Hater  the  property  of  his  son  who  later 
willed  it  to  the  Johns  Hopkins  University),  for  the  next  93 
years.  Prior  to  Garrett  obtaining  the  piece,  it  had  been  a  part 
of  the  Ely  Collection. 
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WELL  RESPECTED  1876  $3  GOLD 


2736  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  beautiful,  original  example 

with  rich  golden  color  and  near  gem  surfaces.  As  on  all  known 
specimens  of  this  prized  Proof-only  issue,  there  is  some  mint- 
made  roughness  appearing  as  an  aura  around  Liberty's  head. 
Despite  this,  the  fields  are  fully  reflective  and  pristine  with  the 
only  negative  being  a  tiny  coppery  spot  on  the  headdress.  In 
sum,  there  were  45  Proofs  made.  Of  these,  we  believe  that  25 
or  so  still  exist  and  perhaps  as  many  as  12  are  either  impaired, 
impounded,  or  impossible  to  buy  (off  the  market),  leaving  few 
for  true  collectors  to  compete  over.  Consequently,  PCGS  has 
graded  only  9  in  all,  including  3  in  this  condition.  Which  places 
its  high  in  the  Condition  Census.

As  the  first  of  more  than  a 
dozen  Mint  State  1878's  in  this  group,  we  would  also  like  to  inform 
you  that  it  is  at  the  upper  end  of  its  grade  range  in  terms  of  strike, 
lustre  and  color.

2739  1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Characteristic  "rolling"  lustre. 

Because  of  the  way  Liberty's  head  is  oriented  to  the  reverse  wreath, 
and  because  the  $3  denomination  was  struck  on  a  thinner,  broader 
planchet  than  normal  for  a  gold  piece  of  this  weight,  the  resulting 
lustre  seems  to  sparkle  and  glow  with  unusual  radiance  when  held  and 
turned  under  a  light.  The  coin  offered  here  shows  this  effect 
beautifully;  which  of  course  means  that  it  was  handled  with  tender 
loving  care  ever  since  the  day  it  was  made.

over  into  the  gem  category  in  the  cheek  department  as  well  as  for 
overall  mint  bloom!  If  you  desire  top  end  pieces  for  your  holdings, 
consider  bidding  on  the  present  coin. 


2741  1878.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Especially  vibrant  mint  lustre  here, 

with  an  extra  flashy  portrait  on  Liberty  and  bold  detail  throughout. 
Would  make  an  ideal  second  choice  if  you  were  outbid  on  the  Mint 
State  65  offered  a  moment  ago. 


2742  1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Frosty  and  bright,  well  struck  and 

very  attractive.

2754  1880.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  and  lustrous,  with  lots 

of  sparkle  and  no  detractions. 

Read  what  Breen  has  to  say  about  this  denomination's  genesis: 

"When  the  Act  of  March  3,  1945  authorized  issue  of  postage  stamps,  it 
fixed  the  local  prepaid  letter  rate  at  5c.  The  very  same  Act  of  March  3,  1851 
which  authorized  Sen.  D.S.  Dickinson's  base  silver  3c  as  part  of  the  currency 
also  reduced  the  letter  rate  to  3c.  Congressmen  appeared  to  believe 
(following  the  faulty  reasoning  of  Mint  Director  Robert  Maskell  Patterson) 
that  the  main  purpose  of  the  new  3c  piece  would  be  to  buy  postage  stamps 
without  using  the  unpopular,  heavy,  and  often  filthy  copper  cents. 
Accordingly,  the  Mint  Act  of  Feb.  21,  1853,  best  known  for  authorizing 
lightweight  silver  coinage  with  arrows  at  date,  also  included  a  fine-print 
clause  authorizing  issue  of  a  $3  gold  coin,  to  weight  77.4  grs.  at  900  Fine, 
for  uniformity  with  other  current  gold  pieces.  Congressmen  believed  that  this 
coin  would  be  convenient  for  exchange  for  rolls  or  small  bags  of  silver  3c 
pieces,  and  for  buying  sheets  of  3c  stamps  — always  bypassing  use  of  copper 
cents." 


1878.  Mint  State  62.  Satiny  mint  lustre  on  both  obverse  and  reverse, 
plus  a  cheek  on  Liberty  far  out  of  the  ordinary  in  being  nearly 
completely  free  from  blemishes.  Perfect  for  a  type  set  collector. 


1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61. 


2755  1880.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  handsome  coin  in  every  way, 

down  to  and  including:  razor-sharp  devices,  warm  yellow-gold  lustre, 
and  frosty  cheek  on  Liberty.  Mint  records  show  1880's  mintage  as 
1,000  business  strikes,  36  Proofs,  both  of  which  place  the  date  high 
up  the  rarity  scale. 

James  B.  Longacre  submitted  two  designs  for  this  denomination  to  Mint 
Director  Pettit:  relief  models  of  the  approved  one  followed  shortly,  according 
to  Breen:  "Its  so-called  'Indian  Princess'  head,  so  far  from  attempting  to 
depict  any  Native  American,  is  still  another  avatar  of  the  Greco-Roman  Venus 
Accroupie  profile  which  had  already  served  Longacre  for  the  gold  dollar  and 
double  eagle,  though  with  a  feathered  headdress  supposed  to  emphasize 
'national  character.' 


1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61. 
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MAGNIFICENT  1882  CAMEO  PROOF

2756  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  pinkish  gold  color  and 

remarkably  rich  cameo  frost  on  the  devices.  Because  the  fields 
are  equally  remarkable  in  their  depth,  the  make  a  wonderful 
backdrop  to  the  devices,  rendering  them  in  cameo  relief.  It 
goes  without  saying  Liberty's  bust  is  pristine  and  unsullied. 
And  it  should  also  go  without  saying  for  those  who  enjoy  low 
census  U.S.  gold  that  1882  in  this  condition  is  very  rare.  PCGS 
has  graded  2  so  far,  with  none  higher.  Moreover,  among  Three 
Dollar  gold  Proofs,  1882  has  one  of  the  lowest  Proof 
populations  in  the  series.  Originally,  76  were  made. 


2757  1882.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  frosty  example  of  this  scarce 

issue.  Liberty's  face  is  nice  and  frosty,  blemish-free  and  delightful. 
Best  of  all,  1882  has  one  of  the  lower  mintages  in  the  series  at  1,576. 


2758  1887.  Mint  State  63.  A  lovely  example  of  this  late-date  Three  Dollar 

gold  issue.  Surfaces  are  especially  satiny,  while  Liberty's  cheek  is 
plainly  above-average  for  the  grade  assigned.  In  many  ways  the  coin 
fits  into  the  next  higher  category.  Business  strike  mintage  for  1887 
came  in  at  an  even  6,000  pieces.  However,  since  these  were  issued 
near  the  tail  end  of  the  series,  soon  thereafter  the  Treasury  began 
redeeming  the  denomination  and  melting  them  down.  We  would 
hazard  a  guess  that  less  than  25%  of  the  original  mintage  exists 
today— in  all  grades,  Mint  State  or  circulated. 


2759  1887.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Minimal  state  for  an  Uncirculated 

specimen;  a  coin  with  unusual  bright  yellow  gold  color. 


2760  1888.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  The  year  1888  finds  the  general 

economy  well  off,  the  free  land  grab  in  the  West  was  drawing  to  a 
close  and  business  fared  well.  Business  was  booming  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  too,  as  291  orders  were  received  for  Proof  Three 
Dollar  Gold  pieces,  in  fact,  although  it  was  not  known  at  the  time,  this 
would  remain  the  high  water  mark  for  Proof  coin  production  in  any 
given  year  of  these  interesting  pieces.  This  one  clearly  received  more 
attention  than  the  majority,  for  it  is  up  on  the  top  of  the  heap,  well 
within  the  top  10%  of  the  survivors.  The  fields  are  unsullied  by 
handling,  and  the  frost  is  piled  high  on  the  devices.  If  you  have  been 
searching  for  such  a  coin,  then  be  sure  to  examine  this  tiny  bauble. 


2761  1888.  Mint  State  63.  Some  light  hairlines.  The  fields  are  bagmark-free 

and  thus  retain  their  mint  bloom  in  all  its  splendor.  Moreover,  because 
this  is  an  1888  issue,  it  had  a  very  low  mintage  total:  5,000  business 
strikes  and  291  Proofs.  Since  the  Mint  ceased  coining  Three  Dollar 
pieces  after  1889,  it  is  safe  to  assume  many  1888's  soon  found  their 
way  to  the  melting  furnace,  leaving  a  smaller  number  outstanding  than 
the  5,000  figure  would  suggest. 


2762  1888.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  An  attractive  specimen  that  has 

acquired  orange  toning  around  the  periphery,  leaving  the  centers  deep 
yellow  gold.  Liberty's  profile  is  splendid. 

"Limited  mintages  were  the  rule  from  1854  until  the  denomination  was 
abolished  by  the  Act  of  Sept.  25,  1890,"  according  to  Breen.  "For  many  of 
these  years  the  majority  of  survivors  originated  as  proofs  for  collectors, 
though  many  were  either  spent  or  kept  as  pocket  pieces  by  later  owners  so 
their  proof  status  is  obscured.  But  the  result  was  a  large  number  of  coveted 
rarities  and  heavy  collector  demand  for  proofs  of  some  years,  followed  by 
limited  issues  of  restrikes  of  1865,  1873,  1875,  and  possibly  other  dates." 
Only  5,000  business  strikes  were  made  in  1888. 


2763  1888.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Bright  and  lustrous,  well  struck, 

and  showing  a  minimum  of  marks. 


2764  1888.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Deep  reddish  brown  toning  hugs 

the  rim  and  slips  into  some  of  the  lettering  on  obverse.  The  strike  is 
excellent  for  1888,  as  is  Liberty's  cheek. 
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2765  1888.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Lustre  is  slightly  disturbed  by 

hairlines  and  other  minor  contact. 


ATTRACTIVE  PROOF  1889  $3  GOLD 


2766  1889.  PCGS  graded  F'roof  64.  A  beautiful  specimen  having  rich  two 

tone  effect.  The  portrait  and  wreath  are  bright,  nicely  frosted.  Against 
these,  the  mirror  field  makes  a  wonderful  background  since  it  reflects 
light  back  differently  than  the  devices  do  resulting  in  cameo  contrast. 
From  an  original  mintage  of  129  Proofs  PCGS  has  graded  12  this  high 
plus  1  higher.  We  have  none  of  these  other  Proof  64's  available  for 
comparison  but  would  be  surprised  if  any  of  them  surpass  this  one  for 
originality. 


2767  1889.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time;  now 

with  subdued  surfaces.

LEGENDARY  1879  FLOWING  HAIR  "STELLA" 


2768  1879.  Flowing  Hair  Four  Dollar  Gold  or  "Stella."  Extremely 

Fine  45.  Cleaned,  but  not  damaged  in  any  way.  Very  sharply 
struck,  as  indicated  by  its  high  wire  edge.  Four  Dollar  "Stellas" 
were  struck  as  Proofs,  415  of  them  for  1879;  not  only  are  they 
rare,  but  they  are  beautiful  coins  as  well.  The  one  offered  here 
displays  Mint  engraver  Charles  E.  Barber's  version  of  Liberty 
with  flowing  hair  tresses.  It  is  a  thoroughbred  among 
American  coins  as  only  a  select  few  will  ever  own  one. 
Therefore,  if  you  consider  yourself  in  a  select  minority,  with  a 
taste  and  sophistication  for  classic  American  rarities,  then 
consider  bidding  on  this  handsome  coin. 

Breen  has  uncovered  a  rollicking-good  story  about  this  ephemeral 
issue,  which  we'd  like  to  pass  along  if  you  haven't  heard  it  before: 

"Though  extremely  popular  today,  and  much  exaggerated  in 
rarity,  Stellas  in  their  own  day  provided  a  juicy  scandal  resulting  in 
amusing  newspaper  copy  for  several  years  — and  many  laughs  at  the 
expense  of  the  congressmen  who  had  ordered  the  restrikes.  The 
story  broke  that  while  no  coin  collector  could  obtain  a  Stella  from 
the  Mint  Bureau  at  any  price,  looped  specimens  commonly  adorned 
the  bosoms  of  Washington's  most  famous  madams,  who  owned  the 
bordellos  favored  by  those  same  congressmen.  Today  there  are 
several  dozen  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  with  telltale  traces  of 
removal  of  those  same  loops,  whose  owners  probably  sometimes 
wish  the  coins  could  talk." 

(By  the  way,  the  coin  offered  in  this  lot  is  not  — repeat,  is  not  — 
mounted  or  damaged  in  any  way,  shape  or  form.) 


Half  Eagles 

HISTORIC  1795  HALF  EAGLE 


2769  1795.  Small  Eagle.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  and 

possibly  repaired  along  the  rim.  Nonetheless  a  presentable  example  of 
this,  America's  first  Half  Eagle  issue.  Helping  to  counter  the  signs  of 
light  cleaning  are  extra  bold  devices.  For  example,  the  eagle  shows 
nearly  all  of  his  tiny  breast  feathers.  Also,  Liberty's  flowing  hair  waves 
are  microscopically  detailed;  view  them  under  a  glass  and  see  what 
we  mean.  The  coin  was  clearly  well  struck.  But  best  of  all  is  1795  s 
heritage  in  the  American  scheme  of  numismatics,  since  it  is 
unquestionably  an  historic  issue.  To  outsiders  of  the  day,  America  was 
a  wobbling,  upstart  adolescent.  Little  did  they  know  what  hidden 
powers  were  being  unleashed  in  those  tender  early  years! 
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CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1800  HALF  EAGLE 


2770  1800.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  very  choice  Brilliant 

Uncirculated  coin.  The  lustrous  surfaces  are  toned  a  warm 
golden  orange  color  in  areas.  Added  to  this  charming  toning  is 
a  strike  that  is  beyond  reproach;  every  star,  every  hair  strand, 
even  the  tiniest  feathers  on  the  eagle,  are  boldly  struck.  A  full 
drapery  engirdles  Liberty's  ample  bust,  as  well.  Here  is  a  first 
rate  coin  for  someone  who  demands  beauty  and  quality. 


2771 


1802.  2  over  1.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Prooflike.  Small  indentation 
along  the  obverse  rim  at  12  o'clock.  This  sort  of  rim  is  seen  on  many 
dates  of  pre-1834  Half  Eagles  and  does  not  represent  tampering.  The 
devices,  being  frosted,  give  the  coin  a  nice  two  tone  appearance 
against  its  prooflike  fields. 


2772  1804.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Superb  state  of  preservation  for  an 

1804,  with  razor-sharpness  throughout  and  plenty  of  bright  mint 
lustre.  Most  of  the  breast  feathers  remain. 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1805  $5  GOLD 


2773  1805.  Mint  State  64.  With  semi-prooflike  surfaces  on  both  obverse 

and  reverse.  Light  hairlines  are  noted,  but  otherwise  the  coin  is 
remarkably  free  from  marks,  remarkably  well  preserved  for  such  an 
early  ''classic''  American  gold  coin.  Not  only  does  this  Half  Eagle 
feature  smooth  fields,  but  its  devices  are  equally  pristine.  Liberty's 
bust  is  razor-sharp;  the  eagle,  for  his  part,  could  not  be  finer. 
Therefore,  if  you  are  searching  for  a  top-of-the-line  Heraldic  Eagle  $5 
gold  piece  to  spruce  up  your  set,  this  one  may  be  just  the  one  you're 
looking  for.  Examine  it  ahead  of  time  and  see  for  yourself  how  nice  it 
is. 

Walter  Breen  enjoys  lambasting  or  pooh-poohing  this  coin's  designer, 
Robert  Scot,  as  somehow  less  than  an  artist.  Collectors,  on  the  contrary, 
seem  to  disagree.  At  least,  we  think  so,  if  their  ample  interest  in  the  type  is 
any  indication,  since  for  more  years  than  we  can  remember,  Heraldic  Eagle 
$5  gold  pieces  in  Mint  State  have  been  stellar  performers  at  Superior 
Galleries  sales.  And  we  expect  this  trend  to  continue  here,  with  this  "stellar" 
1805! 


2774  1805.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Light  adjustment  marks  across 

face.  The  reverse  is  completely  free  of  these.  Although  the  lustre  is 
subdued,  the  fields  are  quite  lovely  for  the  grade,  while  the  devices  are 
fully  struck.  Thus,  the  coin  would  make  an  ideal  addition  to  a  19th 
century  U.S.  gold  type  set. 


LOVELY  MINT  STATE  1806 


2775  1806.  Round  Top  6.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Graded  on  the 

conservative  side,  as  anyone  can  see.  Not  only  are  its  surfaces  replete 
with  frosty  mint  lustre,  but  the  strike  on  both  sides  is  uncommonly 
bold.  Liberty's  cap  and  flowing  hair  are  immaculate;  ditto  for  the  eagle, 
with  the  only  signs  of  weakness  being  seen  at  one  corner  of  the 
shield.  Recommended  for  connoisseurs  of  well  preserved,  beautiful 
U.S.  gold  from  this  period. 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1808  HALF  EAGLE 


2776  1808.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Here  is  a  coin  of  genuine  beauty, 

bright,  lustrous  and  pleasing  to  the  eye,  with  surfaces  that  glow  a 
yellow-golden  frostiness.  Liberty's  breast  is  particularly  nice  and  free 
from  marks  or  nicks.  Better  still,  she  displays  razor-sharp  hair  curls 
from  her  head  down  to  her  clavicle  (shoulder  bone).  Under  these 
circumstances  why  would  anyone  want  to  settle  for  a  bagmarked 
specimen  when  they  can  have  a  handsome  piece  like  this  for  only  a 
small  amount  more. 


2777  1808.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Close  on  to  50%  original  lustre  shines 

from  around  the  legends  and  devices  of  this  smartly  struck  Half  Eagle. 
With  the  introduction  of  John  Reich's  Capped  Bust  Left  design 
(1807-1812)  a  new  era  in  American  gold  coinage  began.  The  coin 
offered  here  is  a  splendid  representative  of  that  era  in  that  it  has  sharp 
devices  throughout  and  an  aesthetically  pleasing  look.  1808  mintage:

1810.  Large  Date,  Large  5.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Excellent 
lustre  on  this  classic  U.S.  gold  piece,  with  abundant  frosty  mint  bloom 
on  the  highest  points  as  well  as  in  the  fields.  The  strike,  for  its  part, 
is  needle-sharp,  with  every  curl  on  Liberty's  head  complete,  and  the 
eagle's  feathers  pristine.  Best  of  all,  the  fields  are  immaculate.  All  in 
all,  then,  this  is  a  premium  coin  which  should  bring  a  strong  advance 
over  typical  quality  pieces. 


HIGH  GRADE  1812  HALF  EAGLE 


1812.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Another  frosty  coin  with  an 
especially  bright  appearance  to  it,  the  first  item  which  catches  the 
viewer's  attention.  Only  light  contact  marks  keep  if  from  the  next 
higher  grade,  so  if  you  are  searching  for  a  delightful  Capped  Bust  $5 
to  spruce  up  your  type  set,  why  not  consider  this  one.  Mintage  was 
58,087  in  1812,  the  year  we  declared  war  on  Great  Britain  for  a  second 
time 


INCREDIBLY  BEAUTIFUL  1813  $5  GOLD 


1813.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65,  Superb.  An  utterly 
incredible  coin!  Vibrant  yellow  gold  color  and  lustre  that  seems 
more  appropriate  to  a  modern-day  coin  than  one  minted  nearly 
180  years  ago.  The  surfaces,  the  strike,  indeed,  everything 
places  this  coin  smack  dab  in  the  middle  of  the  gem  class.  If 
you  demand  the  finest  this  coin  will  please;  if  you  like  rarity  as 
well,  check  out  these  population  figures:  2  graded,  with  none 
higher.  And  if  you  are  simply  a  collector  at  heart  who  enjoys 
a  top-notch  American  gold  coin  from  an  early  period  in  our 
tumultuous  history,  then  this  one  is  for  you! 


VERY  RARE  1820  HALF  EAGLE 


1820.  Curved  2  in  date,  small  letters  in  legend.  ANA  cachet  About 
Uncirculated  50.  One  of  the  key  dates  in  this  long  run  of  Half  Eagle 
rarities  (1815-1834),  and  a  handsome  piece  it  is,  too.  The  fields  retain' 
much  of  their  prooflike  surface,  while  the  devices  are  as  sharp  as  can 
be.  Mint  records  show  a  rather  large  mintage  for  1820  of  263,806 
pieces.  However,  when  you  remember  that  close  to  99%  of  these 
immediately  left  the  country  upon  being  issued,  and  never  returned, 
it  should  not  be  surprising  they  are  few  and  far  between  nowadays. 

Breen  describes  why  no  Half  Eagles  were  made  in  1816  or  1817:  "No  gold 
was  coined  1816-17  because  on  Jan.  11,  1816,  a  fire  in  the  Mint's  rear 
outbuilding  damaged  the  machines  for  rolling  strip  and  cutting  planchets. 
This  prevented  any  further  coinage  of  gold  or  silver  until  completion  of 
extensive  repairs  and  installation  of  improved  machinery." 


VERY  RARE  1823  HALF  EAGLE 


2782  1823.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Highly  lustrous,  with 

wear  showing  on  only  the  highest  points.  The  fields  and  rims  are  free 
from  scratches  and  bruises.  These  alone  place  the  coin  well  up  in  its 
grade  designation  since  many  early  Half  Eagles  saw  heavy  use.  That 
1823  is  one  of  the  rare  dates  in  the  series  is  uncontested;  to  being 
with,  there  were  only  14,485  made.  Then,  because  nearly  the  whole 
mintage  went  overseas  and  was  unceremoniously  melted  by  foreign 
governments,  only  a  handful  remain  to  fill  collectors'  needs.  Akers  lists 
60  auction  appearances  (as  of  1979)  to  which  a  dozen  or  so  may  be 
added  for  sales  in  the  1980s. 


FROSTY  UNCIRCULATED  1827  HALF  EAGLE 


2783  1827.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  splendid  example  of  this 

extremely  rare  issue,  and  one  that  is  especially  significant 
because  the  coin  grades  full-blown  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
unlike  the  few  other  1827's  which  appear  from  time  to  time. 
As  advanced  collectors  and  long  time  dealers  realize,  Half 
Eagles  from  this  period  are  American  classics;  great  rarities  in 
spite  of  their  modest  mintages.  For  nearly  all  of  them  were 
melted  subsequent  to  their  striking  when  the  mint  called  them 
in  during  1834-8  for  recoinage  into  reduced  weight  Half  Eagles 
and  Quarter  Eagles.  That  an  1827  survives  is  unusual.  That 
one  as  sharp  and  beautiful  as  this,  and  in  uncontested  choice 
Uncirculated  condition  survives,  is  an  event! 

We  recommend  inspection  by  prospective  bidders  (and 
connoisseurs  in  general),  and  then  an  advanced  bid  because 
the  coin  is  so  fresh  and  original. 
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HANDSOME  MINT  STATE  1834  NO  MOTTO 


1834.  Plain  4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Vibrant  yellow-gold  lustre 
on  this  razor-sharp  specimen,  so  sharp,  in  fact,  that  you'd  be  hard 
pressed  to  find  another  one  outside  of  a  Proof  that  could  top  it.  In  spite 
of  1834  having  a  relative  high  mintage  for  the  period,  evidently  very 
few  seem  to  have  survived  the  rigors  of  circulation  as  witnessed  by 
PCGS's  low  census  of  8  Mint  State  63's  and  9  higher. 


1834.  Plain  4.  Mint  State  60.  Prooflike.  An  excellent  combination  of 
sharp  strike  and  prooflike  surfaces  lends  this  coin  added  distinction. 
It  is  a  splendid  example  to  represent  the  first  year  of  William  Kneass's 
short-lived  type. 


1835.  Mint  State  63.  William  Kneass's  petite  design,  a  design  of  trim 
proportions  and  attractive  appearance  when  still  in  its  Mint  State.  Here 
is  a  coin  we  heartily  recommend  to  collectors  looking  for  a  well  made, 
well  preserved  1830's  Half  Eagle  for  their  type  set. 

During  the  three  years  following  the  Mint  Act  of  June  28,  1834  which 
reduced  the  weight  of  our  gold  coins,  the  mint  was  kept  busy  melting  down 
old-tenor  Half  Eagles  and  coining  them  into  these  "new-tenor"  pieces. 
Because  a  large  number  were  made  they  are  much  more  affordable  than  their 
earlier  forebears. 


1838-D.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  An  average  number  of 
bagmarks,  including  a  few  nicks  on  Liberty's  jaw.  1838-D,  like  its 
Quarter  Eagle  younger  brother,  has  a  certain  mystique  about  it.  Three 
branch  mints  were  set  up  by  the  federal  government  in  1835-6,  and 
all  of  them  went  into  production  in  calendar  1838.  Dahlonega  Mint  in 
Georgia  was  established  to  coin  locally  mined  gold.  This  was  to  save 
the  expense  and  hassle  (as  well  as  the  risk)  of  shipping  the  bullion  up 
to  Philadelphia  for  coinage.  In  its  first  year  of  operation,  Dahlonega 
produced  20,583  Half  Eagles. 


2788  1839.  Mint  State  60.  A  sharp  example  of  designer  Christian 

Gobrecht's  handsome  coin.  Little  did  the  Mint  realize  it  when  they 
issued  118,143  pieces  in  1839  that  68  years  later  they  would  still  be 
striking  Half  Eagles  using  a  similar  design!  We'll  warrant,  however,  that 
you  will  seldom  see  a  more  full-blooded  Mint  State  1839  than  this 
offered  for  sale. 


2789  1840.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Highly  lustrous,  and 

pleasing  to  the  eye.  All  of  the  devices  are  razor-sharp,  as  well:  stars. 
Liberty,  eagle,  lettering.  Akers  says  "1840  is  rare  and  underrated  in  all 
grades,  much  like  the  1839  to  which  it  compares  very  favorably  with 
respect  to  overall  rarity.  Most  available  specimens  are  in  the  VF  to  EF 
range  and  strictly  uncirculated  examples  are  very  rare.  Even  strictly 
graded  AU  coins  are  seldom  available.  [Our  emphasis.]

2790  1840-D.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  early  date  piece  from 

this  popular  (and  scarce)  branch  mint  facility,  22,896  of  which  were 
struck.

2791  1841.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  The  Eliasberg  Specimen.  Deep  mirror 

fields  are  pleasantly  offset  by  sharply  detailed,  lightly  frosted 
devices.  Each  star  around  Liberty  comes  to  six  needle-like 
points.  And  all  of  the  eagle's  feathers  are  as  sharp  as  any  seen 
on  an  early  Twentieth  Century  Half  Eagle  Proof,  it  is  believed 
that  just  two  or  three  specimens  exist  and  this  one  is  from  the 
famed  Eliasberg  collection.  The  other  specimen  known  for 
certain  is  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  formerly  in  the  Mint 
Cabinet.  According  to  Bowers  when  he  cataloged  this  coin  in 
1982,  '  Possibly  another  existed  in  the  Col.  E.H.R.  Green 
Collection.  As  one  specimen  is  permanently  impounded  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  and  the  present  whereabouts  of  a 
possible  third  specimen  is  unknown,  the  piece  offered  here  is 
the  only  one  available  to  numismatists. 

"One  of  the  most  important  half  eagles  in  this  sale  [to  which 
we  concur).  If  the  term  'once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity'  is 
appropriate  in  this  sale,  and  it  probably  is  in  several  instances, 
this  could  well  be  one  of  those  instances"

2792  1843-0.  Small  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  very  scarce 

variety  with  Small  Letters  reverse;  oddly  enough,  the  Red  Book  fails 
to  differentiate  much  of  a  price  spread  between  the  two  varieties. 


2794  1848-C.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  smooth,  lustrous 

face  on  Liberty,  and  nice  feather  detail  on  the  eagle.  Breen- 
"Prohibitively  rare  in  AU."  With  which  we  concur!  And  here  is  an  extra 
sharp  specimen. 


MONUMENTAL  1856  IN  MINT  STATE  65.

2795  1856.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Not  only  is  this  a  Mint 

State  65  No  Motto  Half  Eagle,  but  it  also  has  the  enviable 
distinction  of  being  just  4  No  Motto  Half  Eagles  ever  graded  by 
PCGS  in  this  condition!  Its  strike  is  next  to  none,  while  the 
lustre  on  both  devices  and  in  the  fields  is  rich,  frosty,  a  vision 
of  perfection.  We  strongly  recommend  that  prospective 
bidders  view  this  lot  ahead  of  time;  otherwise  you  may  be 
outbid  by  those  who've  seen  its  luxurious  quality. 


2796  1858-C.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Breen  calls  this  one 

"Very  rare  above  EF;  prohibitively  rare  UNC."  The  coin  offered  here 
has  abundant  lustre  and  is  well  struck.  Circulation  marks,  while 
present,  are  evenly  distributed.  Only  38,856  pieces  struck. 


2797  1860-D.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Mintage  for  this  year  was 

similar  to  previous  years:  14,635.  However,  because  so  many  1860-D 
Half  Eagles  were  destroyed  in  the  great  conflagration  that  was  the 
American  Civil  War,  high  grade  pieces  like  the  one  offered  here  are 
under  intense  pressure  from  collectors. 


2793  1845-D.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Nice  strike  on  the  eagle, 

which  sometimes  comes  weak  on  Dahlonega  Mint  gold.  The  fields  are 
above-average,  as  well. 

Why  were  there  no  1 845  C  Half  Eagles  made  this  year?  Up  until  1 844.  Half 
Eagles  were  struck  at  both  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  mints  each  year  since 
their  facilities  were  opened  (1838).  Why,  then,  no  Charlotte  Fives?  Here  is 
Sir  Walter's  wonderfully  terse  explanation:  "Mintage  interrupted  because  a 
burglar  raided  and  burned  down  the  [Charlotte]  Mint  Building  during  the  night 
of  July  27,  1844:  Mint  operations  resumed  early  1846 ."ID  Wouldn't  it  be 
fun  to  learn  more  about  this  dastardly  deed? 


2798  1861.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  perfect  coin  to  represent  the  time. 

Not  only  is  it  outstanding  for  a  Mint  State  63,  but  being  a  more 
common  date  you  will  not  have  to  pay  a  stiff  premium  for  such  things 
as  low  population  or  small  original  mintage. 
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RARE  1 861  D  HALF  EAGLE 


2799  1861-D.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  The  Civil  War  apparently 

hit  1861  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  pretty  hard.  First  off,  there  were 
only  1,597  pieces  made  before  hostilities  began.  After  April 
1861,  the  Mint  struck  a  few  more  pieces  under  the  tutelage  of 
the  Confederacy  (no  one  knows  how  many  as  any  records 
were  lost  during  the  war).  Perhaps  2,500  pieces  were  made  in 
all.  "As  would  be  expected  from  the  mintage,”  says  Akers, 
"the  1861-D  is  very  rare  in  any  condition  although  I  have  seen 
more  of  this  issue  than  I  have  of  the  1842-D  Large  Date,  Large 
Letters,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  rarest  D  Mint  Half  Eagle. 
The  typical  1861-D  is  VF  but  because  of  the  date's  rarity  and 
popularity,  it  is  usually  overgraded  as  are  most  rare  date 
coins." 

This  piece  is  graded  "right  on"  and  would  fit  into  any 
specialized  set  of  these  historic  coins. 


GLITTERING  TWO  TONE  PROOF  1862  $5  GOLD

2800  1862.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  Strong  cameo  contrast  between 

richly  frosted  devices  and  clear  mirror  fields.  Since  this  is  an 
1862  it  has  recognized  rarity  beyond  and  above  its  status  as 
a  Proof.  In  the  early  days  of  American  numismatics,  there  were 
very  few  coin  collectors  on  the  scene.  (Numismatics  didn't 
really  blossom  until  the  mid-20th  Century.)  This  is  why  the 
mint  struck  only  35  Proof  1862  Half  Eagles.  And  it  is  also  why 
the  coin  is  so  rare  today;  given  a  normal  attrition  rate  among 
Proofs,  fewer  than  12  have  been  traced  today. 

As  is  the  case  with  contemporary  Quarter  Eagles,  during  the 
1860's  mintages  were  low  at  Philadelphia,  for  specie 
payments  had  been  suspended  for  the  duration  of  the  Civil  War 
and  there  was  no  point  in  minting  coins  which  would  not 
actively  circulate.  Those  that  were  struck  were  used  for  export 
purposes  or  were  stored  in  Treasury  vaults.  The  1862 
Philadelphia  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  prime  rarities  in  the  series, 
whether  it  be  a  business  strike  or  a  Proof;  that  offered  here  is 
one  of  the  finest  known. 


IMPORTANT  1866  WITH  MOTTO  PROOF

2801  1866.  With  Motto.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Vibrant  two  tone  cameo 

contrast  between  the  devices  and  mirror  background.  This 
contrast  gives  the  coin  a  distinctive  look,  a  look  that  charms 
one's  aesthetic  sense  while  it  delights  the  eye.  In  this  instance, 
everything  is  as  sharp  as  can  be.  And  while  there  are  a  few 
stray  hairlines  present,  they  are  far  fewer  than  usually  seen  on 
early  gold  Proofs.  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  30  pieces  for 
collectors  in  1866.  This  is  a  tiny  number  compared  to  today's 
million+  mintages.  Of  those  30  struck,  numismatic 
researchers  estimate  that,  at  most,  10  to  12  remain.  Moreover, 
1866  is  rare  as  a  business  strike  also,  placing  more  pressure  on 
the  date  from  type  collectors  as  well  as  date  collectors. 
Incorporate  this  rarity  factor  into  your  bids  or  you  may  be 
outbid. 


2802  1872.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  sharp  example  that  is 

far  and  away  nicer  than  most  from  this  period  in  this  condition.  1872 
also  has  the  distinction  of  an  extremely  low  mintage:  1,690  pieces. 


2803  1874-CC.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  pleasing  example  having 

tinges  of  mint  lustre  in  the  protected  areas  as  well  as  attractive  orange 
toning.  The  fields  and  devices  are  uncommonly  clean  for  Carson  City 
Mint,  so  the  coin  would  fit  into  even  the  most  demanding  collector's 
set.  Mintage  for  the  year  was  21,198. 
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EXCITING  1875  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


Z804  1875.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  It  is  an  exiting  event  around  here 

whenever  we're  privileged  to  auction  an  1875  Proof  gold  coin. 
As  advanced  collectors  know,  the  date  is  legendary  in 
American  numismatics.  Only  20  Proof  Five-dollar  gold  pieces 
were  made,  along  with  200  business  strikes,  leaving  the  date 
a  standout  among  its  more  common  Half  Eagle  kin.  Akers 
reports  that  it  was  tied  for  thirteenth  with  1829  for  number  of 
appearances  at  auction  (as  of  1979).  Among  Liberty  Head  Half 
Eagles,  only  1854-S  is  rarer.  Of  those  20  pieces  struck, 
possibly  8  to  10  survive. 

And  here  is  a  dandy  one!  Its  rich,  frosted  devices  are 
beautifully  offset  by  their  underlying  mirror  background,  giving 
the  coin  an  elegant  cameo  appearance.  Best  of  all,  Liberty's 
portrait  is  immaculate,  absolutely  immaculate.  When  all  is  said 
and  done  we  could  not  think  of  a  better  example  for  including 
in  a  specialized  collection  of  Liberty  Half  Eagles. 


SPARKLING  1876  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


2805  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  handsome  example  of  this 

low  mintage  Proof  issue.  Bright  golden  frost  on  the  devices 
provides  a  cameo  against  deep  mirror  fields;  fields  that  seem 
to  absorb  light  falling  on  them  like  warm  sunshine  drinks  up  a 
pool  of  water  soon  after  a  summer  thundershower.  And 
because  this  is  a  Proof,  the  strike  is  superb.  Moreover,  and  of 
prime  importance  to  collectors,  is  the  overall  beauty  of  the 
piece  as  it  has  few  hairlines  and  plenty  of  appeal.  Proof 
coinage  for  1876  was  45.  Of  these,  only  4  Proof  64's  have 
been  graded.  There  are  none  higher.  Nor  would  we  expect  to 
seen  any  higher  with  so  few  extant  (15  to  25  known).  Having 
this  in  mind  it  behooves  you  to  examine  this  piece  should  it 
sound  interesting.  Examine  it  and  then  come  to  the  sale  with 
your  bid! 


HANDSOME  1876  PROOF 


2806  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  sparkling  Proof  example  that  is  razor- 

sharp  and  sports  bright  mint  bloom.  Hairlines  are  present  but  are  minor 
and  only  seen  when  the  coin  is  held  at  an  angle.  The  two  tone  contrast 
is  vibrant;  moreover,  it  is  this  cameo  effect  which  makes  American 
gold  Proofs  so  alluring.  PCGS  has  graded  only  1  Proof  63  as  of  July 
1990,  and  4  higher. 


RARE  1880  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


2807  1880.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A  handsome  coin  that  retains  all  of  its 

splendid  cameo  contrast.  When  viewed  beneath  a  strong  light 
the  coin  veritably  glows  with  an  inner  light,  so  fresh  and 
original  are  its  surfaces.  Needless  to  say  the  devices  are  razor- 
sharp.  There  is  even  a  wire  edge  to  show  it  was  double  struck 
(as  were  all  Proofs  struck  officially  after  1858).  Although  the 
Mint  reported  36  pieces  made,  Breen  suggests  there  are 
possibly  fewer  than  10  surviving.  This  places  1880  right  up 
there  with  much  more  famous  dates.  Which  is  why  we 
recommend  it  for  someone  who  is  looking  for  a  high  grade 
type  piece  and  doesn't  mind  a  bit  of  rarity  included  for  very 
little  more  money.

matter  what  the  denomination  or  date  and  no  matter  how 
fresh  and  original  or  how  marked  up  it  may  be.  The  coin 
presented  here  is  spot-free,  fresh  and  unsullied,  having  few 
hairlines  (and  these  being  almost  invisible  without  a  glass)  and 
a  razor-sharp  strike.  Indeed,  the  relief  elements  are  nicely 
frosted,  giving  them  true  cameo  proportions.  As  a  date,  1891 
saw  a  decidedly  low  Proof  mintage  of  53.  Moreover,  of  those 
53,  only  3  have  been  graded  Proof  65,  with  none  higher.

Designs  by  Bela  Lyon  Pratt;  engraver,  Charles  E.  Barber.  Breen  reports  that 
"hardly  were  the  first  Pratt  half  eagles  out  of  the  Mint  before  traditionalists 
began  attacking  the  design  on  flimsy  grounds."  They  complained  about  its 
unfamiliar  conception  (incuse  instead  of  in  relief),  as  well  as  the  usual 
admonitions  about  it  not  stacking  properly,  being  antinaturalistic  or 
unhygienic  or  too  easily  counterfeited.  Notwithstanding  these  diatribes 
aimed  at  the  Mint,  Pratt's  Half  Eagles  (and  Quarter  Eagles)  continued  to  be 
struck  until  1929. 


2840  1914-D.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Much  scarcer  than  Philadelphia 
Mint  Indian  $5  gold  pieces  in  this  grade;  there  are  even  fewer  yet 
which  retain  their  mint  bloom  as  well  as  this  one  does.

2842  1916-S.  Mint  State  64.  Extra  frosty  surfaces  on  this  delightful  Half 

Eagle.  And  because  it  is  a  1916-S  it  has  added  value  for  its  rarity  factor 
in  Mint  State.  The  Indian's  portrait  is  alive  with  vibrant  lustre.  On  the 
reverse,  the  eagle  shows  his  feather  plumage  to  its  full  effect. 

With  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I  the  world's  finances  were  dealt  a 
wrenching  blow.  England  went  off  the  gold  standard  in  1914,  as  did  her 
European  foes  and  allies.  We  held  on  until  1916.  but  then  the  pressure  on 
America's  gold  supply  became  so  great,  we  had  to  follow  suit.  1916  was  the 
last  year  for  Half  Eagle  coinage  until  1929.  Because  there  were  few 
collectors  around  back  then  who  had  the  wherewithal  to  save  this  issue  for 
posterity,  only  a  fraction  of  the  original  1916-S  mintage  survived  unscathed.

This  well  struck  coin  has  an  abundance  of  mint  lustre 
and  almost  no  adjustment  marks  — the  only  ones  visible,  and  they  are 
faint,  being  across  the  eagle.  A  wonderful  example  of  this  classic 
American  rarity  and  a  first  rate  coin  in  anyone's  book.

2846  1795.  Small  Eagle.  Thirteen  leaves  in  branch.  PCGS  graded  Extremely 

Fine  40.  The  third  in  this  nice  run  of  1795  Eagles,  this  one  being 
especially  smooth  and  attractive,  with  lustre  around  the  lettering  and 
devices.  Adjustment  marks  are  light  and  consigned  exclusively  to  the 
center  obverse.  The  eagle's  breast  shows  almost  no  feather  detail,  as 
made  (die  pressure  being  a  little  off).  For  an  early  gold  piece  from  this 
era,  the  fields  are  unusually  attractive.  They  have  few  marks  in  their 
wide  open  expanses. 


2847  1795.  Small  Eagle.  Thirteen  leaves  on  branch.  Very  Fine  35.  Cleaned. 

Small  rim  bruise  at  2  o'clock.  Otherwise  the  coin  is  sharp:  smooth 
surfaces,  nice  strike,  and  a  well  defined  eagle.  Mintage  for  1795  ended 
at  what  we  today  would  consider  a  tiny  figure  but  what  was  for  their 
day  a  respectable  number:  5,583  pieces.

although  cleaned  and  possibly  once  repaired.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a 
marvelous  specimen  that  has  an  historic  aura  about  it;  an  aura  of 
America  during  her  startup  years  when  life  was  clocked  by  a  more 
sedate  timepiece  and  travel  between  distant  points  was  a  matter  of 
days  or  weeks  not  minutes  or  hours.  Remember  this,  too,  George 
Washington  was  president  when  this  well  proportioned  golden  disk 
came  tumbling  off  the  Philadelphia  Mint's  hand-operated  press.  He 
may  even  have  been  standing  there  watching  the  pressman  strike  this 
very  coin.  (Washington  was  an  avid  booster  of  our  first  Mint,  offering 
its  director  David  Rittenhouse  many  suggestions  and  stopping  by  the 
facility  now  and  then  for  a  look-see.)

Liberty's  chin  and  another  at  the  base  of  her  drapery  above  96 
in  date.  Two  things  are  immediately  noticeable:  first,  the  fields 
are  remarkably  reflective.  Apparently  the  dies  were  well 
polished  before  this  coin  was  made.  The  result  is  highly 
gratifying  to  the  numismatic  aesthetic  sense.  Second,  and 
equally  impressive,  is  that  there  are  no  signs  of  adjustment 
marks.  In  and  of  itself  this  would  recommend  it  to  you;  coupled 
with  the  mirror  fields  and  enhanced  by  a  bold  strike,  you  would 
be  doing  yourself  a  disservice  if  you  fail  to  at  least  examine  this 
beautiful  1796  before  the  sale. 

In  the  words  of  Henry  Adams  in  respect  to  another  topic,  this 
coin  would  make  a  wonderful  “private  jewel  for  some  wealthy 
connoisseur.”  One  often  wonders,  indeed,  where  such  a  sharp 
coin  lay  hidden  all  these  years.  Do  not  miss  this  opportunity! 

Oddly  enough,  the  American  gold  Eagle  ($10  piece),  even  though 
our  premier  denomination,  was  for  various  reasons  inconvenient  for 
international  trade.  It  came  near  in  value  only  to  the  French  double 
louis  and  the  British  double  guinea,  neither  commonly  seen  in 
commerce:  it  was  too  large  for  small  transactions  (in  which  guineas 
or  louis  d'or  would  be  favored),  but  too  small  for  convenient 
transportation  or  storage  of  large  sums  (compared  to  doubloons, 
five-guinea  coins,  or  12,800  Reis  pieces).  As  all  these  foreign  coins 
were  legal  tender  in  the  United  States  in  1796,  bankers  preferred 
them  over  less  familiar  types,  and  accordingly  they  ordered  far 
fewer  eagles  than  half  eagles  coined  from  their  deposits  of  bullion. 
During  its  entire  history,  1795-1933,  the  eagle  was  coined  in 
smaller  quantities:  just  under  57.7  million  pieces,  compared  to  just 
under  79  million  half  eagles.  The  mintage  for  1796?  4,146  pieces. 


SCARCE  1796  EAGLE 


2849  1796.  Small  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Light 

hairlines  from  an  old  cleaning  and  a  light  scratch  between  S  of 
STATES  and  0  of  OF.  Otherwise  much,  much  nicer  than  typical 
for  an  Extremely  Fine  coin.  For  the  second  year  of  issue,  the 
Mint  backtracked  a  bit  and  struck  only  4,146  Eagles,  20%  less 
than  the  previous  year. 

Eagle  coinage  dated  1796  has  16  stars,  rather  than  15.  alluding 
to  the  admission  of  Tennessee  to  the  Union  as  sixteenth  state  on 
June  1,  1796.  The  first  eagles  with  16  stars  for  circulation  were 
delivered  June  2,  probably  preceded  by  prooflike  presentation 
strikings  in  connection  with  the  Tennessee  celebrations  (as  with 
other  denominations).  Stars  are  divided  8  +  8  as  on  the  quarter 
eagle.  Of  4,416  made.  Breen  estimates  “just  under  2%  survive;  this 
date  is  distinctly  rarer  than  1 795  in  all  grades,  though  unappreciated 
because  lacking  the  extra  appeal  of  the  first  year  of  issue." 


LUSTROUS  1797  HERALDIC  EAGLE 


2850  1797.  Heraldic  Eagle.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Other  than  for 

minor  obverse  hairlines  in  the  fields  flanking  Liberty,  the 
surfaces  are  glowing  with  original  mint  lustre  on  this  well 
made,  well  preserved  specimen.  Of  equal  importance  to  the 
lustre  is  the  strike.  For  rarely  will  you  find  a  better  struck  1797 
than  the  present  coin.  All  of  Liberty's  hair  curls  are  bold;  the 
the  eagle  is  magnificent  in  his  intricate  detail.  Give  this  one  a 
plus  sign  when  you  mark  you  catalogue.  It  would  make  a 
splendid  addition  to  a  top  grade  U.S.  gold  type  set. 


VERY  RARE  1798,  8  OVER  7  EAGLE 


2851  1798.  8  over  7.  Stars  arranged  9x4.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine 

35.  Although  lightly  polished  at  one  time,  the  coin  retains  its 
pleasing  appearance.  There  are  a  minimum  of  marks  to  catch 
your  eye.  And  because  the  devices  are  boldly  rendered,  the 
coin  makes  a  splendid  show  of  itself. 

Robert  Scot  redesigned  the  Eagle  in  1797,  substituting  the 
by-now  familiar  heraldic  eagle  for  his  small  eagle  reverse;  the 
heraldic  eagle  derived  from  that  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
States.  Oddly,  Scot  carried  over  the  same  blunder  that  the 
designer  of  the  seal  did:  he  placed  the  warlike  arrows  in  the 
dexter  or  more  honorable  claw,  outranking  the  olive  branch  for 
peace!  According  to  Breen,  900  examples  of  this  9x4  stars 
variety  were  struck  February  17,  1798.  No  one  has  explained 
why  so  few  were  made.  Today  there  are  between  18  and  20 
specimens  known,  most  of  them  in  similar  condition  to  this 
piece. 
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SECOND  RARE  1798,  8  OVER  7  EAGLE 


2852  1798.  8  over  7.  Stars  arranged  7x6.  Very  Fine  30.  Cleaned. 

The  second  variety  from  this  very  rare  date,  with  a  mintage  of 
842  pieces  (all  of  them  coined  on  February  28,  1798). 
According  to  Akers:  "With  the  exception  of  the  extremely  rare 
1795  Nine  Leaves  Eagle,  the  1798/7  7x6  Stars  Eagle  is  by  far 
the  rarest  issue  from  1795-1804.  It  is  two  to  three  times  as 
rare  as  the  1798/7,  9x4  Stars,  the  1797  Small  Eagle  or  the 
1804,  and  many  times  more  rare  than  any  of  the  others.  Like 
most  very  rare  cons,  this  issue  has  generally  been  overgraded 
and,  in  my  experience,  VF-EF  is  the  typically  seen  grade.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  this  is  the  only  Early  eagle  to  rank  in 
the  top  50  issues  of  the  series  in  rarity  according  to  frequency 
of  appearance  at  auction.  (The  1795  Nine  Leaves  probably 
would  have  ranked  at  the  top  had  it  been  listed  separately.)  So 
there  you  have  it,  one  of  America's  great  golden  rarities;  a  coin 
of  classic  dimensions  and  certainly  one  on  many  a  collector's 
want  list. 


2853  1799.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Razor-sharp  detail  on  both  sides, 

including  the  stars  (which  are  sometimes  flat).  The  eagle  is 
particularly  bold.  This  is  seen  in  his  tiny  chest  feathers  and  claws,  as 
well  as  the  array  of  13  stars  over  his  head.  If  you'd  like  to  own  a  coin 
that  is  95%  of  the  way  towards  Uncirculated  condition,  but  prefer  to 
refrain  from  paying  the  price  of  a  full  Mint  State  specimen,  perhaps 
this  1799  would  make  an  ideal  compromise.

1799.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Small  rim  bump  at  3  o'clock,  reverse. 
Original  lustre  peeks  out  from  between  the  stars  and  lettering  and 
around  the  devices.  Furthermore,  the  eagle  is  a  bold  one,  having  every 
feather  in  his  well-cloaked  form  clear  and  bristling.  Would  make  a 
splendid  addition  to  a  high  grade  date  or  type  set. 


1799.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Lightly  cleaned,  but  this  does  not  take  away 
from  its  stately  appearance.  All  of  these  early  Eagles  are  prime 
examples  of  America's  coinage  art  at  the  time  our  first  Philadelphia 
Mint  was  testing  out  its  wings,  to  borrow  a  metaphor.  Did  they 
succeed?  Did  they  produce  a  handsome  coin?  You  be  the  judge  by 
showing  us  your  bidder  card. 


2856  1801.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Small  rim  bump  on  reverse;  the  obverse 

has  acquired  pleasing  reddish  orange  toning  around  the  stars.  Unlike 
most  early  Eagles,  the  present  coin  has  immaculate  surfaces;  there  are 
no  value-impairing  marks  or  scratches,  only  smooth,  eye-appealing 
evenness. 


2857  1803.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Lightly  cleaned,  but  the  coin  was  not 

damaged  by  the  process;  it  still  retains  its  splendid  appearance  as  a 
classic  American  gold  piece.  Liberty's  hair  curls  are  quite  bold.  So,  too, 
is  the  heraldic  eagle,  with  absolutely  no  signs  of  weakness  on  him. 
There  were  15,017  Eagles  struck  this  year.  Numismatic  researchers 
surmise  that  only  3%  to  5%  survive,  however.

2858  1804.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Last  year  of  issue  for  the  type 

(Eagle  coinage  would  not  recommence  for  34  years).  And  it  is  a 
splendid  specimen.  Other  than  for  some  minor  adjustment  marks 
across  the  eagle's  shield,  everything  is  well  struck,  well  proportioned, 
and  attractive. 

Breen  describes  why  the  Mint  ceased  producing  Ten  Dollar  gold  pieces  in 
1 804:  "On  Dec.  31 ,  1 804,  coinage  of  this  denomination  halted,  pursuant  to 
verbal  orders  from  Pres.  Thomas  Jefferson.  The  reason  was  extensive 
meltings  by  bullion  dealers,  exactly  as  with  the  silver  dollars:  neither 
denomination  would  reappear  in  circulation  for  over  30  years.  But  as  with  the 
dollars,  a  proof-only  1804  with  plain  4  and  beaded  borders  was  a  mysterious 
addition  to  the  series."  (The  present  coin  is  one  of  the  original  3,757  crosslet 
4  pieces  struck.)

2859  1862.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  With  strong  cameo  contrast  between 


Liberty's  glowing  portrait  and  the  deep  mirror  field  around  her. 
A  small  contact  mark  above  the  eagle's  right  wing  and  a 
reddish  toned  area  above  the  his  neck  lend  a  note  of  distinction 
to  future  researchers.  As  with  lesser  gold  Proof 
denominations,  the  1862  eagle  is  a  monumental  American 
rarity.  Originally,  the  Mint  produced  and  sold  to  collectors  35 
Proofs.  However,  in  the  intervening  years  a  number  of  these  fell 
by  the  wayside,  either  having  gotten  melted  or  lost  or  harshly 
abused.  Today  there  may  be  only  12  to  15  survivors.  Luckily, 
this  piece  escaped  the  vicissitudes  of  time;  it  retains  its  mint 
bloom,  its  razor-sharpness,  its  charm. 

Another  prime  rarity  the  importance  of  which  cannot  be 
overstated. 
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VERY  RARE  1863  PROOF  EAGLE 


1868.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Semi-prooflike  surfaces 
revealed  around  the  stars  and  devices.  1868,  as  with  many  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  issues  struck  in  the  late-1860's,  is  very  scarce  in  any 
condition,  let  alone  as  sharp  as  this.  First  of  all,  only  10,630  pieces 
were  made.  Then,  as  if  to  further  increase  the  coin’s  low  population, 
the  majority  of  pieces  were  exported,  never  to  return  to  American 
shores. 


2862  1865.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Very  rare  in  all  grades. 

Mintage  was  3,980.  However,  due  to  the  exigencies  of  the  times, 
many  of  these  went  overseas  and  were  melted  down.

1863.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Only  a  hair's  breadth  away  from 
gem  status.  The  strike  is  resoundingly  bold  while  the  devices, 
having  received  a  thick  layer  of  frost,  give  the  coin  a  cameo 
appearance.  The  fields  are  deep.  And  they  display  few 
hairlines,  most  of  which  are  faint.  Unlike  later  Proof  issues 
where  mintages  rose  upwards  of  100  struck,  1863  is 
considered  something  of  a  notable  with  its  more  demure 
mintage  of  30  pieces.  PCGS  had  graded  3  Proof  63's  by 
October  1990,  plus  another  example  in  Proof  64.  And  no  more! 
Of  30  struck,  only  4  have  passed  by  PCGS's  eagle-eyed 
inspectors.  Others  may  have  tried  to  run  the  gauntlet;  we're 
not  sure.  But  if  they  have,  they  were  probably  problem  coins 
which  failed  the  test,  failed  to  get  grades,  leaving  only  these 
4  individuals  for  collectors  to  compete  over.  One  often 
wonders  where  such  a  sharp  coin  as  this  lay  hidden  all  these 
years. 

Akers  says  of  1863:  "Proofs  are  very  rare,  more  so  than  those 
dated  1862  or  1864,  and  only  9  or  10  still  exist."  Of  the  13  Proofs 
he  lists  in  his  auction  census  to  1979,  many  were  repeats;  that  is, 
less  than  13  distinct  pieces  actually  traded. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1863  PROOF  EAGLE 


2861  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  With  exquisite  cameo  contrast 

between  the  fields  and  devices.  Liberty's  face,  in  particular,  is 
covered  in  satiny  frost.  Further,  her  every  hair  curl  is  as  bold  as 
can  be,  more  lovely  still  when  viewed  through  low  power 
magnification.  For  those  with  a  keen  aesthetic  sense,  this 
1863  is  a  masterpiece  of  artwork.  Fact  is,  taking  one  thing 
with  another,  you'll  rarely  see  a  more  beautiful  Proof  63  Eagle 
offered  anywhere. 

Perhaps,  too,  the  very  magnitude  of  1863's  rarity  lends  it 
greater  importance  in  the  numismatic  marketplace.  For  there 
were  only  30  Proofs  struck.  And  of  those  30  individuals, 
upwards  of  2/3rds  of  them  have  since  vanished.  Completely.  Off 
the  face  of  the  Earth.  With,  at  most,  8  to  10  survivors 
accounted  for  as  this  is  being  written.  We  suggest  you  bear 
these  numbers  in  mind  when  determining  your  bids,  since 
otherwise  you  may  be  taken  by  surprise  at  the  bidding  activity 
this  coin  generates. 

Here  is  how  Breen  describes  the  coin's  die  traits  and  pedigree 
string:  "Date  low,  far  to  r.,  much  nearer  to  13th  star  than  to  first, 

-  the  partly  filled  3  nearly  lined  up  with  r.  corner  of  truncation. 

Scattered  rust  pits  on  cheek  and  neck.  Left  base  of  1  central.  Rev. 
Top  of  second  stripe  thin.  (1)  SI  ex  Mint.  (2)  ANS  ex  Brock,  Morgan. 
(3)  Eliasberg.  (4)  Garrett:405,  cleaned,  $19,000.  (5)  Davis 
Graves:943,  impaired.  (6)  Melish:2451,  to  A  M.  Kagin,  possibly  ex 
Menjou:1604?  (7)  Wolfson:685,  possibly  ex  Boyd,  WGC:668, 
"Memorable”:561 .  Sources  of  the  last  two  lots  possibly  should  be 
transposed.  (8)  Amon  Carter  Sr.,  &  Jr.,  probably  ex  Geiss:1890.  No 
ninth  example  definitely  identified.  The  same  obv.  was  apparently 
reused  on  two  gold  and  many  copper  pieces  with  GOD  OUR  TRUST 
on  scroll  or  in  field.”  From  a  census  of  8,  there  are  2  pieces 
permanently  impounded  and  2  others  either  cleaned  or  impaired! 
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2864  1868-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  very  handsome,  problem- 

free  coin!  And  also  a  scarce  date  in  any  grade  since  only  13,500  were 
made. 


2865  1871.  ANA  cachet  Extremely  Fine  45.  Another  very  scarce  date  that 

features  a  low  original  mintage  (1,790  business  strikes)  and  an  even 
lower  survival  rate.

2866  1872.  ANA  cachet  Extremely  Fine  45.  Again,  1872  is  a  very  rare  issue 

having  been  struck  to  the  tune  of  1,620  business  strikes.  This  one  is 
especially  well  struck. 


2868  1873-CC.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Well  struck  and  pretty  much  free 

from  heavy  circulation  marks.  For  a  Carson  City  Mint  issue  you  will 
rarely  find  sharper  centers.  In  fact,  the  eagle  is  almost  as  fully  struck 
as  on  a  Philadelphia  Mint  coin.  Mintage  for  1873-CC  was  an  anemic 
4,543  pieces. 

As  with  any  younger  sibling,  when  the  Carson  City  Mint  was  "born"  in 
1870,  it  got  Philadelphia  Mint's  castoff  equipment.  Although  old  Press  #1 
(which  probably  struck  this  eagle)  remained  in  production  until  well  into  the 
1960's  —  in  San  Francisco,  after  Carson  City  closed  — the  mint's  workmen 
apparently  were  not  skilled  enough  to  meet  Philadelphia's  high  quality 
standard.  Weak  strikes  were  the  norm.  Which  is  why  we  call  your  attention 
to  this  remarkably  well  struck  1873-CC. 


VERY  RARE  1873  PROOF  EAGLE 


2867  1873.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  few  minor  lines  across  the 

face  (though  these  appear  to  be  mint  caused).  The  devices  — 
Liberty  and  the  eagle  as  well  as  the  lettering  and  stars  — 
received  a  nice  dusting  of  frost  at  the  time  the  dies  were  made. 
This  imparted  to  them  a  splendid  two  tone  contrast  when 
viewed  against  the  mirror  field.  As  to  those  stars,  each  one 
comes  to  six  needle-like  points.  Therefore,  in  more  respects 
than  one  the  coin  approaches  being  a  gem. 

The  year  1873  was  a  special  date  in  the  Eagle  series.  Only 
800  business  strikes  were  made  (one  of  the  lowest  totals  in 
the  series)  and  just  25  Proofs,  giving  1873  one  of  the  smallest 
Proof  totals  of  any  American  gold  coin.  Finally,  PCGS  has 
graded  3  Proofs  of  1873,  a  Proof  62,  a  Proof  63,  and  this  Proof 
64.  Which  means,  of  course,  that  this  Proof  64  is  the  finest 
graded  and  may  be  among  the  finest  known.

2869  1875.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Strong  cameo  contrast. 

Numismatic  researchers  believe  that  10  to  12  specimens  of 
this  famous  date  exist  in  Proof  state,  out  of  an  original  mintage 
of  just  20  pieces!  Of  those  10  to  12  known,  this  is  the  highest 
graded  specimen  according  to  PCGS's  October  1990  report  in 
addition  to  being  the  only  one  so  graded.  The  only  other  1875 
Proof  seen  is  two  steps  below  on  their  grading  scale.  PCGS 
tends  to  grade  U.S.  gold  on  the  conservative  side.

1875  is  one  of  those  curiosities  in  American  numismatics, 
because  only  a  handful  of  gold  pieces  were  struck  in  each 
denomination;  for  no  apparent  reason,  Philadelphia  made  100 
business  strike  Eagles  plus  20  Proofs.  Of  those  20  Proofs,  a 
number  have  disappeared  leaving,  as  we  said  above,  10  to  12 
known.  PCGS  has  graded  2;  NGC,  1.  Where  are  the  rest?  Are 
they  hiding?  Or  are  they  too  heavily  hairlined  to  deserve  a 
respectable  grade,  and  thus  their  owners  fear  to  submit  them? 
Whatever  the  reason,  here  is  a  grand  opportunity  to  bid  for 
(and  hopefully  buy)  one  of  the  classic  American  gold  rarities  of 
the  19th  Century  in  tip-top  condition.

2885  1907.  Saint-Gaudens  Indian  Eagle.  Rolled  or  rounded  edge. 

Periods  before  and  after  legends  on  reverse.  PCGS  graded  Mint 
State  64.  An  immaculate  example  of  one  of  America's 
beautiful  golden  rarities.  In  a  way  the  Rolled  Edge  Eagle  has 
one  foot  in  the  Pattern  category  and  another  in  the  regular 
issue  one.  Judd  lists  this  as  #1775  in  his  Pattern  book.  Because 
there  were  originally  31,550  struck  it  seems  to  fit  the  regular- 
issue  definition  more  closely.  However,  of  those  31,550  made, 
the  Mint  melted  down  all  but  42  specimens!  Three  of  these 
ended  up  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  while  several  others 
are  equally  untouchable  in  other  museum  collections.  Perhaps 
less  than  30  individuals  remain. 

Why  did  the  mint  melt  so  many  exquisite  coins  after  going 
to  the  trouble  of  striking  them  in  the  first  place?  Perhaps  it  was 
fear  of  political  heat;  perhaps  the  Mint's  workmen  met  with 
technical  difficulties.  Or  maybe  the  cause  with  simple  jealousy, 
for  it  is  well  known  that  mint  master  Charles  E.  Barber 
considered  his  department  much  like  a  lord  considers  his  fief, 
often  "revising"  outside  artist's  coin  designs  (with  tragic 
results).  Numismatists  will  probably  never  get  to  the  heart  of 
the  matter.  But  that  a  few  superb  examples  are  still  around  is 
plainly  evident  here;  for  this  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the 
sharpest,  brightest,  handsomest  1907  Rolled  Edge  Eagles 
known.  And  it  belongs  in  a  connoisseur's  set  where  it  can  be 
admired  and  displayed  in  all  its  radiant  glory,  as  a  museum 
displays  a  treasured  emerald  or  diamond  or  ruby.

2886  1907.  Wire  Edge,  with  Periods.  Mint  State  62.  A  wonderful 

gold  coin  featuring  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'  modernist 
rendition  of  Liberty  wearing  an  incongruous  Indian  war  bonnet. 
The  present  coin  sports  all  of  Saint-Gaudens'  artistry:  full 
cheek  on  Liberty:  field  meets  the  edge  in  a  knife  rim; 
"textured"  lustre  made  up  of  swirls  and  raised  lines 
completely  dissimilar  to  anything  that  had  gone  before  in 
American  numismatics.

1930-S  is  the  last  branch  mint  Eagle 
struck.  Soon  after  it  was  made  America  found  itself  facing  a 
bank  crisis  with  people  creating  runs  on  their  overleveraged 
banks.  The  government  acted  decisively  (three  years  later)  in 
April  1933  by  freezing  all  transactions  involving  gold:  transfers, 
contracts,  bank  withdrawals.  Since  most  1930-S  Eagles  were 
sitting  in  bags  in  banks  and  Federal  Reserve  depositories  at  the 
time  of  this  freezing,  nearly  all  were  shipped  East  and  melted 
(1933-1937).  Today  only  a  few  dozen  1930-S  Eagles  remain.

Here  we  present  the  number  one  rarity  among  Indian  Head  Eagles.  When  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  issued  his  Executive  Order 
of  March  1  933  pertaining  to  gold  coins,  few  1  933  Eagles  had  reached  the  public.  Of  several  hundred  thousand  struck,  possibly  only 
25  to  50  were  released.  And  of  these,  only  a  dozen  or  so  can  be  traced  today.  We  mention  this  because  the  1933  Eagle  has  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only  collectible  gold  coin  of  its  year. 

To  have  a  1933  Eagle  as  a  centerpiece  in  one's  collection  has  long  been  a  dream  of  most  gold  collectors.  The  present  coin  is 
exceptionally  handsome  and  will  please  the  most  fastidious  connoisseur. 

The  only  other  American  gold  coin  minted  In  1933  was  the  Double  Eagle,  of  which  445,500  were  made.  According  to  government 
records,  however,  none  were  officially  released  into  circulation  before  F.D.R.  's  call-in  order.  A  few  pieces  did  sneak  out,  however. 
But  these  are  viewed  by  the  Treasury  and  the  Secret  Service  as  illegally  held.  This  makes  the  1933  Eagle  the  only  available  gold  coin 
of  this  year.

2907  1861-0.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Typical  bagmarks  do  not  detract 

overly  much  from  this  coin's  status  as  one  of  the  key  Double  Eagles 
coined  at  this  southern  branch  mint.  Because  of  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  War  in  April  1861,  the  mint  had  limited  time  to  strike  these.  As 
a  consequence,  only  19,250  pieces  made  it  off  the  dies  before  the 
facility  was  shut  down  for  the  duration.  Collectors  have  long  aspired 
to  own  1861-0.  Unfortunately,  they  usually  have  to  wait  years  and 
years  before  one  presents  itself.

which  the  devices  are  resplendent  with  frosty  elegance; 
Liberty's  cheek  immaculate;  the  eagle,  razor-sharp.  Best  of  all, 
any  hairlines  are  at  an  absolute  minimum  while  the  coin's 
golden  glow  and  aesthetic  appeal  are  both  at  a  resounding 
maximum.  Proof  U.S.  Double  Eagles  are  very  rare.  Those  struck 
in  the  1860's  had  an  extra  few  decades  to  be  lost  or 
mishandled;  also,  1860's  Proofs  were  minted  in  smaller 
numbers  than  dates  from  later  in  the  century,  making  them 
that  much  rarer.  For  instance,  only  50  Proof  Double  Eagles 
were  made  and  sold  in  1864.  Soon  thereafter,  however, 
attrition  began  to  work  its  vengeance.  In  the  intervening  127 
years,  the  number  of  survivors  that  have  kept  their  pristine 
surfaces,  their  overall  high  quality,  has  dwindled  away  to 
almost  nothing.  Today,  we  note  that  NGC  has  graded  this 
single  Proof  63  and  no  others,  while  PCGS  has  graded  3  Proof 
62's,  but  none  higher.

tone  Proof.  The  strike  is  immaculate,  with  each  star  complete,  all  of  Liberty's  hair  curls  defined,  and  the  eagle's  feathers  showing  all 
of  their  microscopic  detail.  As  a  date,  1875  has  the  distinction  of  sporting  a  resoundingly  low  mintage  figure:  20  Proof  pieces.  And 
as  with  its  lower  denomination  counterparts,  the  date  has  been  widely  sought-after  from  the  very  beginning.  The  present  coin,  while 
not  in  the  gem  class,  nonetheless  represents  a  legitimate  American  gold  rarity  and  is  an  unusual  opportunity  for  the  farseeing  buyer.

1879.  Pattern  Metric  Double  Eagle  or  Quintuple  Stella.  Judd-1643.  High  Rarity-7.  539.6  grains.  Struck  in  gold.  Brilliant  Proof  62.  This 
is  the  famous  Garrett  Collection  specimen  last  sold  in  our  1989  Moreira  Sale  and  earlier  in  1980  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries,  where 
it  was  described  in  these  words:  "Brilliant  Proof.  Removed  from  the  choice  category  by  some  very  minute  hairlines,  but  with  an  overall 
excellent  appearance.  A  tiny  planchet  flake  near  the  star  immediately  to  the  right  of  the  date  serves  to  hallmark  this  piece  (Apparently 
the  "planchet  flake"  has  been  removed  since  the  coin  was  last  sold;  probably  it  was  merely  a  foreign  substance  which  had  not  affected 
the  underlying  surface,  since  it  no  longer  appears  and  there  is  no  sign  of  disturbance  on  the  coin.  However,  a  tiny  field  nick  below 
the  3  in  30  on  the  obverse  can  be  used  for  notational  purposes.] 

"This  is  the  well  known  'quintuple  Stella,'  so  called  for  the  legends  are  metric  and  are  similar  to  those  found  on  the  $4  issue  ot  this 
same  year.  The  obverse  is  similar  in  design  to  the  regular  double  eagle  issue  except  for  the  surrounding  inscription  which  reads. 
*30*G*1.5*S*3.5*C*35*G*R*A*M*S*.  Earlier  the  die  had  been  used  without  a  decimal  point  between  the  3  and  the  5  making  the 
inscription  read  erroneously  '35*C'  but  the  error  was  realized  and  corrected  by  a  clumsily  inserted  decimal  point  in  a  lower  position 

in  the  die  than  it  should  have  been,  due  to  lack  of  preplanning.  ,.  ..  _ 

"The  reverse  is  similar  to  the  regular  issue  except  for  the  distinctive  motto  DEO  EST  GLORIA  ('God  is  Glorious  ),  rather  tha 

usual  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 

"The  metric  double  eagle  was  never  adopted  for  use,  so  the  idea  died  before  it  was  born. 

"Today  the  metric  double  eagle  stands  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  all  gold  patterns.  Its  rarity  is  many  multiples  of  the  18 /y 
flowing  hair  $4  Stellas.  The  judd  reference  notes  that  just  four  are  known  to  exist."

highly  frosted  devices  and  nice  mirror  fields.  Liberty's  cheek, 
with  its  wide  open  expanse  of  satiny  gold  frost,  is  immaculate, 
showing  no  marks  or  other  disturbance  of  any  kind.  Whenever 
rare  Proof  Double  Eagles  like  this  1881  come  up  for  sale  they 
elicit  great  excitement  among  bidders.  Perhaps  this  is  because 
Proof  $20  gold  pieces  are  America's  premier  rarities  — large, 
golden,  glimmering,  impressive.  Or  perhaps  it  is  because  they 
are  so  very,  very  rare  — in  this  instance,  only  61  pieces  struck.

2916  1887.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  And  what  a  stunning  cameo 

contrast  Proof  it  is!  Rarely  will  you  see  a  greater  demarcation 
between  deep  mirror  fields  and  highly  frosted  head  of  Liberty 
than  on  this  great  Proof-only  rarity.  Her  bust  is  so  gorgeous  you 
could  spend  ten  minutes  studying  it  under  a  glass,  just  to  take 
in  the  workmanship.  And  not  to  be  outdone  by  Liberty's 
portraiture,  the  ornate  eagle  on  the  reverse  is  a  monument  to 
the  Mint's  technicians;  for  every  nuance  of  its  intricate  design 
is  brought  out  in  its  full  splendor. 

Long  time  collectors  are  familiar  with  1887's  noble  status.

291  7  1887.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Attractive  cameo  contrast  makes  this 

famous  coin  that  much  more  appealing  to  prospective  bidders. 
Not  only  are  the  devices  frosted,  but  they  are  boldly  defined  as 
well:  needle-point  stars  encircle  Liberty's  well  made  bust  and 
the  ornate  reverse  eagle  is  impeccable.  Deep  mirror  fields  with 
a  modest  number  of  hairlines  back  these  up. 

When  it  comes  to  rarity,  none  can  argue  1887's  well  known 
status  as  one  of  America's  rarest  Double  Eagles.  Only  121 
pieces  were  struck  — all  of  them  Proofs  — though  no  reason  has 
come  to  light  why  so  few  were  made,  nor  why  there  were  no 
business  strikes.  Lack  of  demand  was  the  most  probable 
cause.  Whatever  the  explanation,  it  seems  evident  that  with  so 
few  made  in  the  first  place,  and  with  the  normal  attrition  rate 
for  Proofs  from  this  period,  only  a  tiny  population  of 
unimpaired  specimens  remains  to  supply  today's  growing 
collector  and  investor  demand.  Examine  this  one  closely  as  it 
is  a  sharp  example. 


2918  1891-CC.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Well  struck,  an  absolute 

minimum  of  marks,  and  lustre  around  the  letters  and  devices.  What 
more  anyone  want,  you  ask?  How  about  an  extremely  low  mintage  of 
5,000. 


ALLURING  1892  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1892.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  One  or  two  fewer 
hairlines  and  this  one  would  be  in  the  next  grade  classification. 
For  it  has  a  bold  strike  and  sharp  cameo  effect  in  the  frosted 
devices.  Liberty's  bust,  in  particular,  is  richly  frosted  with  its 
smooth  contours  a  mellow  gold  color.  The  mint  sold  93  Proof 
Double  Eagles  in  1892  to  the  few  wealthy  (and  therefore, 
shrewd)  collectors  of  the  day.  But  of  those  93  pieces  only  half 
may  now  survive,  which  explains  NGC’s  low  census  numbers 
of  2  graded  and  no  others.  PCGS  has  seen  one  other  1892, 
also  Proof  64.  There  are  none  graded  higher.

1896.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Premium  Quality.  Barring 
a  few  faint  hairlines,  the  fields  are  gorgeous,  utterly  gorgeous ! 
In  fact,  everything  is  pristine  on  this  rare  Proof  Double  Eagle. 
The  fields  display  characteristic  orange  peel  texture;  in  this 
instance,  incredibly  beautiful.  Above  these  rise  vibrant  frosted 
devices  of  a  rich  golden  hue.  Liberty's  face  is  perfection  in 
itself:  smooth,  sleek,  blemish-free.  If  these  remarkable 
qualities  were  all  this  coin  offered,  we  would  still  expect 
bidders  to  engage  in  a  bidding  war  to  capture  it.  But  there  is 
more:  1896  has  a  Proof  mintage  of  only  128.  And  since  most 
of  those  original  128  examples  have  since  been  mishandled, 
there  are  relatively  few  left  worth  slabbing.  In  this  case,  this  is 
the  only  1896  Proof  seen  by  NGC,  while  PCGS  has  graded  13.

In  order  to  give  some  indication  how  quickly  Proof  dies  wear  out,  we 
borrow  a  few  statistics  from  Walter  Breen's  encyclopedia's  glossary: 

"Because  the  coins  [Proofs!  are  are  not  annealed  between  impressions,  they 
become  stress-hardened  and  wear  down  the  dies  more  rapidly  than  do 
production  coins."  For  example,  the  mint  can  strike  around  150,000 
business  strike  half  dollars  from  an  obverse  die  nowadays,  whereas  the  Proof 
half  dollar  obverse  die  wears  out  after  only  2,400  impressions!

The  fields  and 
devices  are  immaculate!  As  you  would  expect  for  this  lofty 
grade,  they  are  free  from  marks  or  hairlines  or  other  detriment. 
To  tell  the  truth,  we  are  surprised  the  coin  didn't  receive  a 
higher  grade  from  the  service.  After  all,  its  fields  alone  would 
justify  a  '65  grade. 

In  addition  to  having  marvelous  surfaces,  the  devices  are 
razor-sharp  and  undeniably  beautiful.  So  taking  one  thing  with 
another,  you  will  rarely  see  a  lovelier  Roman  Finish  Proof  gold 
coin  of  any  denomination,  let  alone  the  most  noble  of  them  all, 
the  U.S.  Double  Eagle. 

Mintage  for  1909  was  a  modest  67  pieces.  However,  of 
those,  only  a  few  are  worth  grading  today.

2953  1912.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Superb.  Utterly  beautiful!  And  so  close  to  perfection  you  must  really  examine  it  for  yourself  to  see  what 

a  golden  treasure  it  is.  The  rich  matte  texture  gives  its  needle-sharp  devices  a  look  of  nobility.  There  is  nothing  more  pleasing  to  the 
eye  than  a  well  fashioned,  immaculately  preserved  U.S.  Matte  Proof  gold  coin.  This  is  clearly  a  coin  for  an  advanced  collector;  a  coin 
for  someone  assembling  the  ultimate  Saint-Gaudens  set;  a  coin  with  class. 

Records  show  there  were  only  74  Proof  1912's  issued.  It  should  come  as  no  surprise,  then,  seeing  how  sharp  this  one  is,  to  learn 
that  NGC  has  graded  only  a  few  pieces  in  Proof  66:  5  specimens.  It  is  highly  improbable  you  could  improve  on  a  coin  like  this.  So 
take  the  plunge  and  raise  your  bidder  card  high. 

President  Theodore  Roosevelt  had  a  longtime  dream  of  freeing  our  national  coinage  from  its  unbearable  dullness  of  design,  according  to 
researcher  Walter  Breen.  He  wanted  to  restore  to  it  some  of  the  beauty  and  dignity  of  ancient  Greek  coins.  Saint-Gaudens  told  him  (Roosevelt, 
not  Breen)  in  a  letter  dated  Jan.  9,  1906,  "Whatever  I  produce  cannot  be  worse  than  the  inanities  now  displayed  on  our  coins."  Saint-Gaudens 
died  Aug.  3,  1907,  never  having  seen  even  one  of  his  coins  in  circulation. 

President  Roosevelt  personally  chose  from  the  artist's  designs  the  standing  Liberty  and  the  flying  eagle,  this  latter  originally  meant  for  the  cent 
and  inspired  by  the  Gobrecht/Longacre  flying  eagle  of  the  1856-58  cents.  . 

Coins  dated  1912-33  show  48  obverse  stars  instead  of  the  former  46.  commemorating  the  admission  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  as  or  y- 
seventh  and  forty-eighth  states,  Jan.  6  and  Feb.  14,  1912.  These  two  extra  stars  were  added  to  the  end  of  the  curved  row  at  lower  right  among 
the  oak  leaves  below  the  date.  There  were  no  other  design  modifications  made  in  1912.  According  to  Breen,  IChie  engraver  ar  es  ar 
evidently  did  this  by  sinking  a  master  die  from  a  1908  11  hub  and  punching  in  the  stars  by  hand,  thereafter  in  turn  raising  working  hubs  from 
it  and  sinking  working  dies."

Proof  gold  piece,  equally  majestic,  equally  rich  with  golden 
brown  color  and  that  unique  matte  "texture”  of  American 
Double  Eagle  Proofs.  The  strike  is  next  to  none,  while  the  fields 
are  completely  free  from  marks  or  scratches;  so,  too,  the  rims. 
With  a  mintage  of  70,  and  less  than  three  dozen  graded  in  all 
grades,  1914  is  among  the  rarest  of  the  rare. 

According  to  Breen,  "After  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  died  in  Aug. 
1907,  Mint  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber  prepared  his  own  copy  dies 
in  low  relief,  in  the  expectation  that  coinage  would  have  to  proceed 
with  some  practical  modification  of  the  MCMVII  design.  Originally 
these  copy  dies  were  to  have  been  made  by  mechanical  reduction 
from  Saint-Gaudens'  higher-relief  models.  In  actuality,  Barber 
produced  some  perfunctory  reductions  on  one  of  the  Mint's  portrait 
lathes,  pronounced  them  unfit  for  coinage,  and  used  this  an  an 
excuse  to  make  his  own  imitations.  The  master  dies  and  hubs  made 
from  them  bore  the  date  in  ordinary  numerals  1907  rather  than  the 
Roman  MCMVII.  They  are  routinely  miscalled  "Arabic  numerals," 
this  name  manifestly  bestowed  by  persons  who  had  never  seen 
coins  with  actual  Arabic  inscriptions  or  dates.  "By  Presidential 
orders,  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  omitted,  even  as  from  the 
MCMVII  design.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  a  deeply  religious  man  and  a 
Freemason,  believed  that  inscribing  the  deity's  name  on  coins  which 
might  be  used  for  criminal  purposes  was  blasphemy." 


2955  1914-D.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Much  lower  census  than  you 

might  expect,  1914-D  has  a  Mint  State  65  population  of  41,  with  none 
higher. 


2956  1915.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Broad  rims  frame  this  exquisite 

Matte  Proof.  The  fields  are  virtually  as  nice  as  the  Proof  65  just 
offered  and  show  no  value-impairing  scuff  marks.  Of  50  pieces 
made  we  would  suggest  to  you  that  there  are,  at  most,  25  to 
35  remaining. 

Coin  collecting  was  in  its  infancy  in  the  'teens.  The  Mint  sold  on 
average  500  to  800  Proof  minor  coins  in  sets  each  year  and  only  50 
to  100  gold  Proofs.  When  you  compare  these  numbers  with  what 
is  sold  today  their  mintages  pale  in  comparison!

Although  1929's  mintage  was  large— 1,779,750  — apparently 
only  a  few  escaped  the  hungry  maw  of  the  Treasury's  melt 
pots.  Breen  refers  to  this  meltdown  period  in  his  encyclopedia 
(p.576)  where  he  writes:  "Wholesale  meltage  destroyed  the 
majority  of  the  dates  1912-33.  This  has  not  significantly 
affected  1928,  which  has  the  largest  mintage  of  any  gold  coin 
of  any  denomination  in  American  history.  In  a  few  instances 
(1920-S,  1921,  1927  D,  1930  S,  1931  D)  low  mintage 
aggravated  the  problem,  so  that  fewer  specimens  reached 
Europe.  A  few  dates  (1913  S,  1924  S,  1926  D)  were  virtually 
unknown  to  American  collectors  until  the  1950s,  when 
handfuls  were  recovered  in  France. 


VERY  RARE  1931  D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


2986  1931-D.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Another  great  American 

rarity.  A  scant  mintage  of  106,500  was  issued,  although  most 
were  soon  recalled  in  the  great  meltdown  to  fill  the  bowels  of 
Fort  Knox.  Nearly  all  of  the  known  examples  are  in 
Uncirculated  condition,  as  they  simply  never  had  time  to 
circulate,  gold  being  recalled  in  April  1933.  The  few  in 
circulation  were  retrieved  by  banks  for  the  recall.  Therefore, 
only  a  small  number  remain,  far  too  few  to  supply  the  hoards 
of  new  collectors  who  desire  to  own  this  date  and  mint.  Best 
of  all,  this  particular  specimen  has  superb  lustre,  glowing 
greenish  gold  color,  and  only  a  few  insignificant  marks  keeping 
it  from  a  higher  grade. 


1931  D:  A  MODERN  DAY  CLASSIC 


2987  1931-D.  Mint  State  61.  Vibrant  lustre  with  greenish  gold  toning 

around  the  periphery  giving  it  an  added  bonus.  Most  of  the 
bagmarks  are  inconsequential,  and  these  are  almost  exclusive 
to  the  obverse,  the  reverse  being  exceptionally  nice  for  1931-D. 
This  date's  rarity  has  made  it  a  modern-day  classic,  along  the 
lines  of  a  superb  Tiffany  lamp  or  a  1930's  Cord  automobile. 

Throughout  the  early  years  of  this  century  large 
denomination  gold  pieces  such  as  this  $20  were  primarily  used 
for  (1)  bank  reserves,  or  (2)  export  purposes.  Those  that 
remained  in  the  banks  when  F.D.R.'s  Presidential  Order  6260 
of  March  1933  nationalized  the  nation's  gold  were  turned  over 
to  the  government.  Those  which  had  already  gone  overseas 
generally  remained  there  until  the  1960's,  when  they  came 
flooding  back  into  the  country  after  shrewd  U.S.  coin  dealers 
discovered  them  in  bank  vaults  and  had  their  agents  buy  all 
they  could  lay  their  hands  on.  Curiously  enough,  only  a  few 
1931-D  Double  Eagles  surfaced.  We  believe  there  are  fewer 
than  50  surviving  today  from  an  original  mintage  of  106,500!

All  of  America's  fairs  and  expositions  carry  a  central  theme  or  purpose.  For  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  held  in  San  Francisco  the  fair 
organizers  chose  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  (1513)  and  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  (1914)  as  their  themes.  Complete  commemorative 
coin  sets  mounted  in  copper  frames  sold  for  $200.  Often,  sales  were  made  to  banks  or  other  non-collectors;  for  this  reason,  high  grade  examples 
like  those  offered  here  are  difficult  to  find;  they  were  often  mishandled  as  souvenir  pieces.  When  all  was  said  and  done,  only  483  $50  rounds 
and  645  $50  octagons  were  sold.  We  estimate  that  perhaps  200  of  the  former  and  300  to  350  of  the  latter  remain  today.

3009a  1915-S.  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  set  of  five  coins  -  the  Half  Dollar,  Gold  Dollar,  Quarter  Eagle,  and  two  varieties  of  the 

$50  -  housed  in  the  official  leatherette  case  of  issue.  This  is  an  exquisite  set  that  grades  Mint  State  63  and  better.  The  coins  are  pristine 
and  beautiful,  with  the  Half  Dollar  having  natural  uniform  toning  on  both  sides  and  the  gold  pieces  are  bright  and  original.  This  appears 
to  be  a  completed  original  set,  not  put  together  with  "raw  coins." 

All  of  our  fairs  and  expositions  are  built  around  a  central  theme.  For  1915  the  fair  organizers  chose  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean 
11513)  and  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal  (1914)  as  their  themes.  Complete  sets  mounted  in  metal  frames  or  leather  cases  sold 
for  200.  Many  sales  were  made  to  banks  and  to  non-collectors ;  for  this  reason,  high  grade  examples  (especially  of  the  higher 
denominations)  are  difficult  to  find;  they  were  either  mishandled  or  carried  as  souvenir  pieces  in  pants  pockets.  When  all  was  said 
and  done,  only  483  specimens  of  the  $50  round  issue  and  645  of  the  $50  octagonal  piece  reached  buyer's  hands.  Although  no  specific 
records  were  kept  in  this  regard,  it  can  be  assumed  that  when  gold  coins  were  seized  by  the  government  in  1933,  numerous  pieces 
in  the  hands  of  the  public  were  melted.  Our  estimate  is  that  perhaps  200  of  the  round  pieces  and  300  to  350  of  the  octagonal  pieces 
can  be  traced  today.

George  C.  Baldwin  and  Thomas  S.  Holman  had  a  jewelry,  watchmaking, 
and  later  assaying  and  coining  business  on  Clay  St.  on  the  south  side  of 
Portsmouth  Plaza.  On  March  15,  1850,  the  partners  bought  out  F.D.  Kohler's 
assaying  and  coining  apparatus  (as  Kohler  was  then  anticipating 
appointment  to  the  office  of  State  Assayer,  which  duly  occurred  six  weeks 
later).  "Their  operation  was  evidently  successful,"  says  Breen,  "as  during 
the  first  three  months  of  1851  alone  they  coined  at  least  $590,000  face 
value  — $60,000  more  than  Humbert's  federal  Assay  Office!"  Most  have 
long  since  been  melted,  however,  and  Baldwin  &  Co.  coins  are  today  great 
rarities.

St.,  between  Beekman  and  Fulton  Sts.,  New  York  City,  as  late 
as  1849.  Its  three  members,  Thomas  H.  Norris.  Charles  Gregg,  and  Hiram  A. 
Norris,  left  for  the  California  goldfields  early  in  1849;  neither  departure  nor 
arrival  dates  were  recorded.  In  May  1849  they  manufactured  half  eagles  at 
Benicia  City,  of  a  design  unknown  today.  The  notice  in  the  Daily  Alta 
California  May  31,1 849,  indicates  that  their  coins  almost  certainly  bore  the 
usual  imitation  federal  Liberty  head  and  eagle.  Later  in  the  year,  the  firm 
obtained  new  dies  from  Albert  Kuner,  of  a  design  unlike  any  others,  and 
issued  large  quantities.  Philadelphia  Mint  assays  rated  three  of  their  coins  at 
870,  880,  and  892  Fine,  bullion  value  $4.83,  $4,89,  and  $4.95  Before 
April  6,  1850,  they  moved  out  of  Benicia  City,  to  Stockton,  where  they 
coined  the  type  with  STOCKTON  below  date  1850."

The  $50  ingots  or  '"slugs"  or  "Californians"  did  pass  as  money;  for  most 
of  1851-53,  according  to  Breen,  "they  were  the  principal  accepted  currency 
in  California.  Earlier  dies  gave  the  issuer's  name  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT  U.S. 
ASSAYER  OF  GOLD;  later  ones  as  UNITED  STATES  ASSAY  OFFICE  OF 
GOLD,  but  it  was  the  same  provisional  branch  mint,  located  at  first  on 
Montgomery  St.  between  Commercial  and  Clay,  later  at  608-10  Commercial 
St.  Humbert  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  Jan.  30,  1851,  bringing  master  dies 
or  hubs,  and  on  Jan.  31  he  struck  his  first  octagonal  ingots.  Quantity  issue 
began  Feb.  14.  Anticipating  Humbert's  arrival.  Collector  of  Customs  T.  Butler 
King  was  authorized  by  Pres.  Fillmore,  Dec.  2,  1850,  to  receive  any  or  all 
issues  of  the  new  Assay  Office  in  payment  of  tariffs:  a  de  facto  recognition 
that  they  passed  as  federal  money,  effective  from  the  first  day  of  issue."

This  was 
intended  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  January  18,  1837, 
which  prescribed  fixed  alloy  ratios  for  coins."
